It is Du' desire of (liiH Uovernmenfi so to couduet the war now oxist- 
iiij>' as to nuDKiUe its horrors us far us may ho possible, and with this 
intent Uh treiitnmnt of the prisoners captured by Us forces lias been 
marked by the /B'<'iUest Iinmanity and leiiieimy consistent with piiblie, 
obligation. aSoimo have been iiermitted to returii home on parole; others 
to remain at liirpii under siniiliU’ enudition within tiiis (Jonfodernoy, and 
all have been furnislied willi ruMoiis for their Hiibsisteneo siieli ns are 
allowed to our own ti'oops. It is only since the news lias boon I'oeoived

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of tlio ti'oiitniciit of the prisoners taken on tlio Savannah that I have 
been compelled to withdraw these iudulgonces and to hold the x)risoiiei's 
taken by us in strict conlinenient. 

A just regard to humanity and to the honor of this Government now 
requires me to state explicitly that painful as will ho the necessity this 
Goveriinieiit will deal out to the prisoners held by it the same tremt 
iiient aud the same fate as shall be experienced by those eajitiired in 
tlie Savannah; and if driven to the terrible necessity of retaliation by 
your execution of any of the oflicors or crow of the Savannah 1;luit 
retaliation will be extended so far as shall he requisite to secure*, tlio 
abaiKloiniieiit by you of a practice unknown to the wariiiro of civiliz(ul 
man and so barbarmis as to disgrace the nation which shall be guilty 
of inaugurating it. 

With this view and because it may not have reached you I now renew 
the proposition made to the commander of the blockading sriuadroii to 
exchange for the prisoners taken on the Savannah an equal luiinber of 
*:!;ose now held by us according to rank.*

The simior of blu) two (I did not learn their 
names) replied j “Colonel Bicharrtson edinmanda at Oraney lahuidj” but 
he did not know anything of General Huger. 

I then stated that I was tljo bearer of a flag of trnoo to General 
Huger, but before I could transact any bu.sinoHS in relation to it I must 
first ascertain from them if General Huger or the eoinmanding onicor 
had ordered the flag of truce to be fired on ; if so I had no further 
ooninnimcation to make but should returji and report the facts to you. 
The senior ofiicer then stated that no such oi'der hiubbeon giveiij the 
shot striking so near was accidental; Jm knew the fiag of truce was 
coming up; had reported it to the eoiuinanding ofll(3or when the order 
■^'as given to lire n sJjot to stop her. To this Troifiied: “A blaiilc car- 
tridge would have been all that Avas noces.sary and Aviiat vi'as cus- 
tomary to stop a fiag of truce.” To this Im said something about nofe 
knowing what was customary.

Yesterday we wore again carried before the c.ommissionor and our 
examination was again putolf. TheU. S.districtatlornoy is not ready, 
It is put olf until the 17th, so we will have beiiu in hero nearly a month 
without oven an examination. The fact is now tlu^y have got us tlioy 
don’t know what to do with us, and they want, to delay ovoiy thing and 
put things off in hopes that the war will end and they can let us go, 
and in the meantime they keep us locked up in this infernal phuio. 
There is no probability that wo will bo tried before next Septemluir bo 
we will have to-niako the beat of it hero until this cornea to an end. 

Our Government might beuofltus a little I think by taking the same 
number of prisoners as we are, aonding them to Olmrlostoii and locking 
them up in cells as we are, making them in fact answerable for ns in 
every way.

Mr. llARUisoN. r simply desire to prove tliatucroi’ding to the state 
of tliingB existing in Georgia at the time in question all able-bodied men 
over the ago of sixteen and under tbe age of sixty were rciiuivod to render 
military or naval duty or to leave the country. That has a bearing mate- 
rially on the point of duress, whiedt is one of the points on which we 
purpose to roly in tins case. I think when your honors consider the 
])cculiar condition in which we are placed and the impossibility of onr 
being able to olfer these law.s in a more authentic form and the material 
bearing they have on tlie quo animo of these parties you will conclude 
that we might to be permitlod to olfer this testimeuy, 

Mr. WiiAiiTON. I will nieroly add to wliat my eolleagiie has said in 
order to put it in a sliglitly dilTerout shape without by so doing inter- 
fering at all with tlio form of the question as ho Inis put it, that wo 
propose not .so imudi to prove a foreign law by the testimony of a wit- 
ness liko the one at the stand as to prove the fact that by any law or 
without any law (and that i.s unimportant as bearing on the intention 
of tins party), by the compulsion so to speak of those who adminis- 
tered the Government thoro, be and others were compelled to Tender 
military or naval service to tlio existing Government, wliatevor it was. 

.Judge Oad'WAladwh. Mr. Harrison stated it difforently. Ho said 
“or to leave the country.” 

Mr. Wharton, I, include that in the mode of putting it. 

.Tudgo (InnoR, If j'oii eonld prove that the dofoiulaiit was put on 
board tbo vo.ssel by compulsion against his own will and served tliore 
UH many a man has done on a pirate vessel contrary to Ids own will 
that would be directly to tlio point. 

Mr, WiiAR.T()N, That is a strong statement of wliat would bo within 
the same principle as what m'o proixiso to prove. I do not moan to put 
it oxiKdly as a mutter of fact in that sliapu that ho wns carried on 
board by (jonunilsloti. I do not mean that tho oil'er of evidonco gooa to 
that oxtoiit; but wliat I do moan to oUbr is (not interfering at all with 
the point of view in which Mr. Harrison put it which stands on its own 
merits) that in the state of things existing in Georgia when this man 
was thoro ho was compelled by tlioso who admiiuHtored the Government 
to rendor to that Govornmont military service, ami that as tlio alterna- 
tive of not doing it ho would be compelled to (juit tho eonntry. How 
far that would in law amount to the sort of eomiuilaiou to which his 
honor lias rofeiTod is of course a (iiicstion for argmnent hereafter, but 
the state of facts we desire to put in ovidouee is that, and it seems to 
us to bear very strongly on the intention <if the jiarty in carrying on 
tbo particular kind of warfare to Avliieli he devoteil himsoK. 

Mr. Kellisy. May it please your honors if L understand the olfor at 
all it is to prove that there was at somo time in tho State of Georgia 
a law which all these men. may have participated in making, which 
tliey thoinsolves may have brouglit about, which called upon every 
man to servo either in a certain army or navy on tlio painful altorna- 
tivo of leaving that State. I take it that that can liavo no bearing on 
this {!aso. If the geutlomon imoposcd to imove that tliis man Smith 
was impressed, forcibly seiKcd in tho streets of Savannah or olsewhoro, 
carried on board this vessel and there detained against his will that 
would bo perfectly compotoiit.

CTpon that 
state of fiutts we. Iiave in evideinio the opinion of the Bresidoiit of the 
United Statcis as shown in liis proclaination.s. lie has stated that a 
rebel] ion and in.suvi-ee.tion exi.sted within certain toiTitorial limits. That 
is iiartl.y a mutter of opinion; perliapvS on the ]>art of the President 
nltogefliei' s(», because deriv<«l from the information of othei’s. He was 
notthevc^i IkmIuI not tlie as.serubling of armed meji and theooin- 
immcomeiit of iKdiigcvent operations. Tlio.sc great national facts wliicli 
are shown in that way arcA of them.sclvcs necessarily in a great meas- 
ure niatters of opfnloii orjudguieut. That is in the case already, and all

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On tbe 2Si;li of October Thomas Quigley, Edward Rocliford and 
Daniel Mulliiig's, of the crew of the Jeff, ilavis, were arraigned on the 
charge of ])iraey and pleaded “not guilty.”

Application for such pay must be made to the senior paymaster or 
the district in which the regiment of the prisomn’ is serving, and must 
be aeeoinpaiucd by the certillcate of a judge of a court of the IJiiitod 
States, of a district attorney of the United States or of some other 
party under the seal of a (jourt of record of the Stjito in which the 
applicant is a resident setting forth that the said applicant is the wife 
of the prisoner, the guardian of his children or his widowed mother, 
and if occupying either of the last two relationships toward him that 
tliero is no one in existence who is more nearly related a(5Cording to the 
above classidcation. 

'Payments will bo made to parties thus authorized and idontilied on 
their receipts made out in the manner that would bo required of the 
prisoner himself, at least one month’s pay being in all cases retained by 
the United States. The olllccr making the payment will see that it is 
entered on the last previous mustor-roll for the payment of the pris- 
oner’s company, or will reportif those roILs are not in his possession to 
the senior paymaster of the district, who will either attend to the entry 
or give iioti(;c of the pay meiit to the PaymastGr-Geiieral if the rolls have 
been forwarded to his oilico.

Sill: This lets you know that 1 am in ns good health and spirits as 
could be expected under conllneineut so long. It is now sixteen weeks 
since I was taken with many more on the battlclUdd at Bull Run, and 
since that many more have been taken and brought here. Tiioy num- 
ber in all who have been brought to Richmond as many as !^,li00 or 2,700. 
tfome arrived as late as last night— a tew from Fairfax and Leesburg; 
and before over 700 from tlio Leesburg battle of the 21st of October, 
and on the nortli side of the Potomac, which no doubt you have got the 
news of. 1 think that through and by the .sanui Ihig of truce that this 
comes other ver-sious and the details of the battle will be. sent by olli- 
cei's ill full knowledge of the facts from the spot winch of course you will 
become acquainted with. 

There is one thing 1 wish to let you know, whic.ii is this : The general 
in charge of this po.st, Richmond, Brigadicr-Gonoral Winder, with live 
or six other ollicers came into jirison yesterday at 4 p. m., called us 
ofheers to order and stated that he had an order from thoWar Depart- 
ment to ballot one out of the highest rank of the six colonels now pris- 
oners of war in their possession and the oao balloted and drawn to bo 
placed in a cell in xirisoii similar to that in which the condomiied pirate 
Smith, at Philadeli>hia, is jilaced ami to he disjiused of according to his 
fate.

lumbor will cost more than I expected will give a total cost of loss than 
$28,000, and there can be little doubt that $30,000 will cover all con- 
tingencies. I inclose also a plan* of the avraiigoment of the building's 
on the ground. In the two linos of buildings for prisoners there are 
sites for two additional buildings for olllcers and two for soldiers 
besides ground tbr a third line if inoro room should be required. A 
site is also selected for the eoinniandiiig ofiicer’s quarters if it should 
bo thought advisable to order a major to cominatul, as I think will be 
found to bo absolutely necessary, aud a site for another building if 
more quarters should be required for the guard. The one bloelc to be 
erected for the guard will quarter two companies of eighty-four men 
each. Tlio plat contains only i>art of the cleared ground and is less 
than one-third of the land leased. Much of the lumber is already on 
the ground and the work is pi*ogressing rapidl 5 ^ The contractors are 
energetic, reliable men aud will complete the work in the least i^ossible 
time. I gave them till February 1 because circumstances might render 
it beyond their power to fulAll the contract in less time but I am satis- 
fied if the weather is favorable they will do it within that time.

Sir: In obedience to tlie indorsement on the complaint sent to me 
iiiider date of the 22d* I have to report the sick ])ri8onera as comfort- 
able as they could be made in any army hospital. It is true for one 
day after their arrival that tlicy had not the comforts needed in coiise- 
queiice of the bedding not accompanying the prisoners, but the next 
day the mayor of Boston snp])lied everything necessary for their com- 
fort until the arrivjil of the hospital stores from Ne\r York. Doctor 
Peters complained of the newspajier reports respecting the sick and 
Avished to contradict them under his own sigmitnre but I advised him 
not to notice them. Tlio pri.soners of war have been well quartered 
from the day they landed; very soon bunks were put up iu their rooms 
and they think that everything has been done for their comfort. 1 never 
lioard a complaint from any one of thcjn. They seem to be' in bettor 
health than when they arrived owing to the ])leasant weather. I must 
say that many of them appeared to liavo feeble constitutions. The bed- 
ding of the prisoners of state was retained at Port Lafayette; this 
caused .some inconvoiiiencc to them, but now they are supi)lied with 
everything needed for their comfort.

North Carolina Volunteers, prisoner of war taken at llatteras, now at 
Fort Warren, for the use of his oHicers and men under such regula- 
tions ns you may think necessary. Four days since it was considered 
necessary to coniine in jail* Lieutenant-Colonel Bowman, of the Penn- 
sylvania Volunteers. The reason for tliis you will iirohably have seen 
stated in the newspapers. Before tliat ho was on parole and accorded 
the limits of this city as the other odlcers still are.

Of course in onr isolated position w'o cannot know all Ibe dilleicnt 
aspects ill which the question will present itself; wo can only judge ol.

I admit that avc are 
anxious on the subject, and we have cause to be. Humanity prompts 

and justice demands it. „ , , t i *. 

I believe I speak the sentiments of all here when I say we do not 
wish to embarrass the action of our Goveriinieiit in the least, but we 
cannot understand how a full exchange will do more injury than acts 
already done. We believe belligerency can be recognized without 
involving independence. Surely the war cannot continue for years or 
even mouths longer without this question becoming so imimrtant that 
it must bo met and an exchange effected. Then why delay what must 
inevitably bo? We enlisted to serve our couutry and if necessary die 
for it, but we would prefer a different death tliau the one awaiting us 
hero.’ I cannot say all I would for obvious reasons, but I can say we 
are sutt'ering from neglect, so much so that it is the subject of news- 
paper paragraphs here and elsewhere. It makes my lace burn to read 
them and think that over four months have passed and nothing done 

for our relief. . ^ ^ , , 

We have frequently heard that clothing was to be sent to us but 
winter bas come and no clothing, but sickness has. It has been said 
that the Confederates sent the most destitute to the far South from 
motives of Imimmity. However that may be I saw some go without 
shirts and many without shoes or .socks, and even some with drawers 
and no pants. I am sorry to say this and perhaps my doing so will pre- 
vent this reaching you, but I trust it will not. I may be treading on 
forbidden ground, but I will say that I believe tliis would not bo it 
clothing could bo obtained hero. It could not in sufflcieut quantities. 
Southern troops are clothed by contributions from home of home-made 
cloth. Those that have means to purchase can And limited quantlticB 
at extravagantly high prices — beyond themeausof inostot us. Cloth- 
ing can bo sent safely. The Massachusetts men having been hero but 
about six weeks have already been suiiplicd with lull outfits their 
friends at homo. Cannot Government semi as well as they? The Con- 
federates have recently furnished quilts as substitutes for blankets, 
which could nob be obtained, and straw sacks, which is some improve- 
ment, but wo still need blankets and clothing, especially pants, shirts, 
drawers, socks and shoes. 

I am sorry to trouble you with this matter, but thinking your posi- 
tion would enable you to do much I venture to do so. It wo are to 
remain here and Government does not siicedily iirovido for our wants 
will you please call the abteiitioii of such citizens of Michigan as may 
be in Washington to this matter? I know that an appeal to the xieojno 
of our State would be promiitly mot, and I ifeel assured tliab our neces- 
sities would have been attended to ore this had it been known that it 
was required and could be done. What is done should be at once.

Sir: 1 have the honor to return hcrowith the resolution of the House 
of .Uejn'osontatives of tln' 'J’hlrty-sevciitli <.!one:rc.SH relative to the pay- 
ment of prisonei\s of war, and the letter of the Hon. J'\ P. EJair, chair- 
man of tlio Committee on Mi|jta.ry Allalrs of the ilouse, which papers 
have boon forwarded by you to me with directions to report on the 
same. In obedience to tliose diroe.tions 1 would rcfapcetfully report tlmt 
ftToat complaiiits baviuft’ been made on the subject of the non payment 
ol tlnsaiwnen a plan wasjiroposed to allow certain iiersons who might 
1)0 (joiisidored as immediately deijendent on tlio fioltlier lor support to 
draw his iiay while lie wa.s a pri.soncr even without a written autliority 
from him. Tills plan wa.s submitted for the appi-oval of the President 
and being sanctioned by liim was published a.s a genei-al order of the 
Army. A copy of it i.s liorcwith inclosed.* It is believed that under 
the cii’ciuiistancos tliis is the best mode that can be devised for making 
tlieao payinouts. 'I'hero is of course a risk to the United States of 
making an ovoipayment by reason of the. uneertainty whether the 
prisoner is still alivo up to <late of payment, but it is biit fair that tlio 
Govoniinont slionld assume such risk, and it is guarded against as far 
as po.ssiblo by requiring that one montli’.s i)ay should always bo kojit in 
aiTcar. 

Tills plan is, liowovor, beyond the strict letter of the law which 
requires that the creditor of the United States sliould receipt for all 
sums iiaid on his account or authorize their iiayment in writing. I 
would therefore respeetfully recoinincnd that Congress, be requested to 
legalize the provisions of General Orders, No. 00, of tliis year, so as to 
protect both the United Stato.s ami the di.sburaing oilieer from all future 
elaims wlion the money tine a soldier has been or may bo paid to his 
family under the provi.sioii.s of the order. 

Another point in connection with this subject of prisoners 1 would 
respectfully call attention to.

Their regiments have been 
divsbanded some time, but as these men are still held us prisoners it is 
but just tliey^ should bo considered as in the service of the United 
States pntil discharged from prison and paid accordingly. This view 
of their case has been adopted by this department, but as the question

Sir : A short time ago i wrote to you conconniig iny luiaband who is 
a prisoner of war and now held as hostage for one of tluv crew oi the 
Xirivateer Savannah. I am sorry to trouble yon. L do not know 
whether yon received my note or not but, air, 1. ap])oaI to your syin- 
putliy ill this case. 

Here is my linsband and a number of otlior brave men now eonlhied 
in a damp jail. As my husband writes to me he is of the Him ojiimou that 
if aoincthiug is not done soon that some of these gentluincii will not bo 
able to boar up under their weight of trouble, not being able to enjoy 
even a walk when the days arc so clear and lovely. And tlioso bravo- 
hearted men wont forth with strong minds to light Ibr their eouiilry 
ami thou taken across the Cotomac without means to oiiable thorn to 
retreat in safety, what else could they do — mcid) with a watery grave 
as did Adjutuut Harvey and Oa]>tain Otter and many otlnu’s whose 
families are now iu the greatest sorrow? Hot even can they see the 
dead bodies of their companions and have them buried by the side of 
some near and dear relative, or iiorliap.s their own children, 'riion wiiat 
else was to bo done but to bo taken prisoner? 

And now would it not be beat to release those men calleil ]»iratn.s and 
give them a chance to bo good eitmens once again? 1’i‘obably (boy 
never would commit aiiotlnu' crime.. 'I’hoy have not been for^>'iveu 
ninety and nine times; no, init even one.e have they been forgiven, 
whicli is dreadful to tliink of. Their families certainly are in deep sor- 
row at tlio dreadful suspense which they are kept iu; days ami nights 
of intense anxiety must prevail among all of ns miliapiiy wives and 
mothers and children of those unfortunate hostages and so-milled 
pirates. At New York I have three children, one a girl aged nearly 
.14 years, a son 12 and one 4 years. The oiio goes to selmol, whore of 
course ridiciilo is ever ready to wound the hearts of the smisitivo, and 
then my child comes home and cries whoiiover he thinks of his kind 
and indiilgout firther whom he has not seen for live months. 

Ho left his home July l.^ as Oapt. Francis .1. ICofl'er, (Company H, 
First Oahfornia Jiegiinent, the late Ool. E. 1). Ihikei’s brigade, and was 
taken prisoner at Ball’s Bluff battle, October 21. H(^ does not com- 
plain for lie knows hois not the only one who is siiireiing, but be wishes 
me to appeal to you and President Lincoln in thoir behalf. 'IMioy'iu’e 
without a change of cloMihig or money to get any with. For the sakes 
of those tliirtccn men at New York I sent my husband $10 ; he received 
it and 1 expect bonglit clothing witli it. Now I have senl; him $10 
more with a hope tliat ho will get it, and if 1 could siiavo it I. would 
semi $100 to him, for while ho had [money] no one with him would 
sulfer, for he would share his lust dollar with them I assure yoiu Will 
you ])loasc give an answer to this if it is only a few words that 1 may 
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know that you uotto.ived this. I have written to tlio Fourth Auditor of 
the Treaanry Department about bis pay.

My Dear Sir: You are aware that my linn associated witli Messrs. 
Lord, Brady and others acted as the couinsel of the privateorsmen cap- 
tured on the Savannah. We have been in constant cninmiinication 
with these prisoners The men are all well fed and well treated. The 
oiTicers have a largo, well-vontilateil room, with lire, books, new.spapors, 
writing materials, &c., and have at all times been allov'ed to spinid tlieir 
own moneyin the pnrehaseof luxuries. DuringtheM'lioleperiod of tlieir 
confinement their fnend.s have been permitted to [make] snch addi- 
tion to their table as they clioso and this has constantly lieeii done. 
Since their trial tliero has boon no change in the inamior of tlieir treat- 
ment. In every respect their condition as to comfort coni])aro8 most 
favorably with that of debtors or of witnesses in conlinoinont. 

I make this statement ip order to call your attention to the condition 
of Oolonels Cogswell, Lee and others now in strict conflnomoiit under 
the order of the 0th of November. Their treatment is I am iiifornied 
very rigorous and they are allowed none of the ])rivi)cge.s or eomforts 
wluoh are alfoi'ded to the prisoners hero against whom tliey arc held. 
Is it not proper Ibr me to urge that for the ))re8on tat least there shonhl 
be an equality of condition'? Tlie geutlemcn hold under the order 
referred to are friends of mine — Oo^'swell an old and valued one. I 
am sure you will not hesitate to modify yonr order so that tludr confine- 
ment .shall not be unnecessarily harsh. The manner of their treatincnt 
cannot possibly affect the question wliich gave vise to the order.

2. For Dr. R. D. Lyndo. assistant surgeon, U. S. Army, now on 
parole, whom you are hereliy authoriKod to release on your releasing 
from hia parole Dr. James W. Herty, late assistant surgeon, U. S. Navy, 
whom you sent to me some days ago. 

3. Your propo.sition to exelmngo individuals late offleora in the U. 8. 
Navy and Marine Corps for seamen cannot bo oiitortainod on ilie scale 
iixod by you. 

4. I am instructed to inform you that this Govornment has released 
within the last six months some 40 or 50 seamen (at loaat) taken on mer- 
cliant vessels of the United States, considering them asnon-iiombataiits, 
and have sent them to tho United States at the exjien.so of this Gov- 
ernment. I released four and sent them to Fort Monroe on tho Slat 


Boujumiii to llugor, Dcouiiibur p. 701. 
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December. I wish, to know if this is to be rcciprooatefl and shall act 
accordingly. I inclose you a list* of seamen captured on unarmed ves- 
sels now known to be confined, in Fort Warren; there may bo others 
and 1 leave it to you to say if they should not bo released unconditionally. 

I inclose herewith the petition* of several of the prisoners asking 
the ex(rhaiigc of Captain Shilliiiglaw, Sevonty-nintU New York Volun- 
teers, whom I sent down on the 31st ultimo in place of Mr. Dalton, late

McDoioelVs Golleye, Corner of 8th and O^'atiot Streets, 
Colonel: By direction of Ma,ior-Gonoral Hallcck the whole sub- 
ject of the custody of the prisoners of war and of the internal police of 
the place of their confinement as well as provisioning them is hereby 
placed under your charge. In the matter of their xu'ovisions the existing 
arraiigemeuts seem to be satisfactory. In regard to tlic police you will 
divide them into squads, say twenty or more, each under a chief selected 
from among themselves by election or of your appointment sis you may 
deem expedient. I would recommend you would place this whole mat- 
ter of police under one of your Held officers, say the lieuteuant colouel. 
llequisitions for the necessary implements such as brooms in limited 
numbers should and will be approved at these headquarters. It is of 
lU'imary importance to the health of the prisoners that care should be 
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taken so far as circnmstances permit tliat opportunity bo o0ered to tlio 
prisoners to wasli tberaselves. You will ploaso givo your attention to 
this. Any artitslcs of clothing friends of prisoners may dosiro to furnish 
them will bo allowed provided no mark ia put upon them, and to secure 
this yon will yourself or by some oflicer detailed by you for this duty 
cause the same to be inspected and will pass only siicli articles as may 
bo in your opinion of prime nceeaaity, excluding articles of luxury or 
ornament, Ihiat this may not be misiiiulerstood I would say the pris- 
oners could receive any article of clothing usually provided for soldiers, 
also combs and brushes. Should toba(;co and pipes bo offered it will 
not be conveyed to any individual but will bo regarded as common stock 
and be divid'etl among the prisoners generally. Should it be necessary 
to issue articles of clothing to the prisoners the surgeon in charge of 
the prisoners and the surgeon and assistant surgeon of your regiment 
will be constituted a board to decide what may be necessary. A list of 
the articles so issued will be kept, designating tbe iiartios to -wboin 
delivered, and their receipt for tlio same will bo taken. In regard to tlio 
sick every iwoper facility will bo afforded to the surgeon in (diargo in 
the matter of sending for necessary supplies, &o. As to their diet the 
same will bo given to thorn as is given to U. S. side in hospitals, and 
to this end the surgeon will make the necessary I’eqiusitjons on the medi* 
cal director to bo approved at those hoadnuarters for what may bo 
necessary. If there are any dangerously ill they will it the surgeon 
deems it expedient bo sent to tlio nearest general liosjiital designated 
by the medical diree.tor. In this case the ])ri.sonors will be required to 
givo or ratlier sign a parole not to actenqit to escaiie wiiilo this i)riYi- 
lego is a( 5 coi'(lod to them nndor the penalty of death ibr its violation. 
Hbsiiital attendants for the sick prisoners will bo detailed from the 
gonorul prisoners.

It is uiidoratond that a charge i.s made by the imlored prisoners of war 
for washing.

Meas- 
ures will bo taken as soon as practicable to provide a ^dace in fi-on t of the 
prison whore the prisonor.s may take exeroiso when the weather permits.

SiRj I liave the honor to return the letter of the Hon. W. M. Dunn, 
of the Military Committee of the House of Representatives, asking 
what legislation if any is necessary to provide for sencUng supplies 
of clothing to soldiers ami prisoners of war. Some clothing has been 
sent to Norfolk to be distrilmtcd by tlie enemy to the prisoners of war 
in their hands. I tliink the Secretary of War has in this exercised 
only a discretion vested in his oOlcc by the necessity of the case. It 
might perhaps be atcII to recognize this, however, by direct legislation 
and I submit a draft of a bill for that purpose.

In making 
liropositions for tlio oxcliangci of prisoners of war 1 ought to know 
what prisoners wo have of tlio enemy in our possession to give in 
exchange. If I had a roll of these and authority to nialco e.xchange.s 
as 1 might deem proper I hav<i no doubt I could oxciiange most of the 
officers taken at Bull .Bun and Ball’s Bluir. You luive named in your 
letter laeutemuit Woi’cestor, but you do not say whotlier he was a first 
or second lieutenant. I therefore do not know what grade of lieuten- 
ant to Oder in exchange. 

I have several applications for exchanges but not knowing either the 
iiuiiiber of prisoners or their grade.s in rank to give in exc.liange I am 
somewhat at a loss to know how to iiresent the question. For instance 
ill proseiitnig the imnie of Lioiitoiiant Worcester I ouglit to know 
whether we have a prisoner of his rank to give in exclmuge. As soon 
as I am inlorined of the nanio ol soiuo officer who can be given in 
exchange for Lieutenant Worcester I have no doubt I will bo able to 
oiio(;t tlie exchange yon desire.

The smallest amount of air space necessary for healthy respiration 
with adequate provision for constant renewal is 800 cubic feet. Tho 
cells of the Tombs with inadequate provision for renewal measure only 
a little over 400 cubic feet, an<l notwitlistauding this tlie privateersmen 
are confined two iu a coll, thus reducing tho amount of air to only one- 
fourth of what is necessary for tho preservation of Iiealth. The dan- 
gers of their condition are slill flirthor incronaed by the quality of the 
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iDi'isoii fare, tliero being no allowtuiee of fi-GHli vegetable food. Xhv 
of the prisoners tlius confined since fclie 2r)th of Juno last, namel 
Howard, Coid and Palmer (of t;lie Savannah), are now sud'oriiig wi 
almost necessarily fatal diseases, scurvy and pulniomiry consumptio 
in conscnuence of these de]mvafcions, and tbey will in our opinion so< 
die unless they are transferred to siudi Quarters as will insiu'O an ad 
Quate supply of fresh air and wholesoino vegetable food. Othc 
among these prisoners are growing more and inovosnbjocit to veoiirrii 
attacks of functional derangements consequent upon the same cans 
that will ultimately result in fatal di.^cases if they are not remove

On account of my long confine- 
ment South when I got to Philadelphia I had to go into the hospital 
where I had to remain one month, when I started this place, desti- 
tute, on my way home, when 1 was arrested by the IT. S. marshal as a 
witness to appear against the officers and crew of the Savannah. J-hey 
had their trial and the jury did not agree. Was put into the house of 
detention where I have been 108 days, and to-day I have beeiylis- 
charged without money and clothes. When I called npon the U. S. 
marshal and U. S. district attorney for my witness fees they said they 
had no money to pay me. I wanted them to give me a written order ol 
detention so that 1 could use it as money. I thankfully appeal to you 
in my destitution, &c.

Cioi'don, lately convictetl of piracy and sentenced to bo banged upon 
tliG 7th ol’ this month, and as tlio time is short I proceed to annwer it 

•without delay. , ,, . , .-i- 

Tlie question is, can you lawfully grant to the convict a respite ot his 
seiitenee without relieving him altogether of the death penalty ? i have 
no doubt that you can. The Constitution (Article 11, section 2) pliimly 
gives you power to grant reprieves as well as pardons, and that without 
any exception but cases of iiiipeaohmont. A reprieve does not annul 
the senteiicG as a pardon does. It only prolongs the tune and fixes a 
day for execution different from and more distant than the day iixed 
by the court. You have exercised the power with my full concurrence. 
In the case of the three sailors sentenced to bo hanged for murder on 
the high seas you first granted them a respite for four months and 
afterward commuted their .sentence for a term of imprisonment. 

My answer is coiiUnod to the single question of yonr lawful power to 
do the tiling whiiih is clear and plain. I say nothing about the 
or expediency of using the power because upon that branch oi the 

sublect no question is propounded to me. ' , i.

My Dear Sir: Having been a prisoner of war nearly .seven months 
I have thought inoper to address you on behalf of my fellow-i^risoners 
and myself. 

Until recently the field oflicers particularly were confined in the con- 
demned cells at Oharleston jail. In tho way of comfort the Tombs in 
Now York are as a palace compared to them: onr faro coarse but good. 
Wo have been thus confined on account of the privateers in retalia- 
tion for tho treatment they experienced at tho hands of our Govern- 
ment. How I liavo nothing to say in regard to their reputation or 
conduct, but this I will say — it is the first case of tlie kind whoi’o col- 
onels, liouteuaut-colonols and m^ors have been hold for common seamen. 

There are a number of Now York City oitlcors, several of them resi- 
dent in your district. I hope you will interest yourself in their behalf 
and endeavor to have them exchanged at an early day. As for the 
field officers who are at present confined with mo — viz, Ool, Michael 
Corcoran, New York Oit^ Colonel Woodruff, Kentucky, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Neff, Col. 0. B. Willcox, Michigan, and mysoU^ Imiling fhom 
New York and California — wo neither expect an oxoliange or release 
from our present most unpleasant position until tho privateers are 
placed in same relation as other prisoners of war. 

If the Government intends to hang them [tho privateers] you will 
oblige by ascertaining about tho time this happy event for us is to take 
place, for in that caso wo can look forward to something definite and 
besides I require a short time for preparation. 

I have written hoping you will use your influence in behalf of the 
prisojiers. Please co-operate with Senators Latham, MoDougall and 
members of Congress from Oaliforiiia. Please answer.

I was in Charleston, S. O., when the war uoinmeneed and 
was ent oil' from all eomiiiunicatioii with my friends in Maryland, and 
the consef|uciico was I had to do something for a living and joiiicd 
the Petrel, for if I had even so much as spoken in favor of tin; ITiiitcd 
States Government I wonld have been tarred and featlnsred or cast 
into i)rison and otherwise been treated badly, as the ieeling in the 
South at the time was very strong against Eiilon men. All my rela- 
tives and friends are strong Unionists. My uncle, Ool. Thomas Haiii- 
inond, is a member of the Maryland Legislature at present, and ox Gov- 
ernor Thomas, now a Member of Congress from the Sixth District of 
Maryland, is also previously acquainted with Colonel Hammond.

Sir: 'VYo wore barely ablo yeatorclay io forward to you by tlioboat 
for Baltuuoro (wliiob Gonoi'a! Wool detained a abort time for the pur- 
poae of transniitting onr lettoi*) a copy of a letter from G-eiioral Huger 
addressed to Major-General Wool covering a copy of instructions from 
Mr. J. P. Benjamin to Messrs. Scddoii and Conrad, coniiniaaioners to 
meet and treat witli us on the subject of a general exchange of pris- 
onors. A. copj' of these inatructioiia was also inclosed with our letter 
of yesterday. 

These instnictions of Mr. Benjamiu to his commissioners very studi- 
ously ignore the linmauo and Christian objects of our appointment and 
the injunction contained in onr instructions {of which Gcueral Huger 
has been furnished a copy by General Wool) that our mission was 
purely an errand of mercy,” and that wo were eximctod not to “have 
communication on any subject not immediately relating to its humane 
and Christian object,” while they attoiniit to give to our appointment 
a political significaiico and attribute to us a title and powers not con- 
ferred or contemplated by our inatriietfoiis, but wliioli if recognized by 
us might iiiforeutially aid a cherished object on the part of those in 
rebellion to the Govenuriont. 

Thus resgarding the papers received by General Wool from General 
Huger as a refusal to allow us to oxccuto our duties and as the rejection 
of a bciiovoloiit and humane proposition on the part of thoGovorninont 
of the United States to mollorato and to humanize the praoticca of war 
wo should have felt it our duty to return immediately to Washington, 
but wore restrained from so doing only by the consideration that such 
act on our part might be construed by Kr. Boiijamiii and his assooiatoa 
into a relcotioii of a proposal for a general exchange of prisoners, an 
object winch wo beliovo not to bo coiitomplatod with disfavor by yon, 
and one to which wo should bo very unwilling by any aot of ours to 
interpose any obstacle. 

Permit us now to say what the noccssary haste with which wo sent 
our letter of yesterday did not allow us time to say tliat (altliougli 
remaining liero to await your ftlrthor instructions) in the event of your 
deciding to enter into an agrcoinont for a general exchange of prisoners 
wo earnestly insist tiiab uoitliorour iircaoiico lioro nor our appointment 
as visitors, nor i\Ir. Bonjaiiiiu’s unwarranted fissuinptioii that wo are 
clothed with powers for tliat purpose, shall bo permitted to ombariMSS 
you in the selection of suitable agents on the part of the Governmont. 
Wo are and ever shall bo ready to make all sacrifices and to render to 
our Government and countiy every duty and every assistance within 
our power, but wo are not ambitious or desirous of this appointment. 
We are fully aware that a negotiation for an exchange of i>risonors of 
war must require a iiractical and teoliiiical knowledge of which we 
probably are not possessed. 

In view of the allusion in Mr. Benjamin’s instruotions and of the 
clause in General Hugor’s lottov referring to the privateersmen it has 
occurred to us that the reloaso of our gallant offlcors so cruelly hold as 
hostages and treated as felons might be expedited by a communication 
to the rebel authorities of copies of the oflleial orders^ of the State 
Hoiiai’tmer ) traiisforring the i>rivatccrainon to the military prisons. 
We havo .<rfiGrolbi '0 furnished copi«i of those orders to Mnjor-Gonoral 
Wool and have suggested to him the propriety of communicating them 
i:o General Jlngor. He assented to the propriety of so doing and, as we 
understand, trausmits them to-day.

Sir: The Imnuino purpose of ministering relief and comfort to tho 
uiifortunato persons formerly in tlio military service of'tlie United 
States, now held as prisoners at various places in tho South, contoin- 
plated by your wise and bonovolont syiupatliy has failed of its object 
by tho refusal of those in power in tho rebellious States to allow’ tho 
visitors aijpointcd by you to iiaas their lines. 

Iinibodiatoly on rocoiviug uotlcoof yourorclorof tho 20th of January 
last appointing tus to thivS duty wo repaired to this city, and having in 
personal interviews wibli yourself ascertained your views and wislies, 
and after conforcnco with tho Adjiitant-Clenoral and Quartermaster* 
General and other olllcers to whom wo wore referred by you on tlie 3d 
of Bein' Liary wo received your written instructions and the funds and 
credits necessary for tlio execution of the humane and Uhristian objects 
contemjdated by your praebi(?al sympathy 1‘or tho unfortunate prisoners, 
and on tho same day wo took onr departure for Fortress Monroe. 

In I he meantime orders hud been given tlirough the Adjutant-General 
and tho Quartermaster’s and Surgooii-Goiicral’s departmontH and 
arrangoments made for establishing a depot of clothing, medicines, 
supplies and other articles not usually liiruishcd to the Army but 
deemed necessary for tho comfort and health of tho prisoners to bo 
opened at Fortress Monroe, subject to our requisition. 

Arriving at Fortress Monroe on tho Itli Instant wo communicated witli 
Major-Gonoral Wool and delivered to him your letter uiulor date of 
3()th January. Ho eiitorcd most cordially and earnestly into the spirit 
of our mission and forthwith communicated to General Huger, in com- 
mand of tho rebel forces at Norfolk, tho fact of our arrival there and 
tho object of our visit, transmitting to him at the same time a copy of 
our written instructions. 

While waiting at Fortress Monroe for a reply from General Huger 
we received all )iraoti<}ablo assistance from Bootor Oiiylor, the medical 
director of the Bepartment of Virginia, and from Oaptain Tallmadgo, 
assistn.nt quavtermastGi\ with reference to the medical supplies and tho 
clothing and other articles that it was thought would bo needed in case

ari'augeineuts were made to secure tlic prompt i’orwurdiiig of tlio! 
su])plies as required. TIjc ready, cheerful and iutelligeut advice nr 
nasistaiiec rendered by these gentlemen aifordctl certain assin'ance ^ 
the eflicient co-operation they wore anxious to give to your objoeds. 

On the Dth instant General Huger sent to Miijor-CTOiioral Wool a lo 
ter (in reply to that of the latter) covering oortaiii instructions fro 
Mr. J. I*. Benjamin to the Hoii. James A. Seddon and Hon. Oluirles li 
Conrad, appointing them commissioner.s to treat with us on the subje 
of a general oxchaiige of prisoners, affecting to suppose us clotlied wi1 
a power not committed to us while ho ignored the Christian and huinai 
objects of the proj)osed visit but dexterously sought to pervert it to 
political significance. We immediately forwarded to you copies 
General Huger’s letter and of Mr. Boiijamiids instructions.

It is a innoli loss job to take 
tlnui to keep tliein. In the midst of confusion there has been a great 
deni of plundoriiig notwithstanding all the precautions taken to pre- 
vent it. I ordered guards over all captured property before inarching 
the troops into the works of the enemy but it seoined to do no good. 
All steamers leaving are searched to recover such as can bo found and 
guards placed to prevent siicli property from being carried aboard, I 
would suggest tiiat precautions bo taken also to })rovont landing any 
captured property except to be taken charge of by a proper olllcer, 
acveral reginieuts of my command, General McOlornand’s division, 
were repulsed for a time ou the morning of the 15tli and their blankets 
fell into the hands of the enemy. I am trying to have them oollected 
and returned. All those lost I believe are gray with the letters U. S. 
in the center. All such found ui)on the prisouers I would recommend 
should bo taken from them and roturiied hero. 

I am not in want of commissary stores nor any supplies as yet, except 
ammunition already written for. I would like, liowovor, if you would 
urge the (piartormaator to hurry u]) the teams loft by dilforent rogi- 
ineiits from Cairo and Piulucab. I permitted no regiment to bring 
over four teams ou account of limited trausportation, and many of tb 
new regiments from other points have come without any, The ten' 
captured’ here will I think supply all our romainiug wants if tli 
already assfgiiod to regiments are sent.

high authority tliat I would soon bo released. l‘’rom Avhom she has 
derived tliia 1 do not know, nor do 1 know the circumstances on Avliich 
it is based, but those parties must bo or should bo aware that so long 
as the privateers are hold otherwise than as prisoners of war there 
can bo no possible chance of our rolcaso) thcreforo she sliould not bo 
so assured until that question is settled, as it is wrong to raise hopes 
that must romaiii in abeyance until thou. 

I do not like to ‘complain nor annoy you further in roforence to this 
matter but It does seem to me that our (ioveriiment is very tardy in 
doing justice to tlio field ofllcers who Avero hold as hostages. Nearly 
tlirce months have elapsed since by order wo have been conllncd and 
treated as felons, degraded and humilialod, and yet no stops liavo boon 
taken as avo are aware to relieve us from tlic mortification and Biill'oring 
Avo have been compellod to endure. Does the Government over intend 
to aotV if so, AvUy delay? If not, and we arc to bo hung up like dogs, 
tlie sooner wo are advised of the fact tlie bettor, Ibr death is far prefer- 
able to ail endless imprisonment. 

I love my country — am willing to endure all a man can do for the 
attaiiuueiit of any great end beneficial to all if convinced it is for the 
common good, but .1 confess in this instance it is not visible, 'riien 
have the privateers turned over as prisoners of war, and Avbeu this is 
done have a full colonel sent doAvii to bo exchanged specially for me, as 
this seems the Avay in wliicli other exchanges arc managed.

Henry Myers and Thomas T. Tmiatall wore arrested on or about the 
19th day of Itobruary, 18(52, at Tangier, Morocco, by tho consul ot the 
United States at that place. Myers was taken as an omcer oi the 
rebel steamer Sumter, eommoidy styled a jirivateer or private vessel, 
and Tuiistall was charged as an ac(5omp!i<50 <jf .Rlyors, uuUiig ainl 
assisting liim in odbrts to procure coal and other sui)p]ies lor tluj said 
vessel. TheMoorisli authorities on tho rcquisiUoii oi the consul lur- 
iiishod men to make tho arrest of tliesc nion and to iron and delivor 
them to the oonaiil and to guard them In his house. V\ hilo so ooiuluGd 
Myers fouiid means to cut olf his irons and jump from a window and 
attempted to escape, but was rocaiitured ami returned to the siuno 
custody. On tho 2(5th day of February tlio .said prisoners were deliv- 
orecl to Capt. J..r. Oreosy, of the U. S. ship Tiio, to bo iorwarded to the 

United States. Amob oftlie Fnropcan residents of Tangier tliroatened 
to prevent the embarkation of the prisouers but their {leiiionstralioiis 
were ■ suppressed by the Moorish authorities. Wome ili-Cmdiiig uas 
engendered between the consul of tho Unitod States and tho rojiresont- 
ntives of European governments and. .some <!orrosl)ond()llc(^ resulting 
therefrom cimuod. While on board the Inn the said prisoners had 
liaiulcun's put on them in addition to the shackles which liad beiore 
been placed upon their ankles. On or about tlie (Itli day of Aiaridi the 
said pri.sonors were transferred, to tho bark Ilurvest Homo, Oaptaiii 
Dickey, an American merchant vessel, to be brought to tho United 
States. Oil tho second day after receiving them Captain DieUey 
removed tho haiuhmirs from tho prisoners and on tho voyage trmited 
them with such kindness as to elic.it from each of tliem ri^peatod 
expressions of satisfaction and of gratitude. On or nhonli tlie IHtii 
day of April, 1862, the said bark Harvest Home arrived ivt Ihmtou and 
Captain Dickey delivered the said prisoners to tho C. H. iiiarslial at 
Boston in ]nii'snanee of his iindortakiiig. Previous, however, to their 
arrival a sympathy had been aroused ibr them in Boston whicli bad

Mr. ITomer had also been requested by Mr. Siimguo to advance the 
sum of 8no for him to Tnnsbdl on the presumption tliab his neiicssities 
would rociuiro such udvanee, wliicli request lie had .spoken of to tlio 
IT. a. inarslial and soino of his per.sonal friends. These circninsbances 
had prepared the minds of many good people to receive withihll credit 
and warm sympathy the complaints witli which the prisoners were 
clamorous on their arrival, of causeless arrest and grievous cruelty of 
treatment. These complaints, with expressions of the sympathy excited 
in Boston, came to tlio Department of State and tlio Secretary sent 
one of ins clerks to Boston with the papers on the subject to examine 
and report upon the case. The report made in pursuance of this order 
showed in ailclitiou to the above facts that Tiinstall claimed always to 
have been a loyal citizen of the United States, and alleged that he 
oil'ered on Ida arrest at Ta ngier to take tlio oath of allegiance to the 
United States, but the consul would not accept it. On being asked if 
ho w'ould tlieu take the oath of allegiance lie at first cnqiliaticiilly 
(loelined, but after a conversation with a friend ho stated that lie would; 
tliat said Tunatall alleged that at the time of liks arrest he was on his 
way to Cadiz, his residence, wdth Myers in Jiis company as liis guest on 
his invitation, Myers being a former acqimintaiice, in which statoinent 
Myora coiiciirrcd except that be said lie had never met Tnnstall before; 
that a similar discrepancy occurred in their statements in regard to 
their ability to change their clotliing with irons on their ankles wliilf 
onboard the Harvest Homo, said Tunstall alleging that such chang 
was linposaiblo, while said Myers stated tliat it was practicable an 
that they did it repeatedly on the voyage; tliatsaid d'nnstall liadbeconv 
estranged i'roni his own country and disinclined to return | tliat his 
loyalty slionld rather be styled indifi'orcnco, for lie was evuleiitly as 
ready to meet on. terms of friendly and cipinl intcrconiso on foreign soil 
with traitov.s as witli loyal men, but that in the absence of proof of any 
direct complicity with treason he might he discharged from custody on 
taking the oatli of allegiance, but that the consul at Tangier had good 
ground in the strong probability of his guilt for liis arrest; that the 
said Myers, being’ an olllccr of the nrnied steamer Sumter unlawfully 
cruising again.st and dcjircdating upon American conuncrce in the inter- 
est nnd'by the iivotended authority of the rcbclUon, ought to hodetuinod 
till the close of tlio war, ainl having turned trailor while holding the 
eomuiission and w’earing the uniform of the United States, ought to bo 
made to feel the hand of his country’.s avenging justk:Q;_ that the com- 
plaints of the said prisoners of cruel treatment by the said U. S. consul 
at Tangier do not appear to be well founded and that the sumo com- 
plaints ill regard to Licutonaiit Oreesy, commanding the U. S. ship Ino, 
are probably capable of satisfactory explanation. About the same time 
with this cxaniinution at Boston there wore received nt the Department 
three intercepted letters, one dated Eobrnury 20, 1862, from 0.

Mal- 
lory, the preteiKlcil Secretary of the Navy of the said rebel Goii fedoracy, 
to the said Myers as such preteiided paymaster, advisiiif;' inm ol saul 
letter of credit, and another of the same date from the same Mallory to 
one James M. Mason, a protended <;oinmissioner of the said robe,! Con- 
federacy to Gvcivt Jlritain, inolosinj^ said letter ol credit and urging’ him 
to expedite the transmission thereof.

Sir: I have the lioimr to inform you that two secessionists commis- 
sioned by the captain of the pirate steamer Sumter were landed here 
vosterday from a luorchant Nroneh steamer, N^illo do Malaga, piot:eod- 
iiiff from Gibraltar on their route to Cadi/, to purchaao coal to supply 
the Sumter, which is still in the port of Gibraltar uncoaled. One ot 
those men I am informed is a lieutenant of the Sumtm’; the other, Mr. 
Tunstall, wlio has been acting as U. S. consul at Oadu up to some 
time last summer and was intending to return to the Southern States 
on board of the Sumter. 

Having received this information from ndiat I conaidorod reliable 
authority I made application to the Moorisli autliorities for soldiers 
and had thorn arrested at the beach at about 4 o’clock in the altoriiooii 
of yesterday as they were about to return to the steamer to proceed 
to Ondi/. They arc now conllncd in one of the rooms of the U, S. 
consulate awaiting tlio arrival of tlui Tuacarora, wliiisli is expected 
to-morrow, as I wish to place thorn in the charge of her cominaudcr to 
be conveyed by him to tlio United States ou his return. 

During the progress of these proceedings J. overheard Tunstall call- 
ing his friend Myers, and in a note that lie gave to one of the soldiers 
to bo convoyed to a friend of his at the I'higUsh hotel by the name of 
Harrison, a lioutouant in the ICiigllsU navy, which 1 objected to bo 
delivered, lie signed the initials 11. M. I then referred to the U. S. 
Navy Hogiator for the year 1801 and found in page forty-six that a man 
by the name of Henry Myers was cominissioiiod paymaster witli the 
rank of lieutenant ou the 21st day of Juiio, 18C4, and was a citizen of 
the State of Georgia at the time. During a conversation I held with 
Tuustiill lie informed ino that his coinrado was a citizen of Georgia, 
conseipiciitly all these cireninstaueos induced mo to tlio beliiT that the 
aforementioned prisoner in question is the identical Henry ]\lyoi's. 

I had no way to coniine them safely wilhont putting tliom in iroms, 
and oven tlicn 1 have to keep four soldiers guarding tlusm day and 
night. Tlioy applied for Ifroneh xirotcctiou ou the ground that they 
came to tliis place on board of a I'reneh steamer, but the I'T'Ciieh eon- 
sul’s reply was tliat ns soon as tlieyleft the steamer and landed on 
Moorish territory ho liad no right to protect them nor to iiit.erfore in 
any way whatever. Tlicy then claimed an interview Avith Gka British 
minister, Mr. Druininond-Hay, but this gentleman called on me and 
inquired if I was aware of niy prisoners having requested an interview 
Avith him. T answered not. I said to him : “Mr. Ilay, I knoAv you to 
be a gentleman and if you desire to see the prisoners you can do so.” 
He replied promptly that ho did not; flrst, he said lie hud no ])ower to 
interfere; secondly, his Government had given positive iiistruetioiis to 
all tlioir iiiiiustors and agents abroad to observe strict neutrality. 
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I must add that the ]\rooriali authorities are entitled to great <Medit 
tor tlieir prompt assistance in aiding the arrest of these men. I must 
not omit also the conlidential interpreter of this consulate, M. Moses 
J.arnito, ’wlio a(;ted with great energy and activity in the cantiiro of 
those men, ^

in this matter by releasing at once au ample iiumber of our prisoners 
to absorb not only by direct oxcliango but by eommutation of rank the 
number released by mo, beginning oV tsourso with the liighest rank, the 
rule of commutation toboappliecl tobotliatado])ted by thoconimisHion 
of which yoa speak. Any surplus pri.sonors reloasod by eitlier party 
will be passed to the credit of the other for future excdiango. These 
prisoners would have been released before but I liave just fiiiisiied Ihe 
roll and duplicate copies, Avliich you can readily see was a matter of 
cousidorablo labor requiring great care in order to avoid trouiilo in the 
future.

Secretary of State of the United States shall bo provisionally oxeeuted 
until the assent or dissent of the Lords Oommissioner.s of the Admi- 
ralty of Great Britain bo known.

I supposo there are ;i,(){){) stand of 
arms at the camp, bub the city i.s entirely destitnte. T. havo aeon two 
men guarding <‘100 feet with no other ariiiB than a stick. A few of the 
city police liavo taken, with tho small guard accompanying, 1,000 -to 
1,000 priaoners one to cwo iniIo.s tlirougli tho city and located them at 
the camp. 

The Hoc<5asioiL ofllccrs are not kept soparato from the men, and onr 
best citizens are in great alarm for fear that tho iirisonors ■will break 
tlirougli anil burn the city, I am assured by men fiimiliaiiy acquainted 
witli these people that there is the utmost danger, and I am sure there 
is nothing to prevent such destruction but their temporary ignorance. 
I ask that you will imiiuHliatoly give the ncco'asary orders to havo the 
camp put ill bettor order, the expense of wliioli can bo but Binali, aiid 
there be the other nocosaary orders issued to secure our city’s safety. 
Its destruction would surely do away ivitU the glorious victory at Dou- 
elaon.

Our inter- 
view took plaeo at 11 o’clock a. in., and in which it was repeated that 
there would be no objoctiona made to their removal on board of the Ino. 

After exchanging' salutes of twenty-one gun.s wliic^h toolc place at 1 
o’clock p. in., 1 consulted with the comniaiuler of the Ino about the 
iiiiinner of ‘conveying the prisoner.s on board, and wo came to tlio con- 
clusion to prevent any ilemonstration thatniight beiinuleou the ciouvej’^- 
anee of the jirisouers to the beach that it would be advisable to order 
thirty marines to comeon shore fully armed to accompany thopri.soiiers. 
Pi'ior to the arrival of our men on shore 1 . discovered that there was a 
plot going on ibrined out of Eurojieaii subjects residing' in Tangier to 
prevent tlie embarkation of the prisoners and to take them out of our 
hands at the time of conveying them to the beach. Although I had not 
at first much eonlulenco in the report, bearing in mind the strict neu- 
trality of European nations in relation to oiir civil war, nevertheless 
by the time the marines had landed on tlie beach the gates of the i)ort 
were closed and an armcil mob of between 300 or 100 I'juropeans 
residifig here under tlm protection of foreign representatives at this 
place had assembhul at the American consulate. On hearing a noise 
in the street leading to the consulate the commander of the Ino, his 
pnrs(!r, surgeon and Mr. Train, inasler’s mate, and myself wont into 
the street. I in(|uivcd of one of the mob who could speak hbiglisli what 
they wanted, lie replied that they were (Ictcwiniiied to have the ])risou« 
ers ju iny custody released. Wo immediately made si rush at them sind 
drove them out of the street. Wo then returned into the conauhite 
siiid closed tlio doors. Tlie mob then retiiriiod and tried to brosik into 
tlie consuhito. 

1 immediately sent a note to my interpreter to. inform the Moorisli 
minister of wluit was going on and to demand of him soldiers to sup- 
press the mob. h'ortiinately boibro my interpreter got my note ho liad 
gone to the miiustor and inibrmod him in relation to the mob. Then 
the minister sent a message to the foreign ropresentatiVos to withdraw 
tiieir subjects, and he also sent troops to protect the U. IS. consulate 
and to disperse the mob, all of whiidi was attended to promptly. 

The commander of the Ino, accompanied by throe of hisjniiioroincers, 
my interpreter and myself then proccoilcd to tlio rositlenco of the min- 
ister at about 3 o’clock p. m., and after a few preliminary remarks I 
gave the minister to iiiHlersta.iul l;he nUlmatum oPwliat 1 required and 
nothing sliort of which would I accept, which was in the following 
word.s: 

Eir-st. Tliiit the gates of the port should be opened. 

Second. That the marines be permitted to march uninterrupted to 
the Ameriiiaii coiisnlate. 

Third. T'hat ho furnish a siillicient number of troops to keep down 
the mob and to aecomjiniiy the i^risonors to the beach. 

i'ourth. All of wliich must bo complied witli within one hour or I 
would strike tlie American flag and quit the country. 

The minister replied, “Ho, no; your request shall he acceded to; 
but I desire you to hold over until to-morrow when all will bo quiet.” 
I replied Mint I would coiisont to no delay for the reason that it would 
only give the mob an oiiportunity to make further lireparations. This 
closed the interview and wo returned to the consuhito. In less than 
one hour the gates of the port were opened, the marines marched to

Sir: In virtue of my oflieo of commissary-general of prisoners I am 
investo<l with the supervision of all prisoners of war, and by direetions 
ol the Quarterinaster-Ooiieral of the Army I am required to provide for 
all their necessities. In the performance of these duties it will alVord 
mo much pleasure to consult with yon in relation to those at Oainp 
(Jhase and have the advantage of your advice, and I will bo grealily 
indebted to you if in my absence you will give such dirootions to the 
(ioinmanding oilicors at the camp in relation to the prisoners as cireum- 
stancea may from time to time I’onder necessary. 

To accommodate those so unexpectedly ordered here I Imve dirt^oted 
that the huts hovotofore oc(;upIed by a regiiuout bo inclosed by a suit- 
able fence, ao arranged as to give sunicicut room for outlunises and at 
the least possilile ex]>ense. I have made aiTaiigenients witli (laptniii 
Myers, ussistaut quartermaster, for furnishing such clothing, befUliiig 
and cooking utensils as may bo absolutely requisite. To avoid the 
great inconvenionco ationding the inTsenco of visitors to tlio pris; 
oners i request that none may be udmitted but near I’clativos, and only 
on your written iiermission in the presence of the ollicor of tlio guavil. 
Prlsunors may be allowed to jmrehaso through an antliori/.od agent 
sueli articles including books and newspapers us they may wish, pro- 
vided they are not incomsistent with their position. Arms and liquors 
of all kinds of course will be iirohibited. They may also send and 
receive open letters which do not contain objectionable matter through 
the olHcer in charge, ft would i)erhaps be best to authori/e some 
reliable grocer in Columbus who would not put uureasonal>le ]irices ou 
bis good.s to send an agent to tbo camp to receive orders IV(un tlio pris- 
oners and furnish what they require, under the insiiectiou of the ollicor 
ill charge. 

Paroles to visit the city may be granted only m extreme cases, pro- 
viiled they are found to bo attended willi no inconvenience. Much 
embarrassnient results from the frequent changes of the ollieors in 
(iliarge of the prisoners, and I would rospootfully urge that .some suit- 
able .officer of the rank of inajjor if imssiblo bo selected to remain per- 
manently ill charge. The duty is a vqry responsible one and the oflicoi 
selected sliould be of tried integi’ity, ability and decision of character 
No funds have been placed at my disposal to meet the cxpondituroi 
necessary in jiroviding for the support and safe-keeping of the iirisoners 
just arrived, and I will bo Jimcli obliged to you if you can order such 
payments as are urgent to bo made by the State, to be rel'uiidcd by the 
Quartermaster’s Department. I will request tlio Quartermastc.r-Oeneral 
to place in Captain Myers’ hands funds to incob these demands,

Mr. Spragiio seems to Inivcbeen a little fearful at first tlm tyou might 
have exceeded the strict, limits of your authority in tlio proceeding. 
He is an ex^ierioncod and able onicev, but porhai»s in tliia instance has 
been led involuntarily to measure the extent of your consular duties in 
sonic degree by the rulc.s whicli would govern his own. 

Your po.sitioii, however, is entirely distinct from that of any consul 
in a (Jliri.stian State, and I did not therefore hesitate as sfam as tlie 
alVair was known to me to nMinust Oaptain Graven, of the Tuscarora, 
to aid and sustain you in every respect.

Dear Sir: Having spent several hours yesterday at Camp Douglas 
among the ju'isoners taken at Port Donelsou I am satisfied it would bo 
a wise policy to liberate those who wore enlisted in Kentucky and Ten- 
nesaeo. As a class tliey arc extremely ignorant and removed from the 
influence of their oHicers are entirely harmless. In a majority of cases 
they express themselves dissatisfied with the canso which they engaged 
to defend, and as their experioneo has only brought them unexpected 
hardships and disappointments I am well convinced tliey would return 
to tlieir homos quite content to remain citizens of the Union and will 
not hereafter be found in arms against its antliorities. The i)ri 80 ners 
whoso homos are south of Tonnosseo should bo detained until such time 
as their liberation can be permitted witliont ])i‘o.judic6 to the public 
interests, and in no instance is it advisable to liboi’uto a single officer 
above a liouteuaut so long as any forces of the South are in the field in 
op]) 08 ition to the Government, and it will bo wise to apply this rule to 
every State in rebellion. 

Alison in Ids history remarks that the French Ilovolntion was entirely 
carried through by the incessant application of inondncity or exaggera- 
tion to the public mind; that falsehood was its statf of life. This is 
eminently true of the Richmond Ooverinnont, which derives its siiste- 
nance from the inventions of insanity and falsehood; but as our army 
advances Soutli the terrible truth must soon overtake its people of the 
maguituclo of the imposture which has reduced tliem to the verge of 
ruin. 

Knowing your sentiments to bo those of libiM’ality and humanity I 
beg you will consider my suggestions as to the policy of releasing the 
Teiinessoo and i^ontueky prisoners, and if you concur that you will 
submit them to Geinwal Hallcck for his early consideration.

war at Indianapolis. As (bo olllcors referred to had been transferred 
to Camp Ohaae I ordered him there on his parole if lie chose to go on 
those terms. Shortly after, the adjiitant-goneral of the State showed 
jiie an order of General llalleck’s which ho had just received assigiiiiig 
six medical officers of the O. S. Army to duty with their respeutivo 
regiments; as but ono of them belonged to the regiments at Camp 
Morton I directed that all but that one .should go to Camp Ohaso.

Colonel: It is desired by tbe CTOvcrmncnt that the prisoners of 
war sliould bo provided with all things nceca.S5U’y to save them from real 
suli'oring, and after examining into the condition of those at Camp 
lUitler I wish to make some suggestions which I think will be conducive 
to this end. 

The quarters tliey occupy ailbrd ample room for them and it is only 
required that they should bo kept in good police with fro(pient airing 
of bedding to insure bealth and comfort. The cooking aiTangeiiionts 
are good, but they require a four-gallon camp kettle to each company. 

I'lie supply of water seems to be deficient and it would bo well if 
bv any mtsans an abnndant supply of this important oloinont could 
always bo at command. 

The ration allowed is larger than is necessary and by withholding 
a part to be sold to tlio commissary a fund may bo created with which 
nec.essary articles may bo bought f(U‘ tiiom and expense saved to the 
Government, 

Any deficiency of clothing, blankets or sliovels and brooms for 
police inirposos absolutely necessary will bo furnished on your requisi- 
tion upon the quartermaster. 

What is most wanted at your camp is attoiiduueo on and acoommo- 
datiou for tlio sick. The mimbor of sick not attended to make it 
desirable to luwo for a day or two the aid of another physician, and I 
have iMMiuested one from town to give his assistance to .Doctor Roeoo. 
When you have made the ndditiou to your liospital and i)rovided lbr 
their ventilation ns wo spoke of to-day I am in hopes there will bo a 
rapid improvement in the condition of the sick. Nothing will conduce 
so much to this as requiring the strictest attention to oleaiiliness on 
the part of the sergeants detailed as ward mastor.s. If you can spare 
an ofiieer to take the permanent charge of the police of the ])riaonora’ 
liospital and quarters I think it must be all attended with good results. 

I have directed an estimate to bo made on the quartermaster at 
Oliieago for lied sacks and pillow sacksfor the sick and for clothing and 
blankets for all wlio may absolutely require snob articles.

'file shoi't piece relates Bi “rod tape” restrictions placed on tlu^ su: 
gcoii, and the tenor of it satislied me that Doctor Chosmit is at the bo 
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tom of it, and 1 iini moro. convinced tlmii over that he is not conipcf eiitto 
the po.sition lie liolds. Tho restrictions jilaced upon liini now arc that 
tlioho.spital slimild not bo ovorruii with visitors and nurses 1o the creat 
annoyance of patients. 

The liospital was put in operation by tlio united oiforts of the ladies 
and Doctor Yakoly, and, as they tell me, there were no deaths till Do(;tor 
Ohesnut toolc charg-e. Tlio ladies say that the sick have no conikUmce 
in him and refuse to take lii.s pro.scriptions. 

I was pleased with Doctor Yakely and would bo glad if lie had been 
retained in charge, bnt if there is any political objection to liiin Doctor 
Ingersoll would seem to be a proper person for tile oflice, 

I take the liberty of referring the matter to you in tho liopo that you 
will send one of your stall* there to inquire about these things and in 
the rui'th(‘r lio]ie that Doctor Ohesnut may bo relieved from duty tliero by 
a more competent physician. If an a.ssistant is necessary he can be 
employed of course. 

The prisoners will probably be ordei'od away from Lafayette in a 
slinrt time, but the sick will have to remain there until they are well 
enough to travel.

General: I returned from visiting tho camps wliere prisoners of 
war ai'G confined this evening, and 1 have the honor to report that I 
found tliosoatCain]) Butler, near Springfield. 111. (tho last one I visited), 
ill a very unfavorable condition. 

Tlio quarters are amide for tlie nnmber conflned there— about 1,700— 
but tiioy are in very bad imlice. The ]io8)>ltals are crowded and are 
in a deplorable (iondition and the sick could not well bo moro uncom- 
foviable. There are moro or less sick in all the company quarter.s, but 
in two of them nearly all tho men are sick, some of them in a dying 
condition. 1 )octor Itcece, a young medical oflicer, has chai'gci of all the 
hospitals, but tho duty is a great deal moro than he can attend to, and 
tlio two do(itors detailed from the companies to assist him have not 
(Miergy cnongli to bo of jnuch service. 

I made many siigpstioiis to tho colonel coinmamling, wliich when 
carried out I liopo will go fur b> alleviate the sad condition of tho side. 
I re])ortc(l this state of tilings to Generul Halleck and recommended 
that an energetic medical olllcer bo sent thoro immediately to organize 
the hospitals and put ovorytliiiig in good working trim. To piovido 
for the oinorgency .1. endeavored to got two physicians to go out from 
iSpriiigflold, but I could liiid only one to go out ono morning, and I am 
not .sure lie would make a .second visit. 

The camp is not inclosed and the detention of the prisoners thus 
depends more on their willingness to remain than on any restraint upon 
them by the guard. The eomniand is made up of now recruits who 
ca-pnot bo oxpe<5l:ed to bo very vigilant, and there will be little difflonlty 
in a prisoner escaping on a dark, stormy night. It would co.st $1,600 to 
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inclose tlie barvacks they occupy, antunpatiiift- the necessity of tak- 
ing’ care of more prisoners the inclosiiro had better be made if made at 
all larji'o enough to contain barrae.ks for double the number of ])risoners. 
TIku'O IS a scant supply of water, but that can probably be remedied by 
digging the wells deeper. 

Ice is still ill the bay but so aolt that any bttle wind will carry it olf, 
and [ hope to-morrow' or next day to telegraph that iirisonci's may be- 
sent to tliis depot.

IJi) to this time I 
am ([uito ignorant of the canao of the arrest or of tlio ground upon 
wliich the consul placed it. I suppose, however, it was because the 
men were regarded as public enemies of our CTOvornincnt. If the ver- 
sions given by the Gibraltar Ghrpiiicle to the Spanish ])apers be true it 
will be dillicnlt tojiistify the extreme course of taking these men from 
M(n)riBh territory i)y force. 

Our treaty with Morocco does not contoinplato a case of the kind 
and 1 fear the zeal of our con.siil has outrun his discretion. These two 
persona are of no consequence whalcvcr, certainly not worth the enmity 
now provoked against ns by a Govoruinont lieretofore very friendly 
and as shown in this matter well dlsimsed. VVe are in no condition at 
homo to invito unnecessary dinieulties abroad, G.specially when no prac- 
tical purpose for the country is to bo served by them. On that account 
this incident is to bo regretted. The action of <mr Government in the 
Trent allair onglit to have udmoiilshed all rei>roseutatjvos Eind ollieers 
that the utmost caution and prudence wore to bo observed in assuming 
responsibility. It will now bo ssiid we have done to a wuiik I'riend what 
we dare not do to a strong enemy. 

If these porsoms wore iiassengcrs on bosird a J‘'reuoli steamer as is 
stated on their way to Osidiz and merely wont on shore at Tangier 
while the steamer rc.sted there a ve.Katious cojni)jieation niay ensue If 
Louis ^apoleou be dispo.sed to make a point against us. But I hope 
that will pass, and indeed tlie whole dilllcnlty bo smoothed over. The 
motive which animated our consul was creditable, but there woroothoi' 
eonsidorations to be regarded besides an impulse of patriotic resent* 
nioiit. I doubt if his ilroceedings will bo approved fit Washington or 
that of the naval oHlcer wlm wont on shore with a body of armed men 
to take the prisoners from the Moorish authorities. 

The impression in England at the last accounts was that they had 
been rel<;ased. Layard bo stated in Parliament on the 3d iiistaiit. Mr, 
Sprague telegraphed mo to day that they have been sent borne in a 
incrclmiit vessel. They will <l(>ubtles8 be o.KcIiangcd alter getting tliere 
like other prisoners of war, as the Oovornment has recently put those 
taken in the cruiser Jeif. JIavis on tliat footing, 

I ob.s6rve by the Gpani.sli papers that a vessel of war has been placed 
near the Tuscsirora to prevent any collision with the Sumter in their 
Muiters, which I siuipose to be a coiisofiuenco of the Tangier affair, and 
not a pleasant one lor ns.

Dear Frank j There is one thing that at ftrst was inexplicable to 
me — it is the feeling or policy that induces U. S. offleers to grant 
extraordinary privileges to the rebel officers who are taken as pris- 
oners, such as I'olcasing of a number of them in this city on parole by 
General Halleck, thus giving them the opportunity of going freely 
among onr wealthy sceessionists. The con.sequenco of this was that 
these homo rebels ran after the olYlceus, dined and feted them, encour- 
aged them to stand firm in their di.sloyalty, and so bold and defiant did 
they become as I am informed that General Halleck has revoked the 
parole, gathered up the ofllcers ami sent them to (!onfineiuoiit at Alton, 
I was surprised thatso.judiciousaman as Halleck should have fallen 
into this error; but with his usual correctness ho soon saw his mistake. 
From what I have learned of tl»e foolinga of the regular oflicora I am 
inclined to believe that ilallecic fell into this error tbrougli their inllu* 
cnee. I liavo hoard most loyal and sensible offl(;ers of the U. S. Army 
say that they liad no personal fooling whatever in the war nor toward 
the ofilleers Avlioin they captured. This I suppose because these offleers 
of ours liavo kept aloof from iiolitical contests and do not rceognizo in 
the rebel onioors the instigators and workers up of this rebellion. In 
ouv eyes Buckner, Floyd, Jo. Jolinston, &;c., are traitors, and noiio the 
less HO because they hold in this rebellion tl»o place of ollhjors. If the 
rebellion hud been loss formidable and soon put down those men would 
not have been treated as ofliccrs but as felons if captured. Tliero are 
necessary reasons why to a certain extent we have to treat them as con- 
ducting a war and therefore according to the rules of war. The only 
reason that I recognize for this ia that wo may save onr own soldiers 
ft’oni severe treatment wlien captured by them. Beyond this there is 
no necessity for our going, and I say that it is only necessity or in 
other words onr inability to do so that prevented ns in the beginning 
from liangiiig them all as traitors. The privates and iion-ooinmissioncd 
ollicera in the rebel armies are mostly ignorant men who enlisted as 
they believed to lu’otect their country from an unjust aggressive war. 
The proper treatment for them — all 1 believe concur in this — treat them 
fairly, correct the errors they have been educated in, inform them of 
the truth and let them go back home when it can bo .safely done. But 
these men who under a mock government are called oflioBra, who are 
but political dosperadoos in military garb and disguise, must be pun- 
ished; if not for their misdeeds certainly for the sake of the country. 
Will the privates, the inassos, believe their loaders criminals or in the 
wrong when they see them set at largo on tlieir honor and allowed to 
associate witli the wealthy rebels wbo so openly honor tbenil 

3 call your attention to this matter at this early day lioping that you 
will think it worth while to bring the matter before Secretary Stanton. 
The officers of the Army do not feel the effects of tliis rebellion as the 
masses of the people do.

The clothing and stores are distributed at the 
discretion of the donors and the money at my discrotiou.

On the 
fir.st quarters the reduction is over .10 per cent.; on tlie second 
building, tabiiig into account tho oiilargcmtMit inudu, tlio rodiKitiou 
is 10 per cent.; on tho third building’ 22 per cent. [iMic hoa])il;al is 
built at the same rediiceil rates- Tboso prices cover ail expenses, 
while last winter in addition to the stipulated prices the (iontractors 
were allowed $1,500 to cover extra risks for the season. ,Tlio greate.st 
reduction is in the prisoners’ harrsicks, of whicli tlu^ greatest luimber 
will be required. I have made no sijyrecment for barracks for ortkior 
prisoners because it seems to bo desirable not to mingle them with 
enlisted men. Tlio ground is laid olf for ton more buildings insido 
whicli will accommodate easily 3,000 men and they {',aii bo put up by 
the Ist of May. The buildings aro two st()ri<i.s, elo.sed in with upright 
hoards, battened, without ceiling, except overhead in the nppev story, 
and have rough floors. They aro woU ventilated and bycrowdingthoten 
buildings will quarter near 4,000 men, making with tlie Imildiiigs now 
up room for about 5,000 men. There will still bo ground enough iiiioc!- 
cupied for six to ton buildings. As far as 1 can judge by estinuitiiig, 
the prices agreed upon are as low as tlie work could be dom^ for by the 
departmeut under favorable eircninstunces. i. closirc to know imme- 
diately how many buildings will bo erected, that tlie contractors may 
bo able to make arrangements Ibr proenring lihe lumber.

General: I have just received, your letter of the J.Oth instant in 
relation to tho styles of huts to be built for pristmursof war. In order 
to conipaye tho cost of shod huts Mdtli tlie cost of those for which I liave 
agreed with the contractors 1 beg* leave to ollbr the following estimates : 
A building to.quartor 10.5 men Hlioiihl be ,140 feet long and 24 feet brood. 
This will allow of one long room with bunks on each side, allbrdiiig a 
space of 7^ by 10.^ feet for 12 men and a room at each end of 12 foid; liy 
24 for a kitchen, all of rongb boards without hattiMiiiig, without ceiling 
and without sliiiiglca. There will bo seven half windoivs on n. side. 4’hc 
cost of snob a building according to iny estimate will lie lull $5!l2.nd. 
Two such buildings which aro only oquul bioiuv building of tlic plan siih- 
mitted will cost $1,.L85, wliilo one ou tho proposcil plan will cost $ 
llic two occupy sixteen leet more than double the ground occupied for 
the two-story house, and to quarter the same innnhcr of men in the 
inclo.suro the buildinga must be very niueh crowiled logidliiu’. Al, all 
the established last siimmor wbcii tho huts wore covered with 

noards they liavo been obliged after Hullering much iiioonveiiiciicc IVom 
leaks to put on slungle roofs, and if tho huts are lo bo ocmniied in win- 
ter they will have to bo ceiled with rough hmirds overhead as in tlio 
plan proi)osed, and the final cost Avill thus far exceed that of the build- 
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iriga I intended orcfttinff. To put on shingles' will cost $179 and to 
Touch ceiling* will cost $50; llio contractors estimate one building* with 
shhigle roof without coiling; at $800. If the slicd huts nrc to bo built 
shall it be done by the present contractors, by a new contract or by the 
niuiTternuister? The buildings I propose to erect for the major and sur- 
geon, the hospital and additional barracks for the guard cannot well 
cost less and bo suitable for the pmiiose. You will ace by the desorip- 
lioii of them that they are roughly closed in and I have made very care- 
ful calculations to be anre that there is a very small margin for profits. 
Nothing has yet been done and I will wait tor your instructions.

I had no elioico at that time in my cnfcoblcd condition of health 
to save myrtelf from a long rigorous imprisonmoiit bub to accept with- 
out (juestion your eonstruetion of the agroemeut bub freely and volun- 
tarily to give my ]>a.rolo of honor, wliieli has been honorably and puuo- 
tllious|yl(e])t.. .lleh.iasod on that parole, on roachiug our lines iTeptu’tcd 
inysolf to (lonoral Wise us a pri.Konor of war on parole, at which ho 
oxiu'os.sed great snvjni.se and aatoni.shment, and after J. left i\& 1 have 
aiiiise understood opened a <5ori‘ospoiulctieo with you on tlioaubjoct, 
111 that (iori'ospoiidoncc you in.sistod on your construction of the a-grito- 
meiit, and the last letter from Goiieral Wise as I understood roiteratod 
hiH, and Htatc'.R that he considered me released from obligation and on 
his ])urt relieved Colonel Norton. In your letter of Soptonibor, which 
is the last J'rom you, you used thm expression: “Colonel N. aud Colonel 
Jhittou are both on jiarole and as honorable gentlemen J expect them 
to observe it.” At the close of the correspoiidonce it was communi- 
cated to me by Gonoral Wise with a decided exprOsSaion of opinion on 
his jiart that I ought to resume sorvico tlio instant my lioalbh permitted. 
This .1. declined to do although mysuneririg country domandod the 
aoryieea of her loyal sons, because .1 would not under any eircunistances 
subject inysell' to the iinpiitjition in any fiuartor of having deviated from 
the strieto.st rules of sensitive lioiior, and bccau.so being a jirisoner of 
tli 0 Federal (.Toverninciit 1 acknowledged no authority but theirs to 
roli<5ve me Iroiii my position. Consequently 1 remained on parole, 
although in some quarters it might have boon tliought that I was 
standing on a mere punctilio. 

jSub.sequently to my great astonislimeiit and surprise and from what 
I dfioniod reliable authority I learned that Colonel Norton had resumed 
sorvico and was in command of his rogimonfc in ICoutucky. I was 
unable to voi’ify the fact oven if true, which I trust it is not. I didnot 
intend to allow the dorcllctioii of duty on the part of Colonel Norton to 
place mo in a dishonorable position. I therolbro still adhered to iny 
parole, but as soon as my houltli pci'inittod coiumeiicod negotiations 
tliroiigli the Department of War of the Ooiifederato States to ofl'oct an 
Gxcliango. This after ninny delays I succeeded in doing and on the 

March, 1802, was informal by the Secretary of War in an ofiicial 

letter tliat I was duly exchanged and was ordered to resume service 
iinmcdiately. I am oxeha.ngotl either for Oolouci Lee, Cogswell or 
Colonel Wood — which one was assigned to mo I do not know. I, liow- 
ovor, had the assurance of General li. E. Leo that everything was 
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i-eanlar and that I was released from all jailitaiy and moral obligations 
to the Federal Uoverimient. I have thonglit proper to notUy you ot the 
fact of my exchange in order to avoid any iniscoiistTiudion and that 
vou may know that having taken your construction of the agreement 
as my gnido I was not exchanged for Colonel Norton, wlio under 
that constrnetjoii is now a prisoner of war on parole “and ns an lionor- 
able geiitkiman will bo expeeted to observe it.” beaiinot conclude with- 
out expressing my high appreidation of the courtesy and kindness with 
whuih 1 was ti-eated while a prisoner of war. liny letter will bo sub- 
mitted to the general eoininanding the department and will be lorwiirded 
with his approbation by the liev. Dr. Drown. 1 ought perhaps to have 
said whilst on my parole 1 was promoted to a colonel and was I'.xchaiigeil 
for a colonel.

General: I released Major Cosby on parole on the representation 
of prominent citizens of Kentucky. On his arrival at Louisville lie 
porniitted biinsell to be feted and lionized by his secession friends. His 
general conduct so little coinijortod -with Ida position of a prisoner on 
parole that I have been obliged to direct his return to Columbus. This 
has been as asked for by General Buell and many of the prominent 
citizens of Louisville; moreover the leniency which I extended to him 
was not approved by the War Department. I am sorry to say that the 
general conduct of prisoners of war (olticor.s) who have been paroled 
has been very exceptionable. If wo are compelled to treat them with 
more rigor hereafter it is entirely their own fault.

General: Jn obedieneeto Special Ordcr.s,^ro.(W, wo have exaininod 
the (londilion oi: the prisoners at Alton, as al.so the (rases of Ibo pris- 
oners arrested in Illinois for assisting in tho cseapo of a prisoner of 
war, and beg leave to make the following report: 

]!^nmher and ehanieter of prisoners . — The total number of prisoners 
under tho eharge of Ijicutonant-Ooloncl Ijiirbank is 71)1, of wliicdi 58 
are onieors, as follows : Colonels 5, lientenant-cohmels 2, majors 3, ehap- 
lain 1, captains 18, lieutenants 22, surgeons 7. Of tiiese, one oaptain 
(Carey, of Missouri) and the seven aurgeoms «aro on parole restricted to 
the town of Alton. 'L'ije prisoners are those taken at Pea Ridge, 451) 
ill nuinbcr; those taken at Port lliiiiry and its vicinity 330, and tho 
balaiiee composed of ]>i-isoncra cai>tured at Milford, of bridge burnors, 
soldiers arrestocl for pillaging, and disloyal eiti/.ens. 

Quartoi'K . — The <piarters of tho ollieer.s, privates and citi/>cus wore 
found to be excellent, certainly ecjnal if not snjierjor to those at Camps 
Putlor, Douglas and Morton. About 300 are quartered in the p(3ni- 
toiitiary proper — not in tho cells, but in the wide passage-ways running 
around the threm dilVereut tiers of cells. Tho bunks are double and 
amply sufOeiout for two pcr.sous. The others arc lodged in the dill'cr- 
ent outbuildings, in large and well-ventilated rooms heated by stoves, 
and in reply to onr niunerons iinjuiries hi regard to their quarter, 
bunks and bedding we heard but a single coinplaiut. Tliat was made 
by Colonel Stone, and vefcrred to tho ab.sonco in many oases of straw 
f<)r bedding and to the fact that tlio blankets of some of the prisoners 
liad not been brought on from Itolla while cn route IVoni Arkansas to 
Alton. These wants, however, are now being supplied, as the com- 
mandiiig ofllcer has directed tlic straw, blankets and clothing to bo 
distributed aiicording to the respective necossitios of tho prisoners. 
Tlui priaoiiors are divided into twenty-six sijnads of thirty men in each. 
Two squads uro daily detailed for iiolice purposes and the cleanhiiess 
of their iiuartei'S depends upon their own care and taste. Wliilo the 
quarters generally wore in a clean ami healthy condition, as demanded 
and exacted by the U. S. ollimw in charge, it was very evident that 
some were better kept and in m'ater order thaii others. The oil eers 
wore (luartored together in a large hall, well veiitilutcd and with abun- 
dance of room. In the cells there arc conllncd twenty-four prisoners, 
part of whom have boon sentenced and the others committed under 
serious criminal charges. Noneol these, however, are propoilyspetdC' 


iiig prisoners of war. , . , . 

%ihHiatvnee.---lUtwm are issued at stated intervals to tlio prisoners 
in tho same manner and to the same amount as to troops in the service 
of the United States. These provisions (bread instead ot Jlour) are 
delivered to the squad detailed perinaiieutly as cooks and in charge ol 
tlie kitchen; are cooked by them and served in a largo dining hall by 
thO' squad detailed for tliat particular duty. Urosh beef is supplied 
every day for dinner. Tho ball accommodates 300 at one sitting and 
the hours for meals (two each day) are ilxed by tho iirisouers thom- 
sclvcs. Tlio kitehmi well supplied with ranges and all tho appiiances 
for cooking. Tho dining hall and the dilfereiit quarters were all 
inspected, and to our rei>eate.d inquiries us to the quality arid quantity 
of the provisions allowed them every one with a single exception 
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oxpiosscd tlieinsjslvos tiiitircly ssitisCitMl and had iiol; tlu^ .slig’htijat (ioiii- 
plaint to niaUf. The exiajptiou was Ooloiiol Hl.oiui, wlio thon^^lit that 
tiio ii'iod poi'k lor broakCast was too salty and (hat tli(< (;orio(i was too 
weak. It was sng-j^ostod that, those evils iiilglit Ik*. st)mewliat roinedicd 
by Goniplainin^ to their lellow-pri.soiiers, tin; <;(H)lcs.

'IMieir (»wn siirgiHUis have (5liar^>'(5 
of the hospital. The two whom we foniul in atteiulaime see.med to be 
intellig'ent men and tolerably (•.arefiil in their attention to the sic.lc. 
They said tliat their ))atientH had everythlnf; that they needed; indeed 
one of them volunteenul to .say that he had been snrpriseti l;o hear con- 
trary statements, ami had demied empliatically to sympatliiyan/^- visit- 
ors that the sie.k were not as well eared for in every partie.ular as tiiey 
(iould be anywhere else. 'JMio hospital liall i.s lai'f^e, w(;ll ventilated and 
not crowded. All of the sick were not eonliued there, many with <;olds, 
])reI‘eiTins their own ^[nartors.

it. Ifor the patients in both tlioso hospitals as well as at the barracks 
I was compelled not only to prescribe but to put up the prescriptions 
myself, which I found exceedingly laborious, liaving neither apothecary 
nor assistant assigned mo by the authorities. For iny services I con- 
sider that I n.ni justly entitled to $150 for the first month. For the 
time that 1 luive eliarge of the hos|»ital after the first month. I will bo 
satisfied to receive pay at the rate of $100 per month. Oapt. James A.

In futni-e thc.s(^ will be i'orwarded to the yee- 
rotary in a.ccoi'dan<;c with Ills inslructions. 

There arc nearly if not (jnito 100 negroes among the prisoners can- 
turecl at Donclson, niost of whom were slaves and all of whom are 
considered as prisoners of war, l•(5ceiving exactly the same treatment 
aa other prisoners, and evidence of this hict two of them have been 
paroled by Governor Tod on aci5<niiit of ill-health.

Sir ! 1 have the lionor to report that in (iomplianco with the iustnio- 
tions of the Becrotnry of War I arrived at tins place last evening on 
iny way to Mackinac and llnd that the navigation of the upper lake is 
(dosed by i {!0 and will probably remain so for a weede or ten days. Ko 
prisoners of war have arrived at .Detroit, and I am informed by Colonel 
Hmitli that the Governor of Michigan has refused to furnish a company 
of volniitocra for theiv guard. 

Fort Macicinac is a Hinall work partly iiudosod by small ])i(dvets and 
the buildings .1 believe were originally intended for only one company. 
It is now many years siiujo .Iwms stationed there but if my rccolhiction 
is correct it does not seem more than a half acre of groniicl, I have no 
inforniatioii in relation to the number of prisoners to bo sent there, bnt 
I do not believe that the jH’cscnt bnilding.s will afibrd even tolerable 
ae(!omniodatioii for the garrison and 200 men. If a greater miinb(T is 
to be (puirtered there buildings ihn.st bo put up outside of the present 
site of the fort and the picketing extended so as to inclose them. Tins 
w’ill of course involve considerable expense and require a larger force 
than one company to guard the prisouera. 

It will require a gnjat degree of vigilance on the part of the guard 
to keep 200 within the fort. The i.sland of Mackinac is about nine miles 
in eiixnimfcronce with but tbw iiiliabitanta oxesopt in the village of that 
name near tiio fort, and can be ai»p*‘oacUc(l on all sides by boats. 
Among the mixed population ()f that island — a large miinber of whom 
are fishermen — and the persons who visit it I do not doubt that many 
could bo found wlio for a small compensation would aid the prisoners 
to escape, hence the necessity of a strong guard.

1 tuniod in tbedireo- 
tion of tbisoxolamation and bolioldiiij? an individual very iiiiieli oxoited 
lininired if he wore tlio Amorioan oonsiil, and roeoived in reply, “I’ll 
lot yon hnow who I am,” adding (addrossinjf tbo imUlie), “ ’em 
alonj*', briny' ’em alony.” After liavlny boon Hoarcbed as almvi) stated 
we wore eondiKited by tbo yiiard into wliat I roeoynized as tlio stablo 
of bis prodoi'OHHor, to romiiiii in dunyoon darkness until a blaoksiulth 
(iie.i!oini>iiiii<‘,d liy the yuard and a riibblo) oiitiwod and I'ivoted upon iis 
(urouiid l:lio anldos) irons welylilny sevoii or oiybt poinida. Wo woro 
tlien remov(Ml to a room in the oonsular Imildiny and (sonlliied to it 
under the vlyilanoo of lorn* (and KoinetimoM six) armed Arabs. 

In a fi',w inbnites after boiny tliius soeiirod tho eoimiil, Mr. Do Lony, 
ja'OHonted liimHolf and asked wlio was Mr. 'i'liiistall. I stated at onoo 
wlio I wiiH, and oxpressoil iny iiidiyiiation at tiieoutvayi' ho. Imdooin- 
iintlod, and elaiinod tbo proteetion duo an Amorioan eiti'/en travoUny 
M'iLh Ids piiHsjiort (as 1 was), wliieli bad boon yranted tome by tbo 
Htato i)epm'(.in<mt on my dopiirtiiro for hhiropo in IHnO as 1). 8. eonsul 
for (Jadiz. I lo ro])lio(l that lio di<l not roooynizo any imssport that had 
not been yrimted by tbo prosont administration. I then eutroatod him 
to reniovo tho irons from ino, olVeiiny my parolo of honor not to leave 
the room in wliieli .! tlion was. 'I'liislm rofnsed. i doinmided to know 
tbo eaiiHo of my arrest,, to wbioli lie ooufossod there- was none iiartiuii- 
liirly, but that ho snspootod 1 was (lookiiiy at Mr. Myers) in bad eoin- 
jmn’y ami tlmt if I laid boon alone lio would not have arrested ine. I 
deniandod thou tlio riylit to eoniiiiuiiioiito with tlio authorities of 
Morocco that the m'remnHtaiicoH of my detention miyli t be mado known 
to them and iiivostiyatod, fooliiiyaasiirod that a fraud bad b(‘.en iiracticed 
ujam tliom in order to avad liiniaolf of their uo<iiuoaceiHso aiulHorvicoHiii 
tho accomplislimoiitorin.M purjiose, irodonied mo tldH riyhfc, ailli'iniiiy 
that lie was the yovoranieiit of .Morocco in iiiy case. 1 then proposed 
to take the oath of alloyianco to tlio (fiiitod 8tatoH, thus asaortiuy niy 
loyalty to tin? (lovornment, but iiiy projioaitioii was declined. 

J romained in hi.s })OHS(5HHiou thim ironed ami confined, on toft’ from all 
mtor(!<>urHo ^vith my irloiids or the civili/.cd world, refused pormissioii 
to write to my friend and tlio TJ, 8. consul at Gibraltar, Horatio J, 
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Sprague, for clothing (my baggage having been carried away on tli. 
steamer), or to communicate with any one on any pretext. After tin 
exj)iri»tion of seven or eight days tl>o IT. S. ship Ino, Captain Oreesy 
toiK.'lied at Tangier. I was then removed to tlie Iiio to be carried a.s 
utiderstood to the TTnited State.s, having been assured by the consu 
and Caiitaiu Oreesy that npou reaching the ship my irons should b( 
removed and that 1 should receive the utmost kindness. Upon reach 
ing the Ino, however, 1 was conducted below (with the captain’s prom 
ise that 1 should communicate with my friends) and handcuffs (in addi 
tion to the irons already on) put upon mo and conthied to the port skU 
of the steerage, a space about nine feet S(iuare. 'Die Ino immediatelj 
went out to Algcciras, in Spain, opposite Gibraltar, rcnuiinod the night, 
putting to sea the following day, and after a cruise of some seven days 
rouml and about the straits, passed out to the Atlantic and boro up tiie 
S}>aiii.sh coast. While off Cadiz she met by accident a inorchaut slii];i 
hoiiicwanl bound, presenting an oijxmrtunifcy to scud me lioine. Thr 
nicrvliaiitniaii was accordingly ordered to heave to, and 1 was trans- 


ferred to the Harvest Iloine, Hickey, master, bound to Boston. This 
tran.'itVr was executed on the 0th day of March, after having been con- 
diuked into the pre.sencoof Oaptaiu Oreesy, there stripped, searched 
and what money I had ($55) taken from me. Then a formal delivery 
was made of my person to the captain of the vessel in whicli I as a 
prisoner passciiger was to be taken to the TTnited States, with blio com- 
nmiid that the iro!»s wore to be kept upon me and to place me wliare 
the veriiiin would take hold of me.” I subsequently learned fl’om the 
tnate (tf the ITavvest Home that Captain Dickey Imd been ordered to 
feed inc on bread and water during the passage. 

On the 18th instant after a passage of forty-three days I arrived at 
Boston, was delivered to the deputy marshal, talcen to the U. S. mar- 
slnd'.s olUcc and a blacksmith (I presume it was) called and the irons I 
liad Worn for sixty days stricken from mo. 

fiiii'h is a hriof recital of the circumstaueos of my arrest and forced 
retuiii to the United States after an absence of six years, having beeii 
U. S. <-onsnl at Cadiz five years of that time. Such is a truthful aocoimt 
ot iifi oiitrfige witliont precedent or parallel perpetrated upon a loyal 
citizen in the neutral territory of a weak power. Such an act I feel 
conthU'iit could never have been coutempliited or authorized by the 
Governnumt oi the United States, and merits and I um assured will 
re(.'viv(‘ It.s iiroinpt and unqualified disavowal, i assume for the credit 
ot iny Government that it will not only discountenance and disavow 
tlio act of .Mr. De Long, the fJ, S. consul at Tangier, but that it will 
extend to nio its protection in the prosecution of the agent of the out- 
rugr and nsurpiition of which 1 have been tlio victim. It is enough 
that a loyal citizen (not connected or comproini.sed in any way) resident 
abroad, where his business taiul .social relations liad made him a. homo 
has been grossly and violently deprived of his liberty without eaiiso 
am treated and pmiished, tooutitle him to tho immediate eonsidorution 
and ])ioteftioii of In.s Government. I have been as you well know in 
(.'m ic.-iKHidcncc with the Government, and since my removal from tlie 
consulate at Cadiz, and still have accounts nnaettled with it which 1

both of ns lip to this time. 

Mr. Do I/ong put irons on my aiikle-s and so kept me for tlie term 
of about eight or nine days without liberty to write to my friends or 
eonuiinnie.nte with any one. lie then delivered me to Uaiitaiii Oreeay, 
ol' tlie Anieriean armed ship liu), who at llr.st promised to bo very kind 
and gave me paper and pen to wrile, but said ho must see whatever I 
wrote. 1 told liiin that some of my servants and agents only know 
the H|>iudsli language, ami I must write to them in Spanish, lie said 
In' eonld not permit that. I then said Unit 1 would not tlion write at all. 
linmedialely after this Oaptiiln Oreesy’s eomliiet changed; he ordered 
me i n to a dose room, had me handculVed ami kept me thus double-ironed 
Ibi- the term ol' about a week, when he delivered me iotJaiitain Biekoy, 
of the bark Harvest liomo, to besent home, witli injunetionH to Uaptain 
Dietcey to use great soverlty towai'il nu' and a parting remark to me in 
vci'.v iil feiding that ho had seriously thought of hanging me. On the 
second day after going on board the Harvest Nome Oaptuiii Biekoy 
caused till' wiist irons to be removed, but kept the irons on my ankles 
during the whole voyage, which lasted forty-threoilays, thus preventing 
any imssiblo change of clothing Ibr lairposes of bathing ami having any 
portion of my clothing washed. Tlio trealmenl received from Oaptain 
Diclu'y was litherwisi^ kind uml eonsidonite, and after a voyage of forty- 
three days on the I.SUiof Ajird ho delivered me to tlie IT. S. marshal 
at Bosloii, HiiU5(' when I have been eonllnetl at b'ort Warren.

On 
tlio lOtli (lay of lA)l)nniry last I \va.s at (libraltai* and embarked on a 
Frciuili passenger steamer for Oadiy,, toiieliiiig at 'rangicn', Morocco, oji 
tbe way wlier<‘. 1. iandeal t(KMill on an aemniintiinco. While on sliore 
and jiisl; ii.s I was about rotnrniiig to the steamer I was arrested in a 
Ibrcdbhi and violent manner by direetion ms 1 soon learned of tlie Ainer- 
ieaii consul, Mr. De ljong,and taken to tlie residence of the said consul 
aiul ])hicc(l in a stable, where I was heavily ironed by some Moors and 
‘ detained for an hour or two and then removed to tiio eonsul’s bouse, 
wliere after two or three days’ detention 1. obtained a saw and eat oil' 
the irons a nd jniniaMl from tho window, hut was recaptured and taken 
back to tho same room and there kept about eight or nine days in all. 
On my l■eeal)ture I was severely beaten by the Moorish employes of tho 
eotisnl in his presence and my life was mouaeed by a drawn sword at 
iny throat. 

After the lai>s(5 of said eight or nine days I was (bdivored to Ga]>taiu 
Oi'eesy, of tho (J. S. ship J no, who at llrst received me kindly, but in a 
abort time his steward told him that I liad given sonuitldiigto a Ih’itish 
inoi’(iliant captain who was on ln>ard, wlien in faet .l. had not given liijii 
aiiy1;liing, but Imd mere.ly e\«diaiige<) l■e(5ognitlo^s with him as a Free- 
mason and had shaken hands with liim. From that time Oai)taiu 
Oree.'^y (ixliiblbid instead of lii.s kimhujss groat cruelty and liarshncBS 
in his treatment of me; placed me in a conlined and uncomfortable 
])liieein the steerage, put hamlcnlls on me and .subjected me to groat 
inconvenience in eatingin irons with my lingers ami on tlie dock, This 
coiitiniuHl for about a week, when f was delivered to (hiptain .Dickey, of 
the bark Harvest Home, to b»3 brought b) tlie United States, Oajitain 
Oi'ocsy saying to (.)a.pl;ahi Dickey that ho wislied him to keep mo till 
tho vermin should take hold of me, as liad luvpponod to many of our 
poor follows in the 8ouMi, a.nd saying to me at the same time that he 
bad seriously thought of hanging iiio. Captain Dickey took me to his 
vessel and proceeded on hi.s voyage. On the second day lie took oil' tlie 
liandcuds, but did not remove tho leg Irons, and it was nei'essary to get 
iny clothing oil' by slipping jiantalooiis and drawers through the irons 
by an ingenious process shown to me by one of the ship’s com])any in 
order to ellect a change and to wash, which was done twice, on the voyage. 
Oaptaiii I)i(;kcy treated me from lirst to last with gnait kindnesH and 
consideration and I sliall always regard him as enbtled to niy esteem 
and gratitude. 

Mr. 'I\ T. 'Ihiiistall, late consul to Oadi?., was arre.sted with mo under 
the same oireuiiiHtaiice.s, and all I have stated in regard to my treatment 
and the incidents of my conliiiement aiiplios equally to liim, except in 
regard to my attomiitod escape in which lie did not jiarticipate. My 
attempted tri]) to Cadiz was to visit Mr, 'I’unstall, witli whoso family I 
wns acquainted and knew all about him, though I had never mot him 
boforo.

The foi'ty-two jn'isomu's 
brought witliiu the Spanish Jiirlsilietion at(Jadi/. are gooil citizens of 
the Uiiitod States, detained against their will in violation of tho laws 
of the United States and of those of Spain, in whose Jui'isdictinii they 
now are. 1 claim thorcfoi'o the protection of the antlioritii's ol' Cadiz

You stat(?,d to me the persons captured in our privateers were to be 
considered prisoners of war and subject to exe-hango. On the faith of 
this stiitemont several of the olhcers held as hostages for them were 
released and all would have been bad the elfort to arrange a cartel 
between General Cobb and yourself been carried out. 

The non commissioned olllcers and privates now hold by ns as pris- 
oMOrs will bo at once released and a list of all tl»e commissioned ofllcors

Oolonel: At the rmpiest of my agent I loft Olneago yesterday to 
iiiveKtigiito and report upon the sibnation and condition of J:ho pi’ia- 
oners of war at this point. 1 oxpe(*/tod from his roporl; to ilnd a sad 
state of tliingH, yot I must confess tliat their condition is oven worse 
than lias boon roiiortod to mo. The prisoners wore ordered hero by 
Clonoral Ualleck, and as tliovo wore no troops to guard them ho ordered 
me to take the Nlnek^entli Uegimont Wisconsin Volunteers from liaeine, 
Wis., and put them hero for that purpose. Tliis was done, bub the 
regiiuonb is porfocbly raw, liad no arms, and now only liave those which 
1 have borrowed from this State, only about 500, very poor and without 
ainnvunition to flt. J. have ai>plied for arms for this regiment but as 
yet have heard nothing from my application. But this is not the worst 
feature; 1 fear tlioro is an utter want of discipline. .Passes are issuod 
broadcast to all to visit camp. Soldiers are allowed to tear down bar- 
racks to make themselves <50ok rooms, &c., though they liave the best 
of touts with all of the convonioncos. Quartermaster’s property sent 
to camp ou reipiisitiou is diverted from its legitumite purposes and 
appropriated in such way as the fancy of the offleers or soldiers 
might choose. .1 have made every ofibrt to have this all eorreebed, but 
I fear without satisfactory results. The hospital is in a terribly bad 
condition. Tlioro are many (200) sick. Bed sacks, camp cots, slioets, 
pillow-cases, &o., have been sent to the camp sunioieut to make them 
coinlbrtable, yet to-day I lliul prisoners liolploasly sick lying on the 
liaro floor, and many are dying .1 bollovo for the want of proper care 
and attention, and in fact, colonel, such a state of things indicates the 
uttei' incapacity or negligence of the medical oflicor or the couumiud- 
iiiit of tlio post.

All thi.s is stated not by way of complaint but simply to show that

mitted an error (in trusting some olUcers to take a fcAV prisoners doAvn 
on two dillhrent days to make purchases, with the promise that the 
privilege should ho used lor no otlicr purpose) I noAv see Avas the case, 
bcMaiuse the promise was violatml by peniiitbing some of them to outer 
a saloon. ^I'he order as soon as the violation was Ihicaami was promptly 
eountormandcKl. Hut the fact that a rigid call eiwdi morning disclosos 
only tiiirtceii prisoners cs<5aped from tliecnuip pi*oper (some of Avhoin 
liave since b(am recaptured and placed in jail) out of over 4,200 seems to 
mo to Kijoak favorably both for the vigllaiico of tlio sentinels and for tlie 
diapositiou of the guarded. Indeed a largo majority of the prisoners

As already stated the above onerous duties have boon performed . 
Avitliout complaining, but wo sIguHIcd to (lovernor Morton our grati- 
tude in advance should lie relieve us from a position in Avhicdi any want 
of Hiusccss was certain to bring consuve and the best managoinont 
unlikely to gain us the slightest (;rodit.

(li little expense can be made to answer blip puiposu Some little 
expense will bo oceiisioiied in adding to the hospital and m erecting a 
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.siTiiill extent oC fencinff. On the other hand it will cost to transport 
tlie niiinher of prisoners named from Saint Louis about $13,000 and not 
mudh less to getthem bank again, j’rovi.sion.s will cost about' live (ioiits 
more, per ration than in any of the States soiilh ami eastof Minnesota. 
Fuel is jiioreexi)ensivc and more will be required than in more .sontliern 
State.s. Saitplies of all kinds jnust be pvovi<led for the winter, tliat is 
from November till May, and dnring this period the prisoners must 
remain tliero even thougli cireumstances should arise to make it neecs- 
aary to bring them away. 1. would not therefore advise that j^risoners 
be sent tlicre while there are other phmes at whiidi they may bo prop- 
erly se(;ured. It would form an excellent hn.spital for the sielc and 
wounded volunteers from Minne.sota and the adjoining States. Fort 
Siielliiig i.s claimed as ])rivate proi)erty and there will doubtless bo 
olaims entered again.st the United States for the time it is oe(m])ied. 

Fort Howard, at Green Bay, will furnish quartcu’s for iibr)ut l,r)()0 
])risoneis, but they are g<n>craliy in dilapidated condition and boft)ro 
they could he used would require cousidorablo rciuiirs. Most of the 
buildings need now shingling, and the timbers ui many places are 
inueli rotted j the galleries in front and rear arc in many places just 
ready to fall down. To g«av<l this number four eom])anies M'ould be 
necessary and for tlicso barracks would have to bo orooled outside of 
the fort. If the guard is ((uartcred insido tliroo eompanio.s would bo 
sulllciont, but then less than a thousaml prisoners could bo ]U’ovido(l 
for, There Is a building outside now occupied by the military store- 
keeper and one formerly n.sod as a Injspita!, both in good ooiiditioii, 
whi(!h would furni.sh (|uarter.s for the surgeon and ahospital, and there 
is also out.sido a largo three-story .store-liouao sixty feet by forty, in good 
coiidltioii. It will cost $2..'>() per man to transport prisoners i'rom 
Ohieago to Fort Moward, ami tliey must remain there from .NovemlxM' 
to April, with the disadvantage of furnislnng supplies during that 
timo at winter prices, it wouhl not thcrororo seem advisable t() 8(m(i 
pri.soiiors there while there are other phmes farther south whore they 
ehii be held. 

I visited also Camp Washburno at Milwaukee, tliongli not instruotod 
to do so, and foui\d it n> very suitable ]»lace for pri.soners. The (uiartevs 
heretofore occupied by a regiment will mjcommoclato 2,250 prisoners, 
and tliere are besides other buildings which at small expense can be 
iltted up to quarter a regiment as a guard. By using the lumlnwat 
Oamp Tj’owbi'idgc not far olf those changes may be made, and in addi- 
tion other buildings may be erected aiimcicut to {piarter '[,500 to 2,000 
more prisoners and no additional guard would bo reijiiired. Tlui camp 
is inclo.sed by a feneo only high enough to aid sentinels in preventing 
the escape of prisoners. Tranaportution to thivS point can always be 
had by rail or by steam-boatsj supplies must be about the sanui as at 
Ohicago. ^riie .site is a very desirable one and I don’t thinlc there is 
any place preferable for prisoners. 

i: have vi.sited Oamp Randall [Madison I, Wis., also to whicdi place 
prisoners have been soiitby authority from General Malice, k. The camp 
is not at all adapted to the purimso and I found tilings in a veu-y nnsat- 
isfaetory condition. There are about 1,200 prisoners guarded by th(i 
Ninoteontli Wisconsin Volunteors, which is badly armed, without dis- 
cipline and scarcely to bo relied upon. Lumber, .straw and. fmil sent to 
the camp by tlio quartermaster have been seized uiioii by the olliccrs 
and used witliout authority and appropriatml to siieli uses as they 
pleased; buildings have been torn down and the material appropriated 
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to private purjioHeaj and all this without any interfevenee of the eoni- 
inaii(lin'>' oliicer. T foniul the sick in a very bad ooiKlitioii, many dying' 
and ib\y Kigim of convalesceiico anywhere; they were under Mie eluirgo 
of the Hurgeoii and aHsiatant siirgetm of the Jfinetcenth, and judging 
iVoin ^Yhat I naw and what J heard they were unequal to the i'os])oiisi- 
bility. 'Lhie jnuveyor at Chicago had furnished a. supply of inedieines 
for ii regiment and :l,li00 prisoners for six mouths, and <t\' tliese all the 
li{|Uors, JOS pint bottles if I reinenibor rightly, had been used in live 
days. To remedy tliesc evils as far as possible I appointed MaJ. It. S. 
Smith, of the Twelfth Jnlantry, who was at Madison on the recuuit- 
iiig servicie, to take the supervision of the- camp iii my name and to 
eiub'iivor to iiitr<idncc something like discipline and good ordt'.r in (he 
caiii]). I gave liiin ininnto instruetions for his guidance, and all with 
the understanding that this service was not to interfere witli Ins otlicr 
duties. To insure a proper attention to the sick I dirceted that ii pri- 
vate physician who had been engaged in uttondanceou tliom should be 
oinployod at 810(i per month to hav'C the solo charge of the sick pris- 
oners of: war, leaving the sick of the Kim^tcenth Uegimont to the ca.ro 
of their surgeons. At tlie same time !' (allied for three surgeons from 
the rebel prisouora at Chiemgo to assist him. I directed also that the 
hospital building should be plaimd in a proper state of repair and that 
all necessary stop.s should bo ta1<<5n to provide a. refornnition in the 
sanitary condition of the (uimp. Tlie camp-ground, about ton acres, is 
iiujlose.d by a low feu(;o wliicdi is no obstmde to the cscaipo of ])i'isonors, 
and tluise ((uarters are more sheds built again.st the fence througli 
which a mau (!ould c.nt his way in an hour with a pouknife, and in (50ii- 
se(|n(juc(5 a whole rogitmuit is required to guard loss than doiihlo thoir 
own niimlHua. 

Most of those prisotmra were well provided for at Camp Douglas and 
should have remained thor(5, but Colonel Koltoii, in the name of Gen- 
oral 1 railed:, insisted that they should bo sent to Camp Kandnll at a 
coat of about $1,1)00. Whej’ovor prisomws may bo ordered hereafter a 
guard should bo onUu’iul from the a.rmy in the Hold to accom))any them 
and to have charge of them after they reach their destination, and if 
po.ssible those guards should not bo of rcgimciitH from the Htate in 
wliidi the camp ia locaUid as it would lui inijmssiblc to i)rovent tlicm 
obtaining furlouglia to go homo and the camp would bo ovorrau by the 
families of thi)sc whose homes are luiur by. 

Tlie responsibilities of tlie commanders of those C5un})S are very great 
and iti.s very desirable that intelligent olllcers of integrity and deci- 
sion of cliai'acter .sliould be sclc«dc(l for the duty. There are stables at 
Camp Douglas wliicb may be litled uj) to provide for 2,1)00 more pris- 
oiiei’s and wlum other camps are full T rocommond that more piiaoiiers 
be sent there. 

I. shall proceed in two or three days to examine the cajiips in Indiana 
and adjoiniiig states to ascertain their availability for this purpose. 
In order that thei'(i may be no confiiaion I respcetfully suggest that the 
olllcers iiiti'iiatcil witli the distribution of lulsouevs of war should bo 
directed to confer with me on the subject that the most convenient 
Ciiinjia may bo lirst occupiisd. 

If iny suggestions are aiiproved I request notice I'ki that eifect by a 
brief telegram as tboro may not bo time for written iustractions.

I am not surprised at receiv- 
ing* this report after hearing the character given these men by the 
visitors, and I have in consequence ordered them back to Camp Doug- 
las, their places to bo (Uled by the best siirgoona you have ns nnuouiiced 
to you by telegraph. 

In refusing to attend the sick of their own people who so much require 
their services they have shown themselves wanting in the kindly feel- 
iugs which should govern medical ofllcors, and I leave it to your discre- 
tion to make the alternative they have chosen as little agreeable as 
possible. Of course they will not bo employed profcssioually and all 
privileges granted to prisoners will bo withheld from them.

Sir: .Hecontly an alderman of Chicago having been roIiiRod per* 
mission to enter Camj) Douglas attempted to hold conversation with 
prisoners through tho fence, and on being ordered awajr used abusive 
hiiignago to the olllcer of the guard which resulted in his being placed 
in confinement. Tho matter was brought before tho city courts and 
the military authority was sustained. To avoid such collisions in future 
and the expense to oltlcers of a defense in court I rospectfully suggest 
if it can bo legally clone that martial law be declared for a siiaco of 
100 feet outside the fence all around the camp, and that persons tres- 
passing there in violation of orders bo punKshod by short confinement 
or trial by court-martial at the discretion of the commanding officer. 
Without this restriction vicious persons may give the coinmaiicling 
ofilcer much trouble and cause disorders in the camp. The same stop 
may be found necessary at other camps.

Please tlien order the 
practice discontinued juid make arrangemouts to have the [bread I 
baked by the contractor or the city bakery. I umlerstaud tliat the 
contractors are obliged to furnish flour if it is demanded. They or tlie 
city bakers can with great i)ro fit to themselves take twenty ounces of 
flour and return twenty-two ounces of bread, but to make this profit 
greater tliey may be iiermittcd to fiiriiisU three days in the week corn 
bread instead ()f wheat bread. By retaining two ounces of the flour 
ration and issuing the full ratloji of bread as J. i)ro])o8c by this arrange- 
ment you will bo able to create a fund with which many things may be 
purchased for the imisonors that are now bought by the Government. 

As another mode of lessening the expenditure (Japtain J’ottev wili 
furnish liirgc boilers which recjuii-o hut little fuel and wlien they arc 
i;ecGivod the use of cam[> kettles nm.st be dispensed with.

Sir: Herewith I have the honor to transmit a list* of prisoners 
received, released, &o., from tlio 1st to tho 10th of May, 1802.

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next and tliereafter tliis report will be made weekly. It lias been made 
monthly lieretofore because such were iny instructions. 1 res])ectfully 
recommend that no more prisoners be sent to this jirisoii until the small- 
pox has abated. There are now about twenty cases, and tliough not 
severe it is probable some will terminate fatally. Last evening a squad 
of twenty-six pri.soners arrived on their way to Chicago. It was dis- 
covered when they got here that there is no train on Saturday evening 
for Chicago, a ftict that could readily have been ascertained at Saint 
Louis. There is no other place to keep them but the prison, and there 
is some risk of their taking the small pox and transferring it to other 
places. I will send you a list of the Pea Kidge prisoners in a day or 
two, as soon as it can bo prepared. No list of these prisoners was ever 
sent here and all the information we have wo obtained from the pris- 
oners themselves. The exchanged prisoners left yesterday morning. 
There were 199. The three officers from Columbus did not arrive to go 
with them.

Memorandum from Lord Lyonn. 

May 19, 1802. 

The crews of British vessels brought into New' York as prizes are 
occasionally sent to Fort Lafayette. It appears that according to the 
military regulations persons dotsiined in that fort cannot be visited 
without special permission from Washington. The regulation was no 
doubt made with a view to political prisoners. It is certainly not the 
desire of tlie Government of the United States to subject the crews of 
neutral vessels to any restraint beyond that which is essentially neces- 
sary in order to secure their evidence being forthcoming, nor can it be 
the intention of that Government to impede or retard communication 
between such crew’s and their consul. 

It is therefore suggested that a general order be given that the 
British consul at New York be permitted to visit at Fort Lafayette the 
crews of British vessels captured for breach of blockade, and that 
thus the delay caused by the iwesent regulation requiring a reference 
to Washington may with regard to such cases be avoided. 

There are at the present moment British crows at Fort Lafayette 
whom it i.s desirable that Her Majesty’s consul should be able to visit 
without delay.

This 
being accomplished if I rightly understand your oominuiiieatiun will 
open tlie way for all other oxclijingea.

atatemont to you of my lioing a Qnion man and a resident of Bew York 
lor twenty-eight years. X have been unfortunate to be in a place and 
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forced to take up arms against my beloved eoinitry, my ^ylio and clnl- 
di'oii, brothers and sisters, to my heart’s sorrow. I was in Ohavleston 
and had got out of work and there was none to bo got; no vessels to 
to go where I could roach my home and not a cent to my name. 1 was 
com])elled by necessity to do something. A iniin called where I was 
stoinniig; said ho wanted to get a carpenter to work on board a ship; 
J told him that I would go; he told mo to come with him and mako a 
bargain with the captain. So I went with him. He took mo aboard a 
schooner, No captain there. I told him that this was a privateer and 
did want nothing to do with such a vessel. Tliey would not let me go 
off of her, so I had to stay and renised to do duty and they compelled 
me to. I knew it was against my God and my country, but: was com- 
pelled to stay, and Inivo been used pretty hard by them, Have been 
cheatcrl out of all my money. They will do nothing for me, but call mo 
a damned Yanlcee and had ouglit kidie. There aio several that woiud 
do for me if it wu. in their power. Since 1 have been in prison 1 1'^ve 
lost the only friend I liad in tliis world. My wife died December 2 last 
and left two small children witli my motlicr in-law to take care of them ; 
but their grandmother has sent them out to work— one at least. She 
writes tome for help. It Is liard for to think that my children should 
have to toil for their bread wlicn tliey have a fatiier able to gave tliein 
plenty; but in vain— I am a prisoner; I laiimot liel;) myseli’. .'Now, col- 
onel, I uslc you that I may he released on parole to retui'u at any time 
when sent for so that I <5au help my family, or for you to poianit me to 
get a few tools for to make a few ladies’ fancy workhoxes that 1 may 
get a few dollars to send my children to (sonsole and nhl tlnun, lor they 
arc very small. One has been sick more or lo.ss since liur birth.

Daring that time no Ooiifederato troops luidheen seen 
xintil tho ai'teriiooii of the Ihtli instant, is^o Oonfculerute Hag has hcnni 
hoisted, hut wliito Hags have been frequently displayed in tho vilhige 
and iiersons Iron) there have visited our ships. 

On tlio Ibrenoon of tiio 10th iuRtsviit 1 with another ollicor vi.sited the 
vilhige and (allied at several houses and ivero vccseivcd in afriendlyand 
polite iniinncr. At two of tho houses where wo called we foiuul a si(!k 
lady at eiKih lioiu^o. They complained nuich of hoingiinablo to procure 
inodieal Hdvi (!0 or inodicine.s, the villngo being without either, and they 
could not olJtain wliab they needed from Petersburg. 1 told them that 
ono of our medical oHlcers would visit them and give them suhdeo and 
modicinos. On niy return to my ship I inforiucd our surgeon of the 
condition of tho ladies and ho said ho would visit them. In tho alter- 
noon tho surgeon, a(5coinpaiiied by three other olllcers, wont to tho vil- 
luge, ho on ids errand of charity to tlie sic-k ladies anil they on. a visit 
of curiosity, all trusting for their aafoty to tho charilablo object of tho 
visit, to tlie I'aith of tho white Hugs and tho absence of an onoiny’silag 
or ti’oo])S. 

The party had boon landed but a fow jnjnul:o.s, and tho surgeon was 
with one of tho hulios, when tho inaator’s mate andllvo of (iio boat’s 
crow who were taking care of- the boat wore Inlbrinecl tliub arincd 
troops wore coiidiig to attack tliom. They immediately got Into tlieir 
boat and siioved oil’ iron) shoro, bub were Ilrod u))()n by sohliers and 
tho master’s mate and two of the men killed and two wounded, wliile 
tlio iiarty ol' olllcers and live of the boat’s crow who were up in the vil- 
lage were made prisoners and taken to Poteraburg.

Tho present ocmision malvc.s it proper 
for me to say that I. received J’rom the Oonfcdm'ale Army in Ibis region, 
last season several Hags of truce far more informal than that conveyed 
by Chaplain Collier. Cortiunly nothing cun bo farlher from my inleii- 
tiou than to offer the slightest iieraoual discourtesy to iiii lionorable 
oiiponeut. 

I am soirv to have to say that your expressed purpose of treating our 
■wounded in the liosiiital at Triiiceton does not seem to have been 
carried into elfect by your subordinates. A large supply of inediciiie, 
bandages, lint, t'fcc., left with them have been taken away as I am 
informed and no adecpiate provision Ims been madi' for tluur supply of 
food, <fcc. Y^onr assurance that the surgeons and attendaiitb should be 
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regardeil as at liberty to return with tiieir x)crsonal ])ropevty to our 
lilies when their duties there shall cease is in accordance with aliuimino 
policy which I have pledged myself fully to recijirocato. 

I will (^omiminieatewith the lu-opcr sintluirilics in regard to exchanges 
and sliall bo very willing to do all in niy power to I’uitlier a liberal 
course in that vespeet. 

As I believe their comfort and chances of improveiiKUit will bo 
greatly increased if onr sick and wounded may liavo tlie care and 
nursing of their own friends I suggest that they be removed within 
our lines upon sucli parole or obligation as you may be willing to have 
extended to yours in like cases. My wish will always be to alleviate 
as far as may be the miseries of those who sutler casualties on either 
side, and it is tliis spirit alone which prompts the suggestion.

Dear Sir: I send four officers who are summoned as witnesses in 
your case. I also send Mr, McPhail and three policemen, well armed. It 
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is (lesirablo tliat the bill which I suppose the district attorney lias pre- 
sented to the grand jury should be ignored, or if found a true bill tliiit 
you should have your trial at once. I am disposed, however, to defer 
to your juilgment, and if you have uiiquestioiniblo proof that Judge 
Oarmielmel has uttered treasonable language in bis charge to the grand 
jury and that the officers of the court have been so biased and are so 
controlled by the disloyalty of the judge as to render a fair trial hope- 
less, then the deputy provost-marshal, Mr. MoPhail, is authorized on 
consultation with you to arrest him and bring him to Fort McHenry. 
This as you will readily understand is au act of power which would 
only be jiiatified by strong necessity. Bub considering your own posi- 
tion as senator and your familiarity with all the circuinstancos I am 
willing to act on your judgment. At this distance 1 eannob for want 
of this full knowledge of facts give Mr. McPhail positive instructions, 
but leave him to the exercise under your advice of a sound discretion. 
If you think the force I send likely to bo resisted the arrest had better 
be postponed and I will send a military guard. Mr. MePhail is entirely 
reliable, both for courage and prudence.

SiRj I have the honor herewith to inclose the correspondence* in 
roforonce to the release of ITnion prisoners now in Salisbury, N. 0. Those 
men will bo placed on board our vessels at Washington, N. 0,, and 
forwarded to New York Olty. An accurate list will bo sent to the 
Department by mail. 

Nothing of importance has occurred in this department since my last 
dispatch In a military way, bub there is a healthy roaction constantly 
progressing in favor of the tTnion if the roiioris tluit roach us are 
at all to bo believed. I am very anxious for the arrival of Governor 
Stanly and hope the President will find it for the interest of the pub- 
lic service to dispatch him to this ])laco at once. * The enemy is very 
much exercised ill roferenco to our future movements. My force as it 
is now posted threatens Fort Oaawell and Wilmington, Goldsborongh 
'and lialeigh, Weldon, Gaston and Petersburg by a junction with Gen- 
eral Wool. When it is considered that I cannot 'move after taking 
out the sick and a force sufficient to garrison the places I now hold 
with more than 10,000 men with limited transportation it would seem 
wise to remain in our present position, making occasional diversions. 

Ill the meantime I shall be glad to receive doilnito insti'iietions. I 
have heard notliiug from General Wool since your last dispatch to me. 
Would it not bo well to instruct tlio commanding officer at Fortves 
Monroe to send information to mo at once by the steamer that carries 
my dispatolies instead of keeping it for twenty-four, forty-eight, or 
sixty hours? You can scarcely realize, Mr. Secretary, the anxiety 
attending tlio delay of [aj dispatch to a command like this, the strength

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FINDINGS OF THE C'OURT. 

Tho court having* duly weighed all the testimony preaciitod to it in 
tlie case <lo find ns follows, to wit : 

'I'hat G. W. Sjiears, a prisoner of war taken at Island Xo. 10, in the 
Mi8sissi])pi Itivor, and brought into Gamp Liaiidall April L'U, ISOli, was 
oil tho morning of I^lay 16, 1862, shot dead tliroiigli the cheat beLweeii 
the lioui’s of (i and 8 o’clock by Olaronce Wicks, a ^enlincl of the guard 
on post 80 in said camp. And tlio court (loc.s further find time tho 
prisoners quartered near guard post No. 3U prior to this transnetiou 
had been very insolent and abusivo to sentinels, not only using tho 
most ollcnaivo and insulting language to them when ordered to obey 
tho rules of the camp, but throwing missiles and w'ater at them and by 
threatening their lives, 'riicae things woro done more particularly in 
tho night when prisoners were oixlorcd by sentinels not to cross the 
guard beats. In consequence of reported insults thus offered by pris- 
oners to aontinels in that vicinity sciitinola had orders from officers of 
the guiird prohibiting them from receiving Ihrtiior insults or .assaults 
from the prisoners, and orders to this effect hud been given on occa- 
sions previous to tlio transaction nnder inquiry by ofticers of the day. 

And tho court farther finds tliatbotwcon t.heliourKof 6 and 8 ohdock — 
supposed to bo about tho hour of 7 a. in. of May 16, 18<i2 — a prisoner 
of wav oaino near the boat of sentinel No. 30 where in tho ]>i'eseiico of 
said sentinel of beat No. 30 bo, tho said prisoner, unbuttoned his 
paiitalnoua, stripped tliom boJow his buttocks and .squatted down witli 
the evident purpose of committing a nuisaiioc on the ground. Tlio 
sentinels on heal a Nos, 30 and 31 ordered said prisoner to get np and 
go to a sink, as Ida act wn.s forbidden in that plaeo. Said prisoner 
iefused to leave, but continued in the act. For tho pnrpo.se of onfovcing 
obedience to his order tlio sontincl on tho beat No. 30 throw a Kinul’l 
stono and hit said prlsonov on tho check. Still said prisoner did not 
move, but tiioroupoii a band of six or seven other j)i’isoiH*rs of war 
canio rushing toward said scntiuol No. 30 in athventoningand tuimiltu- 
ous manner, using as they advanced violent and insulting language 
toward said soiitiiiol, G. W. Spears hoing foremost ninong the six or 
seven thus advancing and liaving a missile of some sort — a stick or a 
bone as it would appear — in his Imnd. Tho said Spears was jmriicu* 
larly violent In his demeanor ami twice called tlio saiil sontinol a sou of 
a. bitch. Sentinel No. 3 L thorcu])on called to sentinel No. 3U to pro- 
hibit the sahl band of six or seven persona to advaneo any nonror up 
tho bent of him, tlio said sentinel No. 30; to lire upon them if tlioy did 
not halt ami cease their abuaive language. Said sentinel theroupoii 
considering it necessary to protect himself from tlireatoiiod violeiico 
and insult fired upon tho most advanced of tho prisoners, ball outoriiig 
his chest, killing liiiu instantly. 

And the court further liiuls that the said G, W, Spears, formerly a 
private soldier in Company 15, of the First Alabama, Tennessee and 
hlissis.Mlppi t onsolidatcd Kogiinent, a priaonor of war, was shot to 
doatli by Clarence Wicks, then ami iidw a private Boldier in Company 
E. Nino'tceutli Nogiineut Wisconsin VoUiutcors, at iho hour anil day 
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and Stilts of wSJonSnf Madison, in the eoiinty of Bane and

There may he complaints, against it oven by oillcors, bir 
if soldiers are required to do only what they are willing to do tlioro cai 
be little discipline or instructions. At all events the eomnumding oil! 
(?erimi8t not rtud excuses for the lioglcct of important duties. Pleasi 
refer to my instriictions in relation to drill and observe them as closolj 
as possible. Hurry forward the drill of the new company so that sour 
of the men now present may bo detailed for guard service in ton or ftfteei 
days. The company from Camp Chase cannot be relieved and it miisl 
do its full share of duty. See that its captain attends the drills of bii 
company and that none are absent who are not properly so. The docto] 
must not permit himself to bo imposed upon by their protending sick 
ness. It is not possible that twenty-five of the company can be sick 
and he must decide for himself who are really sick. Neither olliceri 
nor men must be excused from duty because they will not do it. Foi 
ollbn.so committed by prisoners whore you cannot discover the individ 
ual you must stop one-third or oue-half the rations of all in the bloolc fo: 
as long a period us may be necessary. Officers cannot be excused oi 
the plea that they did not know it was wrong, as was the case in call 
ing tiiroug'h the building when I was there. Tliey must be once [sure ? 
they are right or they must be punished wlien they go wrong. Noth 
iug but a strong deteruuiiatiou to act on a rigid rule and in silence wil 
enable yon to command without trouble.

The object of tbe visit was of course not known to the pickets; tjiey 
only know au ariued enemy was on our soil. You state “tlie real object 
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of tliG visit was oiio of mercy and linmaiilty toward one of your own 
siibjec.ts.” <1 ranted, though onr citizens <lo not acknowledge themselves 
subjects of any power, but how are wo to know it iinles.s wc arc 
iiiCoi'ined befoi’chaud of yonr intentions? 

The visit of your vessels up the Janies lilvcr may also bo one of 
“mercy and humanity,” but we cannot see it in that light. On tlm con- 
trary your presence lias brought death and desolation over tlie land; 
families are driven IVom their lioines; estates abandoned; the servants 
of faniilii s who luivo resided on these o.statea for more than a century 
ruined; the poor negroes thcinselve.s deprived of tlieir homes and 
turned olf iiauper.s upon the worhl and lost to them; the women, the 
sick and the inlirm despoiled of their homes and pro|)crty to tlio amount 
of millions sacriliced.

May God in His mercy preserve 
ns from ancli visits. 

I need not assure you that 1 regretted the circumstance-suiulcr which 
your oHicei's were taken and extended to them every courtesy iii my 
liowor, but had to report them to the War Department ns prisoners of 
war and by tlieir order.s they liavo been sent to the interior and will bo 
no doubt treated just as your Gove-vnmont treats its prisoners. 

If the arrmigemonts between Gono>-al Wool and myself are not ii.ter- 
rujitml by your autliorities I hope soon to oxtduingoevery prisoner, Jiiul 
J shall bo most happy to vecoivo and deliver your olticcrs and men to 
you. I am conddciit you will assist me in tins object with the Gov- 
eriiineiit you serve. I highly appreciate the aid you have given the 
caiiBO of luimanity in getting that Government to consent to any 
exchange of prisoners.

If you will name a 
day for the arrival of the privateers I will have your ofdcera sent for to

Tho result of 
the interview of Mr. Raker with tlie U. S. connnaiidor was that tho 
latter abandoned his purpose of bombarding tho (uiy and signillod his 
intention of removing the (lag from tliia building by means of Ids own 
foi’ce, ,A.(5cordingly at 12 okdoe.k Oaptain Bell, uccompaniod by an 
escort of IT. S. mai'inea with two cannon, came to tho City Hall and 
the iUig was then taken down by the IJ. S. onieera. 

TliUH the position assumed by New Orleans has been fully sustained. 
I am glad to say that tho pem^e of the city has been prosorved during 
the excitement of the last ibw days as far as was in my power to ofl'oot 
tliat object. The violations of public order luivo been few in nnmbor 
and slight in character. This is owing to tho valuable services rendered 
by tho European Brigade, Paul dugollls, general commanding, and tho 
zeal and energy of tho ordinary polico force. It is still and will for 
Boino days be necessary to continue those clforts for tho preservation of 
iniblic tranquillity, and 1 would therefore rociuosb you to authorize or sug- 
gest some arrangeinoiit by which the aorvicoB of tho European Brigade 
may bo for the present rotainod.

Sni: That courts-martial -in cases within their lawful jurisdiction 
may ooudeinn persons to imprisonment at hard labor in the peniten- 
tiary of the District of Ooinmbia in punishment of crime is too well 
settled to be now open to question. 

And the i)ower of such courts to impose that punishment is derived 
not from the decisions of the Supreme Court referred to in your letter 
of the 2d instant but from the act of Congress whicli declares the pur- 
poses to which the penitentiary of the Distritjt shall be devoted and 
tlie acts which confer the jurisdiction and doline the powers of courts- 
martial. 

The flrsb section of the act of March 3, 1829 (4 Stat., 365), enacts that 
the })Giiitontiary of the District ot Columbia “sball bo oxedusivoly 
aiipropriated to the conflning such persons as may be convicted of 
oifeiises which now are or may hereafter bo punishable with imprison- 
ment and labor under the Jaws of the United States or of the District 
of Columbia.” The right of Congress to declare it the receptacle of 
persons coiivioted under the laws of the United States will hardly be 
questioned in view of tlio fact that tliis penitentiary was built and is 
supported with the money of the United States and is as much under 
the control and direction of the National Govornmout as is the Capitol 
or the Treasury building. 

Nothing in the laiignagq of tlie act of 1829 justifies the inference that 
Congress meant to prohibit the contiiiemont of oifemlcrs convicted and 
sentenced by courts-martial in the penitentiary of the District. True 
It is restricted to the coiiftnemeut of those who may be convicted of 
offenses punishable with imprisonment at hard labor under the laws 
named. 

But courts-martial have power in many cases under tiio laws of the 
United States to inflict this punishment, in illustration of which I refer 
you to Dynes v. Hoover (20 How., 65), Crowell’s case (manuscript opinion 
of Attorney-Cjeueral Black, Seiitember 2, 1857) and an opinion of my 
own 111 Toombs’ case, furnished to theSecrctary of thoNavyon the 8th 
oi November last. As I ]ia4 occasion in that opinion to examine the 
question of the power of a court-martial to sentence a marine in the 
service of the United States to imprisonmeiib at hard labor for a terii^ 
of years in the penitentiary of the District of the Ooinmbia I take th® 
liberty to inclose you a copy of it herewith. Although in these case® 
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tliG main <|nestion was of tlio power of tlio courts-marfial to punish by 
iiiiprisoiunGnt at liard labor in the peiiitoiitiary at all, yet the inci- 
(l(!ii1;al question of the lei^ality of siicU punisliuientby iinprisoumontiu 
tlio penitentiary of ti»e District of Columbia was also involved, for 
the legality of that form of pnniahinent under the laws of tho United 
States being established tlio right to use the peuitcutiury of the Dis- 
trict under the terms of tho act of 1829, designating tlio elass of por- 
sona who miglit bo coiiliiied therein, necessarily Ibllowcd. And in 
])oint of fivet in all the eases I have cited the iiersons under sentence 
were eontliied in that penitentiary. 

It is not necessary in all cases that the sontcnco of the court-mar- 
tial iiiiposiug the punishment in question should bo approved by tho 
President. 

The Articles of War proscribe certain eases even whore tho punish- 
ment of deatli is not prononneed where tho Boiitouce must receive tho 
President’s approval before it (uui bo executed, but except in these 
eases J. n.m aware of no rule which requires the special iiitorveiition of 
tho President to authorize the admission into tho penitentiary of the 
District of a prisoner lawfully convicted and sentenced thereto by a 
court-martial Avitli tho apiiroval of tho proper authority under the 
Articles of War.

Sir 5 1 have the honor to acknowledge tho receipt of your letter of the 
4tli install t relative to tlio case of Oorpl. William Toombs, of the Marino 
Corps. It appears that at a marine general cmirfe-mavtial, convened by 
order of tho Kavy Department, ho was tried under article 12 of section 
1 of tho act of April 28, 1800 (2 Stat., 45), for the hotter govornmont of 
tho Navy, upon tho charge of endeavoring to corrupt two privates 
belonging to a marine guard on board a steamer convoying state pvis- 
onors to Port Lafa.yotto bj^ oftbring thorn a largo pecuniary reward if they 
would assist him lu effecting tlio escape of certain of the ))risonors, and 
that tho court found him guilty of the charge and sentenced him to bo 
imprisoned for a term of year.s at hard labor in the ]ienitentiary of the 
District of Oohiiiibia. Under, these circumataiicoB you have done mo 
tlio lioiior to submit for my considovatioii certain pajiors on the aiibjcot 
and to reiiueab my opinion as to the legality of tho sonteiieo. 

As you have not deemed It iiocoasary to furnish mo with a copy of 
the roiaird of the proceedings of tlio court-martial in this case, and as 
I understand your question to refer to tho legality of the Bontonco in 
respect to tho single objection urged against it in the acoonipanying 
jiaper.s I sliall proceed to consider that point only, abstaining from any 
expression of opinion as to the legality of the sontonoe in any other 
rosiiect. 

The objection to tho sontonce of the court-martial in this case is that 
tho imnislnneiit of imprisonmoiit in tho penitentiary for a term of years 
at hard labor is contrary Ix) tho nsiiges of tho service and is therefore 
illegal.

Jt is said by j:>olafon8 (Treat. Nav. Courts-martial, 2b0) the words 
“ such other imnishment as the nature of the oftenso shall deaervo ami 
the court-martial shall impose (which in the act ol the 2^ George II 
are the equivalent of the words used in the twelftli and other articles 
of our act of 23d April, ISOO) arc expressions of great and almost 
unbounded latitude.” It is certainly hard to mark the lino whore usual 
and proper punishments end and unusual and cruel ones begin, and the 
sentence pronounced under an authoiaty so broad and general ought to 
bo so far out of proportion to the olfouse committed lus to shoelc the 
sense of iustice before it is arrested as contrary to II it boar a 

iust relation to the crime and bo not utterly outside ol the circle ot 
iiaval punishments any iiiterforenco with it on that ground could 
hardly bo iustined. Mo man cun say that imprisonmoiit at hard labor 
in the penitentiary is punishment too severe for a crime to which tiio 
law affixes the penalty of death, as it does in this cuho, and we are 
tliereforO'iiniitGd to the inquiry whether there are any iiiataiicos m the 
history of naval courts-martial of the iulUctiou of this lorm or puiiish- 
luent. If such precedents cau bo found the objeotion urged to the 

SGiitenco pronounced against Toombs is utterly groundless. ^ 

In our own Navy it is a punisUniout that has been repeatedly imposed. 
Ill 1854 Dynes and others were tried by a naval court-uuirtial and 
sentenced to imprisonment at hai*d labor in the penitentiary ol the 
District of Columbia. These seutoiicca were approved by the bccre- 
tarv of the Navy and carried into execution in the usual way. Dynes 

brought an action against the inav.shal of the District for assault aud 
battery and false imprisonment wliicli reached the Supreiuo Court ot 
the United States. (Dynes v. Hoover, 20 Howard, 05.) One ot the 
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quoHtioii.s raised was as to the legality of bho piinishmonb iiiliicted oii 
tlio pliiiiibifi’. Judge Wayne delivering the opinioij of the court said: 
“If a (loiirb-martial has no jurisdiction over the Hubjcct-niattor of tlio 
clmrgo it has beoii convened to try or shall inllict a piinisUinoiit Ibrbid- 
don by blio law, though its sentence shall be approved by tl.o olhcors 
having- a, revisory power of it, civil courts may on an action by a party 
aggrieved by it iinjuire into the want of the court’.s Jurisdiction and 
give liiin redress” (pp. 82, 83). And he further .said: In this case all 
of us tliiiik that the court which tried l)yno.s had JurLsdiction over the 
subject of the charge against him; that the sentence of the court was 
not forbidden by law, and that having been approved by the Secretary 
of the Navy as a fair deduction from the sovontconth article of the act 
of 23(1 April, 1800 (winch in this respect issiiiiilarto the twelfth article), 
and tlnit Dynes having been brought to Washington as a ])risoner by 
the direction of the Secretary, that the Frosidoiit of tlio United States, 
as constitutional commander-in-chief of the Army and Navy, »toc., 
violated no law in directing the niar.slml to rocervu tlio ])risoner Dynes, 
iKic., for the purpose of tranaforring him to the ponitoutiary of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.” 

If the punishment by imprisonment at hard labor in the ponitoutiary 
wore regarded as contrary to the usage of the naval aervh’.o it would 
for that roasuii as wo have already seen bo forbidden by law. Dut 
tbo court in Dynes v. Hoover liaving decided that it is not forbidden 
by law it follows that it is not a punishment contrary to the usage of 
tlie service. If this dcoisioii stood alone it would be snlliciont to vin- 
dicate the sentonecj against 'I’oomba from the objection made to it. But 
it is Airther su.stainod by the case of Charles Orowcll, a seaman wlio 
was couvieted of striking, disobeying and treating witli contempt liis 
Hiiporior ollleoia and sentenced to three yoaiV conJinemont at liard 
labor in tlio ponitoutiary of this District. Tliis sentence being relbrred 
to Attorncy-Conoral Black for liis opinion ns to its legality received 
his approval. (Man. Op., No. 30, Sept. 5, 18.57.) Onr naval records 
furnish other inetance.s of the same sontcuco pronounced by naval 
eourta-inartlal against convicted oft'oiidors, and altliough they were not 
always (iarried into ofTeet I am not aware that tlio failure to do so 
resulted from any doubt of their legality. 

But tlio chief authority on which the prisoner relies to sustain his 
objection is a case mentioned by Hickman, 200, wlicre in 1797 the moin- 
bei'H of an lOngliah naval court martial requested, the opinion of the 
attorney-general, .solicitor-general and the counsel for the Admiralty 
whotlujr, in cases wliore by the act 22 Uco. 11, c. 33, they have the 
discretionary ])()wer of punishing with death, or such other punishment 
as they shall doom the indsonor to deserve, the court had power to 
Hoiitence the prisoner to transportation, solitary imprisonment or hard 
hilior, or to inllict other than theu.sual corporal i)unishmun.t or imprisoii- 
mont. for any term not exceeding two years, and they received for 
answer that the third section of act 22 Geo. II limited the sontoiice of 
imprisoiimont to two years, and ns to their discretionary power of 
inllictiiig such other punishment except death as the court should deem 
till) prisoner to deserve the opinion was that the discretion must bo 
limited by the usage of the service with respect to * * aontoncos 
of that kind, and that the court would not proiiounco the sentence of 
transportation, hard labor or any soil; of impriaoinneiit except such us 
had lieen usual. 

I t may be iiropor to observe hero that the Umitutiou of the length of 
impriHonmeiit contained in the act of 22 Geo. II and Bubsoiiuont English 
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statutes has not been inserted in our laws, the only limitation of that 
hind being on the punishment of imprisoiimcut inliu^ted by summary 
courts-martial under the act of March 2, 1855. (10 Stat., 027.) 

But whether these Britisli law officers meant to pronoimce the sen- 
tence of iinprisonnientat hard labor unusual and illegal during the last 
century or not, it is certain that the records of both naval and military 
courts-martial iu England siinio that time show it to be one of the most 
frcQuoiit and usual methods of punishing olfenscs of a grade similar to 
that of which tlie prisoner iu this case is convicted. 

In the abstract of the in’oeoediiigs of Eiiglisli naval eourts-martial 
contained iu Hickman (p. 210) I hud six cn.scs where the sentence pro- 
nounced was imprisonment at Imrd labor and several where the sentence 
was solitary eonlinement. The olIensc.s lor which those punishments 
were inllicted were desertion, mutiny and other otfeiises placed by the 
act of 22 Geo. II, c. 33, in the same grade as that in which the ott’eiiso 
of Toombs is ranked by the act of Oongress of 1800. 

Iinprisoiimont with or without hard labor is oiio of the punishments 
imposed by the British inutiuj act, and General Macomb, an American 
authority of weigJit, declares the usual inferior punisliment of a soldier 
to be iiuprisonment, solitary or otherwise, hard labor and stoppage of 
pay. (Oourts-iuar,, see. 112.) ■ _ . . , , , i r 

It thus appears that puiiishmont by imprisonment at hard labor lor 
olTenses like that of which the prisoner is convicted is sanctioned by 
usage aiidauthorityinEiiglandand America and has become onoot tlio 
most frequent inothods of vindicating the rules of the naval and military 


service. , , x, i. 

I am therefore of opinion tliat the sonteiico pronounced by the court- 
martial against Corpl. William Toouib.s is free from the objection 
urged against it in the papers you have submitted to me and that 
nothing tiiei’oin contained allbrds any reason why that sentence should 
not be confirmed.

Sir: I have tlie honor to aeknowledgo tlio receipt of your coininiuii- 
catioii of the Stii instant, wlierein you express the opinion “that eourts- 
martial ill casc.s within their lawful .iuriadiction may condemn persons 
to iin])i’isonmeiit at hard labor iu tlio iienitentiary of the District of 
Columbia in punisliment of crime is too well settled to bo now i\n open 

question.” . . n x-t oji 

This opinion i.s supported by au elaborate oiniuon ol yours ot the 8tli 
of Hovembi?!’ last furnished the honorable Secretary of tlio Navy. 
Until tliis expression of the latter opinion of yoiirs the subject liad 
only boon discussed and in an authoritative form adjudica ted in respect 
to the powers of naval eourts-martial. 

With great respect for the learned opinions of your.solf above 
refeiTed to, yet in consideration of the many individuals now conlined 
iu the penitentiary under sentences of courts inartial, tlie great impro- 
priety thereof if without authority of law and the possible liability of 
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tlio Wiii'don for their dotoiition I bog loavo to (sail yom* attoiitioii to the 
acta of (JoiigTcsa and tho roguIatiouK for the govcniinGiit of (ho Army 
of Iho l oth of Augnat last upon tho subjc-ct, not referred to in your 
several opinions, believing that probably upon furtlusr consideration 
you may incline to modify them. 

Tho seventh section of the act of Marcsli 2, 1855, spcciiles eight inodoa 
of punishment to be inllicted by summary naval (jourts-mavtial. and 
tlie tenth seotion declares that the puuislmicnt authorized by tlnaaet 
to bo indicted by a suininary (jourt-inartial may likewise bo indicted 
goiioral court-martial, but tlim act does not limit tho powers of 
a general naval (50urt-martial j sucli courts are left to sentence the 
accused to snifer siudi xninishments as the court may in its discretion 
adjudge. There is then no limit to tho ptinishmcnt, ami the only ehanco 
of review the acciusert has i.s ilie consideration of tho proper oilicial 
whose sanction by the atatnfce is requisite proUminary to tho execution 
of the sentence. The statute i*egulating punishments to be inllicted by 
naval (iourts-martial, with the ex(ioption of the act of March 2, 1855, 
vests tho whole subjeot In the court, and it having been adjudged 
(there being no law to the contrary) that the delinquent may bo con- 
Jlned in the penitentiary and subject to the discipline of that: institution 
tho power of naval (murts-niartial must bo conceded, ilut tho statute 
controlling th(i discipline of tho Army docs notit is believed permit 
such punishmcint. 

Tlie Army 'Kogulatlons approved by the Proaident August 10, 1801, 
page 126, paragra]>h 805, deeJarcs what the legal pniiishment of sol- 
diers Hoiitomjod by courts-martial shall bo, viz: “Heath, oonilnomont, 
oondnement on broad and water diet, solitary con/lnenient, Imrd labor, 
ball and (shaln, forfeiture of pay and allowancos, discharges from service 
and reprimands.” With some limitations as to tlio manmu’ and extent 
of iiilUctlng tho punishments allowed tho foregoing cntalogno embraces, 
it is supposed, all tlio forms in which soldiers can bo punislied, and is 
that punishment intended by the second section of article 1, page 0, 
Pevisod United States Army liogiilations, which declares that “pun- 
ishments shall ho strictly comformablo to military law.” 

Tlio olovonth Hoctiou of the act of Marcli 3, 182!) {U. S. Statutes at 
Largo, vol. 1, p. 305), prescribes the punishment of a coiiviet in tho peni- 
tentiary. Thorohe is to bo eoniined “singly in a sojiarate eoU at night.” 
all conversation is Ibrblddcn without the presduee of an olllcov, Ills 
labor is to bo of “tho liardcst and most servile kind,” and ho shall “bo 
made to labor diligently, in sileiico, and with strict obedience,” all of 
Avliich is not allowed to bo infliclod by military law. In addition to all 
this ho sulfors an abasement and degradation which no time can olfaco, 
and to some persons raoiHi dreadful than any punishmout in tho cata- 
logue. 

Macomb says that for desertion they are “often adjudged to servo at 
hard labor in the fortifleations:” lie says nothing which will justify 
tho iiiforeneo that soldiers may bo iinxirisoncd in tlie penitentiary. 

The iniiiishmontsiii thoNaVy, both in Gi*catBritniii and in tho United 
States, have always been mucli more severe than in the Army. In Groat 
Britain persons convicted by either naval or military courts-martial 
are (ionflned in jails and houses of correction by express statutes whioh 
have existed many years, eouscixueutly no question could have arisen 
tluire upon tho legality of tho piiniSbineiit in tho jails or houses of cor- 
rection. There such punishments might bo awarded as wore known to 
the common law, or wore according to the custom of war in lilce oases, 
and Blaekstone says, vol. 1, page 137 (it bolug in viohiMon of tho 
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common law), that a soldier cannot bo (joudcnincd to exile unless by 
choice of the erlininal to escape a capital punishment, and it is to be 
remarked that it was to avoid that alternative that the precedent was 
established of confining in the ])enitentiary here, {Mv parte Wells, 18 

How., 307.) .. n. 

The mode of punishment by sentence of nayal courts-martial m the 
United States may well bo governed by precedent in Great Britain as 
well as ill the United States, for the reason that by statute it shall be 
sucli “as a court-inartial shall adjudge,” and if sanctioned by precedent 
it cannot be said to bo “cruel and unusual” and therefore in violation 
of the Constitution. . 

But military courts-martial have no such immunity. Precedents lu 
Great Britain or the United States are valuable only so far as they 
limy have established the usual pnnishniout to be awarded to a distinct 
class of odenses. 'riie Kogulations and the Articles of War contain the 

law for the discipline of the Army of the United States. , 

Now how can punishments be strictly conformable to niilitary law li 
the criminal is to be handed over to the discipline of a civil oilicer ior 
confliiomept among degraded felons, rendered infamous by their couvic- 
tions? The warden, upon the soldier being put in his custody, is com- 
pelled by law to impose the same discipline upon him that ho does 
upon a person convicted of an infamous crime. Can it bo successfully 
maintained tliat a confinement at hard labor of the most servile kind 
in the penitentiary, diligently and in silence, clad in the coarse garb of 
a slave, in strict obedience to a civil ofllcer, is the same punisliinont 
that a court-martial may impose? The court-martial may impose “hard 
Jabor,” but it cannot add to this penalty the further puiiishmoiit that 
it shall he performed in sileuco and bo of tlic most servile kind 5 that 
the soUlicv sliall bo conlbicd by night singly in a. separate cell and for 
disobeilionco of the rules of the warden be exposed to stand Jii the 
stocks at the discretion of the warden. Can it bo nuiiutfiincd that all 
this is strictly conformable to military law? Is the law so to be con- 
strued tliat the control for the time being of the military olllcors over 
the soldier is to be surrondcred to a civil ollicer and the soldier during 
that time subjected to tlio discipline jircscribed for the basest of felons? 
Is it not enough that tlio di.scipliiio of the penitentiary is not the same 
as that of the Army and that wo have no such statute as in Groat 
Britain, which allows courts-martial to sentence the soldier to the com- 
mon jail and workhouse? Martial law docs not condemn a soldier to 
the stocks, it does not clothe liim in the garb of common felons, it does 
not allow the warden of the penitentiary to subject him to discipline, 
nor does it condemn him. to solitiulo and hard, servile labor at the saiiio 
time. Ploggiiig was expressly jirohibitcd by act of Congress jiassod 
August 15, 18(11. 

The fact is that the discipline of the Army and the poiiitontiary are 
wholly unlike except in so far us they respectively indict personal suf- 
fering. The one is not intended to crush the 8 [>irit, to humiliate and 
degrade^ the other is. , ... 

Believing that you had overlooked the distinction which exists in the 
powers of the courts, naval and military, and more especially the fact 
that the iiunishment of convicts in the penitentiary is necessarily 
greater and more oifonsivo than ainilitary court-martial has the rightto 
inflict and contrary to usage I have thought it proper rcspootinlly to 
ask you to review your oiiinion upon tUhs subject, being tlio more 
iiifilined to do this because I am constrained to believe that it never 
was the intention of Congress that the volunteer soldiers who have so 
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f’Cimi'ouNly stood forth in the defense of the country siionlcl for any act 
nnide criiiiinal hy military law bo subject against tlicir will to the 
ignominious piiiiishnumr. of oonruiomont in the penitentiary, against 
Avhich the feelings of every si)iritod man must revolt. Besides if it 
shall turn nut that military courts-martial have not the power to sou- 
tonee to the penitentiary the warden must be exposed to nnmerous 
suits which the (xovernment in good faith must dofond against.

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.si)iire(I IVoin lilic <!amp to tlic prison iHcloaurc. Tlui apiico insiy bo too 
Hiiiall to i-ivo as lairo oirciilation as may bo dcsimblo, but I'oi’ tlio ])i'oa- 
Gilt do not propose to enlarge it. 1 tlicroforo adopt tlio ))]an A pro- 
pared by Lioiitcniint Siinonton and wish it carried out, so far a.s tbere 
arc buildings outside available for tlic purpose. To each group of 
seven or eight buildings one may be assigned as a kitolieii, furnisbed 
with one stove and one barrel boiler.

I liavo sent what I conceived to be an adoipnUo forno to their 
relief and hope by iny noxfc dispatch to report repulse or a retreat of 
their assailants. I liavo purposely avoided a concentration of my own 
troops at Washing-ton with a view to inducing; thopeoiile there to take 
lip arms for their own defense and I hope very soon to lie able to report 
tho formation of a full rogiuieiit hi that region.

I miiafc 1)0 I'osiioiisiblo that ou the dolivorj'- of fill tlio pTivatooiwiioii all tlio offlcorH 
rotiiined ilh lioslagcH will bo roloaBocl upon piirolo. 

If tills wore the agreeineut there could bo no doubt of your promise 
to return all tlie “olhecrs retained as hostages,” but in the saino letter 
you state that the agreement was coiitafncd in your letter of May 3 and 
yon say: 

I eoiisitliir tho "VVar Dopiu'tniout Ii.'ih fully agreed to tlio tornisatiitod in mylottorof 
thn !hl inatant. 

The letter of May 3 so far from proinishig ^‘to return all the olTieers 
retained as hostages” as you apparently suppose, confines tho proposed 
exciniiige to such as General Wool iniglit namo, and as would be equiv- 
alent to tho privateorainen according to the tariff figroed upon by the 
eartel between Great Britain and the United States in 1813 and con- 
sents that wlion that oxchmige had been nisido the other oflicorfl hold as 
liostages might “bo exchanged as usual.” 

There can bo no doubt about tho agreement. Your language is per- 
fectly explicit. You say to General Wool: 

I Nvill rotui'ii Blush oniisore «« you may niuno in oxcimngo, nneording to tlio tnri(T 
agrood iipoii by tho uartcl botw-oisii («v(int Uritiiiii am) ».h« Unltiid Staloii in 181S1. Ab 
B oon an tlioso itinn iim oxohnugod any other uHlcorB that havo boon iiulcl ab lioBtiigoH 
wlU bo oxohiui«<Jd as lutiial. 

I am willing to porfortu tlio agreement which you stated to General 
Wool “ that the Dopavtinoiit bad fully agreed to perform,” but I cannot 
coiiHeiit to carry out a palpable miaconstriiction of it much more dis- 
advantageous to the Govoriinienb of tho Oonfodorato States tlmu tho 
agi’oemout itself and evidently the result of more iiuidvertonce on your 
part. 

Even this erroneous Interprotation of your promise is founded on the 
supposition that “olllcors wore still retained as hostages,” when In fact 
they had all been restored to the condition of priBonors of wav and a 
colonel and throe captains were then actually on parole. It is thcrofoi'o 
not only erroneous in its construction of tho agroenient actually made 
but is founded on such a inisconcoption of facts that it would not bind 
you as ail iiideiicndoiit agreement. 

Yon will therefore inform General Wool that the War Department 
will execute faithfully your agreement with him of May 3 witliout con- 
sidering wliothor you wore authorized to lualco it or notj that wo will 
exchange such oflicers recently hold as hostages as ho may namo for 
the privateorsmoii according to tho cartel agreed on, but that wo sliall 
hold the others to bo exchanged hoimftor. 

I might justly coinplnin that General Wool after being informed by 
General Cobb that tbc “officers Iiibliorto hold as hostages for tlioiiriva- 
tuorsmon had been placed on tho same footing as other prisoners of 
war,” and knowing that a number of them more than equivalent to tho 
privateorsmon had actually been paroled, should yot negotiate with you 
as if they wore all still held ns hostages apparently taking advantage 
of the circumstance that you w'ere not so well informed as himself.

Ciotbing, money and Imin* 
mooka or such other articles as may iiromoto tlie liejiltli or comfort ol 
the prisouora may bo sent by you to the ofllcor commanding at Saint 
Mark’s Light and shall be dolivored to the acting master, Samuel Curtisj 
as desired in yonr letter.

The commanding general is not advised timt tboro are any prisoners 
of wav recognized as sucli by the usages of civilized nations on board 
the U. S. bark Kingftshor. 'flio dotoiition of Mr. Butts, a citizen of 
the Confederate States^ a noli-combatunt and not in tlie military service, 
is not in conformity with such usages. Tliorc are parts of your letter 
to Acting Master Curtis that are not proper to be submitted to bim. 
So much of the letter as refors to the maintenance of disci])lino and a 
preservation of the men in a condition of eniciency for future service or 
enjoining them to continued loyalty to the Tlnited States is not such a 
communication as is licensed by the rules of war. Ho muck of your 
letter as contains assurance of a provision for their nocesaitios will bo 
cheerfully communicated to them.

intention to hang ns outlaws. Without Htoppii\g to inquire whether 
they did actually lire upon your soldiers or not I asH(U’t it to bo the 
duty as well as the right of every citl>5on of this Htate to lire upon the 
soldiers of tlio United States Government so long as that Govoriunent 
persists in the invasion of their honie.s and they have the arms to 
dofond those homos with, and in the performance of that duty I shall 
sustain them at every huiJard. 

I have in custody several ofttcora and soldiers of the Army of your 
Government, and I write this to warn you that if yoiir threat is carried 
into execution against one single citls^eti of Arlcansus who now is or 
lioreafter inayfall into your liands I shall avettge his death by hanging 
every Federal ofricor and soldier whom I now hold as prisoners of war, 
and from that time forward this becomes a war of extermination 
between us, neither asking nor granting quarter. I shall put to death 
without mercy every soldier and citiiseu of the United States who falls 
into my hands. 

I am further informed that in a puhlislied order you have already 
declared this to bo a war of extermination and that you expect to wage 
it as such. I request, sir, that you spccillcally advi.so mo as to the 
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truth of such iufoniiation mid if compatible with your duty furnish me 
a copy of the order in question. If such proves to have been your dec- 
laration, however, you can consider this as an acceptance of the issue 
tendered, and we will ignore all recognized rules of civilized warfare 
and make our eamiiaigu one of savage cruelty and unsparing butchoiy,

In my absence with the Ooufcdcrato Army luy family, consisting 
of a wife, seven daughters and one little son and my house servants, 
alarmed upon the approach of General BuclPs column by my residence, 
in Maury County, Tenii,, abandoned my residence mid lied to this place. 
I had previously advised them to remain at homo, assuring them of 
protection from violence and insult by Eoderal officers. My object in 
addressing you is to obtain from youraol f a iiassport for them to return 
liomo to Maury County, Teun., and a safeguard for themselvos, my 
servants (sixteen in number), including about eight children, and my 
caiTlago and wagons for removal of such articles of furniture ns they 
have with them. General Nogloy told my brother some four weeks since 
that he would invito them back if ho thought they would return, but 
it is now impossible for mo to comnmnicato with bun. My son-in-law, 
Tliomns J. Brown, is with my family and a part of it. He is a private 
citizen, in no way connected with the Oonfedorato Army, and has not 
been since the troubles commenced. When and while at Columbus, 
Ky., I extended the protection asked in many cases to the Union men 
and their families, iiicUidiiig the families of those in tlio J^cdoral Army.

1 found soon after (loneral Uulleek left the city a large number of ]>ris* 
oners in Saint Louis ; prlsoner.s of war and <5riuiinals of all grades iiidis* 
eriiniimtely mixed together. Of many of them there was iio record in 
the i)rovOHt-marsbal’softiee or elsewlu*.re, nor uny means ol’detoriuining 
what disposition should be made of them as their iimubers incroaseil 
beyond the capacity of the Saint Louts prisons. Many of them had 
1)0011 coiiliued Ibr mouths upon the simple charge of (lisloyalty, mid 
many others for olfenscs not at all nuli(;ary, mid some through the 
malice of their jicrsonal ciieiiiicH. I therefore appointed a eommissiou 
witli imstnietious to oxamino all these eases so far as the records of I ho 
l)rovo8t-niai'slial’s ollieo would enable them, to try sncli eases as were 
proper for trial and in Avhich legal evidence could be obtained, and to 
recoiniiioiid what disposition should be made of others; in other words, 
to do what should have been done by the provost-niavshal but was not. 
These recoiumeudafcions wore forwarded, as a part of the proceedings of 
the coininission, which .1 supposed should all go to the lieadquartors of 
the do])ai'tmcut. 

I liad intended in this manner to dispose of all such eases, and wrote 
to Colonel .KeJtou for instructions as to the extent of luy autliority ii.i 
tlie premises, when I received a copy of General Orders, No. 27, current 


*Koi>ibiiiKl. 
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-soriea, and a reference to it as an answer to iny request for histmctious. 
This order turning tlici whole mutter over to the provost-inaraluil-geiicral 
of course relieved me from all resi)onsibility in regard to it. and placed 
entirely beyond my control tlio most iiniioi’tant question touching the 
future peace of Missouri. I t seems to mo-strange that 1, as coimnaiidor 
of Missouri, have uo discretion as to the disposition of prisoners cap- 
tured by my troops unless tliey be criminals wliilo the provost-marshal- 
general may release them at bis discretion} yet this is the effect of the 
order referred to.

Cenerals Your letter of the 8th in.staut stating that you Inul boon 
informed I was going to hang men wlio had lired on U, S. soldiers in 
Izard County and that I had puhliahed an order declaring this a war 
of extermination, and a.s the probability of such reports being true 
expreaaing a remarkable zeal on your part t.o avongo such co3Uluct by 
“liaiiging every Federal odicor and soldier” you hold, and declaring 
that you will “put to deatli without mercy every soldier and citizen of 
the United States who falls into my (your) hands,” is duly received. 

As there Is no truth in the reports you have received of my throat to 
hang or exterminate the terrible vcngeanco so lavishly avowed by you 
will not require notice. There was a company of about seventy rebel 
soldiers attaijked .by my bodyguard in Izard County and twonty-two 
taken prisoiier.s; 00 guns, 20 revolvers and some 20 bowie-knives wore 
taken. They were supposed to bo regularly organized troops and .sent 
to the rear as in’isonors of war. 

To prevent this war descending into one of rapiiio and assassiimtiona 
I have published the following order* whicii I intend to apply to such 
uuautliorizcd hands as General Price in a former negotiation with mo 
reiuHcd to oxcliaiigo as prisoners of war because they were private 
marauders. I will call your attention to the eouduet of some of your 
soldiers who recently robbed and burned the house of Mr. Peoples, who 
lied to the Union Hag for shelter. T have hoard of many threats and 
have proof of inimmGrablo acts of barbarity practiced by your troops 
which I trust will receive proper attention on your part, so that your 
, soldiers may not extend that species of warfare which you graphically

An act relative to prisoners of war approved May Sly 1861, 

The Oonyress of the Oonfederato States of America do cnaot, Tliat all 
prisoners of war taken whether on land or at sea during the pending 
hostilities with the United States shall bo transfeiTed by the oaptors 
from time to time and as often a-s conveniout to the’Uopartmeut of 
War; and it shall bo the duty of tho Secretary of War with the 
approval of tho I'residont to issue such instructions to tho Quartor- 
niastor-Goneral and his subordinates as shall provide for tho safe cus- 
tody and snstonaifce of pri.soners of war; and tlie rations fnruish'ed 
prisoners of war .shall bo tho same in quantity and quality as those fur- 
nished to oulisted men in the Army of tho Ooufoderaoy, 
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Seo. 2. That tho eighth section of the act entitled “An act rccogmz- 
iiiff tho oxistoiicc of Tvar between tho United States and the Oonloc er- 
ato States, and concorning lettera of marque, iwizea and pnao goods,

Sir ! You are hereby associated with Captain Huso and Major Ander- 
son, now in London, in the purchase of arms and munitions of war 
for this Government. On your arjival in London you will exhibit tins 
communication to them, as it ia necessary that they should know this 
fact without delay to secure co-operation. By recent dispatches they 
have been directed to purchase 100,000 muskets or ritles, and it is of 
the utmost importance that speedy shipments be made. To this point 
some one of you should devote special attention. 

In this conneotiou it is proper to remark that Captain Korth, of the 
0. B. Navy, is now in Europe to purchase vessels for this Covernment, 
and it is probable that being a British subject you might secure the 
shipment under British colors. 

In scouring arms it is not t)i6 purpose of the Department to restrict 
you to any partioular locality but to urge the commission to proceed 
wherever there is any probability of success. Tlio necessities of the 
Government are such as to rociuire tlio utmost expedition and Industry 


oil the part of its agents. 

Special directions in the nature of instructions are purposely avoided, 
as the Department has conftdenco in the divserotion of its agents and 
must leave them free to exercise their discrotiou under the necessities of 
their position.*

Sir: Your letter to Governor Letcher of the 28 th instant has been 
received. In it you inclosed the copy of a dispattdi received by you 
from Lord Lyons, the minister at WLishington of Her Britannic Majesty, 
under date of tlie .I 5 tli instant, and also copies of live aiUdiivits whi(5h 
accoinpunied said dispatch relative to the supposed compulsory enlist- 
ment of Her Majestyjs subjects in military bodies in this State, and 
urging that an investigation may bo made into the cases submitted. 

Italforda mo pleasure to inform you by direction of the Governor 
that the Oominonwoaltli of Virginia has every disposition to ouUivato 
1 10 most friendly relations with tlio Govornmont of Groat Britain and 
that no aubjoob of Hor Britannic Miyosty would bo mustorod into and 
retained In the sorvico of this State by compulsion if tho fact wore niado 
to appear. In the lli’st place the law of the State only requires “able 
bodied male citizens between tlio ages of eighteen and forty-llve, resi- 
dent within tlio State,” to perform military duty. Hone otliers are 
subject to draft. In tho next place in tho conlliot jxmding between 
this State and tho (lovorument of thoirnited States no troops liavo 
been called out except voluntoors and no man can bo enlisted into a 
volunteer company iinle.ss it bo byhia own choice and free wills and 
when ho voluntarily enters into obligations imposed upon sueli com- 
panies it seems but proper that lie should be required to fulllll his con- 
tract. If any jierson has boon forced into service against his will tlio 
law of the State gives him tho right to a writ of kaimfi cormiti whieli 
will enable him to bring up the question of his illegal detention before 
the eml authority and any judge would liavo the right to discharge 
him. This writ luva not been siispoudod and until it sluill bo by compe- 
tent luitlionty no military commander would have the right to hold 
him agaiiiat such discharge. 

This being the law of this OommonwoaltU it is rospeotfully submitted 
to you and througli you to llis Exeollonoy Lord Lyons wliothor it is not 
proper to remit the parties in whoso favor affidavits have boon pro- 
soiitcd to their legal rights andeivil remedies. Besides those sugges- 
tioiis it i.s a woll-sottled principle of national law tliat a siibjoot of a 
loreigri power may bo enlisted in tho defense of tlio country wiioroin he 
may be rosidGiifc when that country is not at war with the nation to 
which ho belongs. Tho right to domaiul sorvico of one who receives 
protection In defending tho country which gives it is not only based 
upon rational principles but is I believe undisputed. Tho only question 
would be wlietlier an alien could bo called upon by tho country wherein, 
he 18 rosidoiit to take up arms against that which claims his allegiance. ^ 
Unit question is not here presented. There has nob only boon no 
necessity to maintam this right but there is no occasion “ibr compul- 
sory onlistinoiits in military bodies in this country.” Tho difflouitv 
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lias beoii to I’cstraiu tlie iminbcr of voluntcoi-s, and if thci’O be any 
cases of involuntury enliatnieiit they must have occuircd niidcr inisap- 
X^reliension of tlie liu;ts. 

It lias been deemed proper to make tbe.so siig:8:estions from a dispo- 
sition to exhibit the most friendly relations with Great Britain and 
bettause it is necessary to state that all the troops of the State of Vir- 
ginia havinj^- been transferred to the Government of the Confederate 
States under a convention between the two governmcnls the State has 
no control over the eases referred to in your letter. It is therefore 
respectfully suggested that these eases bo referred to the Government 
of (ho (Joiifedoiate Stales for eonsidoratiou and action.

Neither can this Govcviiinoiit recog- 
iiixc you ill connection with any military organixfition in the Confedei'iito 
service, while it could not receive you us a deserter because you have 
never been a member of the U. S. Army and cannot thereforo have 
deserted from it. The militia laws arc not under the control of this 
Government and that question cannot therefore bo answered here. 

However great may have been the wrongs practiced or threatened 
upon you, however delusive the hopes with whieli you may have been 
eheated, liowever perlidions may have been the conduct of those whom 
you arraign, that could not justify this Government in retaliating by 
pcriidy or in authorizing you on its p.art to violate an oath solemnly 
entered into, or in receiving you into its service while still under the 
obligation of thi.s oath; and however i)ainfiil in tlie present case may 
be the consequences it is clear that, for tlje maintenance of the public 
honor, which is beyond all conscqiicnccs important, this principle must 
be ob.served. 

With regard to the lU'ivato wrongs which you have suifered or with 
which you may be threatened and the inxrposes which you may entor- 
tain ill such contiiigencios thi.s Government can have no control. If 
your homo, your life and the lives and honor of those dear to you 
should be threatened or outraged this Department can have no control 
over the measures which yon as a man may fool it ne<;essary to take to 
protect or to avenge them. It would sympathize with your feelings 
and oiforts, but it could lend no authority to your action in the name of 
the OoiUederate States. 

This Donartment dcplor<is c<nially with yourself tlio fatal error of 
judgment into wliixdi you have fallen, and the Soiiretaiy of War is 
willing to believe that no Intention of dishonor was jmrposod by you 
or by those wlio aided with you. The reproach which may have boon 
cast upon your name he trusts you may yet ho enabled to remove by 
honorable deeds, but whatever may bo his sympathies the piiblie lionor 
of tins Government cannot bo compromised in behalf of any personal 
oonsidoratiou whatsoever.

General: Since my arrival in the State I have made diligent in- 
quiry as to the best dispo.sition that could be made of the prisoners 
captured ii’om’ the eiiouiy. 1 found upon reaching this city that atejis 
had already been taken in the matter by direction of the Cxovernor and 
tlie result oommuiiioatod by him to tlie Secretary of War. I am con- 
vinced that the plan suggested in that communication is tlie boat that 
can be made. In fact it was the almost unanimous recommendation of 
tlio persona to whom I mentioned the matter. Salisbury is located in 
tlie moat productive region of the State. I liavo no doubt that if Col- 
onel Johnston, our Oomiiiissary-Gencral of Subsistence, were authorized 
to do so ho could make a contract for subsisting the prisonoi;s at a 
much leas coat than to issue to them the usual army ration, hruita, 
vegetables (garden) and freah moats are produced in great abundance 
with a very limited market for them. That county has furnished nearly 
1 ()(){) men for the war, which of course increases the usual surplus pro- 
ductions in that proportion. I am creditably informed that more wlioat 
has been raised ill that part of the State than can be stored {way in 
the naual granaries. I respectfully refer you to the Hon. Burton 
Oraigo, Member of Oongress, who resides in that town and can give 
vou all the information on that subject you will want.

Tin's Department can- 
not authorize, the release of any of tlie prisoners mentioned upon their 
oath not to si'.rve against the Gonl'ederutc States, nor could the lor- 
oigiiers among them whom you numtioii bo udniitted to join our vol- 
unteer ranks. .Ltossvally and Widgen, having boon arrested not as 
Xirisonei's of war, are certainly entitled to the writ of hahciiH corpus, 
but this Deiiartment takes the liberty of reminding Your Dxoelloiicy 
that it has been the uniform practice of the courts in .Miinilar eases not 
tn grant discharges except by the authority of thc<ioverumeiit, or after 
full legal process. 

With regard to the sailing innstcr who was captured by the authori- 
ties of North Carolina before that State became a member of the Oon- 
federaey, this De])artment does not assume to exercise control.

There is now but one thing for mo to do. You do not look upon us 
as worth tlio trouble; 1 therefore slate tlieso facts: Our services in 
Alexandria were important, trying, valuable ami well performed. We 
have rendered SG-'dees since our liberation too. I myself have lost my 
all by devotion cause. My property is destroyed; my family 

wore driven out of home by armed ruftlans and they wore seeking m'o 
to murder me (having found out my position liere) and would have 
succeeded, but I had acted on my resolution of never being oaught 
again and left with tho army. In tho retreat from Fairfax Court- 
House 1 was among tho last and am happy to bo able to prove that I 
was of service in it. I was useful in both battles near ManassEis, 
though I did not use any weapon, not having, rocei ved your letter then 
and still being hopeful of exchange. Whatever happens I shall still 
do Jill I can for our cause. My assertions hero 1 can jirove and among 
my witnc8so.s are Generals Bonham and Ewell, and Colonels Terrett, 
Taylor, Corse and (especially) Kershaw, and many other ollicers.

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• I am cortaiuly a wiser man now tlian I was two inoiitlis ago, and if 
allowed to do so whether exchanged or not could soon bring to the field 
a company of eager youths whose bitter exporioiiee would make them 
dangerous to the foe. I desire exchange for niy own credit, but if it 
cannot be eifected I should hope our services might still be received, as 
our obligation would be but a personal thing between us and the United 
States Government and something into which you are not bound to 
inquire. Of course if you still think didbrently we must submit. There 
is only one way for us then. If I return to prison (of course at my own 
risk) will you then exchange for mo and give iue my rank ? I will serve 
for a private’s pay and indeed as a private. I trust, sir, you may aflbrd 
me some relief, as you express the hope that I may wipe out the stain 
on our arms by noble deeds and yet leave mo no way of performing 
those deeds except a suicidal one. 

I must iind something to do as I really have no way of providing for 
my family, our income having failed, nor will I be content but in active 
service. 1 am sorry to trouble you, but 1 cannot resist tlie inclination 
when I find they are crying lor oxcliango. I shall toil for my country 
as long as a foot of her soil is hold by the base oppressor, but I will 
never cease to strive for iny own vindication till tlie cruel arts they 
praoticod, the violation of tliat (lag and the youth ami inexperience of 
myself and men have cleared n.s in the good opinion of the world. 
■VVliou-all is known it will bodone. Virginia has not recalled from me 
the cominissioii I hold under her authority. I do not know why you 
refuse me the title it conveys. It cannot bo recalled except by sontomio 
of a court-martial, and Iloavon knows I would rejoice to have to incur 
that danger.

Your various communications addressed to tlie President of the Con- 
federate States of Amorioa and to tlua Department praying for your 
discharge on parole, or for an agreement with the (Jovornment at 
Washington by wliich you may bo exchanged lor 0. B. prisoners held 
by that Goverunient, have been duly read and considered. 

It does not comimrb with tho i)oliey of this Govoriiment to discharge 
any more of its prisoners upon parole, in view of tho fact that proceed- 
ings are even now being instituted in the courts of New Yorlc through 
which a largo nuinbor of persons so discharged are sought to bo fur- 
nished with a subterfuge under which they may again enlist and enter 
the field against our x>oaco and safetj^j but not only have tho .petitions 
wliicli some of your fellow-prisoners addressed to tho Government at 
Washington praying to be exchanged boon forwarded to that Govern- 
ment, bnt the President of the Oonfodorato States of America has also 
addressed to that Goyornmentacoininunication proposing an exchange 
of prisoners in accordance with tho uniform and universal rule of civil- 
ii^od warfare. 

The Government at Wa-shington have not thought proper to respond 
either to the one o r the other. That Govornmon't has so far ignored

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your oxistenGQ. If this Goveriimout have clioseii to piusue toward 
yon within the limits of a proper regard for tlioir own security the 
Gour.se ot civilization and common liiimaiiity it is because our people 
have been taught from infancy to practice kindness and generosity 
toward a disarmed or fallen adversary and would not countenance in 
tlioirGoverninent a departure from these Ohristain teachings. It is 
grateful to this Government to be able to meet the sentiments of its 
citizens. We nmat, however, under tliese circumstances retain you as 
hostages. 1 his is required by the inexorable necessities forced upon 
the Government of the Oonfederate States of America by the Govern- 
ment of the United States, and to satisfy that fixed sense of iiistice 
acknowledged by all mankind. 

You must therefore direct your appeals to the Government at Wash- 
iiigtoii, under the assurance that tlie Government of the Oonfederate 
States of America having due sympathy for your situation holds itself 
open to a proposition for an exchange of prisoners according to the 
custom of Ohristiaii nations and the usages of civilized warfare

Sill: I liavo a letter from my fath<;r in Now Yorlc City concerning 
case of Colonel Woo<l, a prisoner from the Kourteeuth Pogimeut, of 
Brooklyn. My father resi<U*<l in this place ov(u- forty years and his 
feelings are entirely with the South. Me has been engaged with my 
brother, also a resident of tlmt city, in aiding our cause to wliatevor 
extent they could both before and since the war. 'L'he within i)amphlet 
was written by my brother. Prom iieculiar (iircmnstances they are botli 
kept for the present Nortli. I ineiition these facts that it may lend 
whatever aid toward the object of this letter, and refer yon foj' mysolf 
to the honorable Mes8r.s. Branch and llunin. 

Since Colonel Wood’s imprisonment my father has become imiirossed 
conscientioualy with the idea that little attontiontt to Colonel Wood by 
way of not conlining him with common aoldiera and even extending 
some liberties will bo of much benefit to our cause, and ho has in fre- 
quent letters to me urged that whatever of inlluenco could be used in 
Colonel Wood’s case be extended. I know not tlie peculiar circum- 
stances whereby he claims for liiin any exemption from others myself, 
as he does not stale them to me only in general terms, but 1 am satis- 
lied that my fath(?r’.s large acquaintance in the cities of New York and 
Brooklyn enables liim to know, and therefore to speak. 

Simultaneous with the receipt of my father’s lirst letter I received a

1 urns nitrod need to a. wounded Federal officer, Colonel Wood, of a 
^rooldyn regiment, to whom the utmost attention and kindness had 
been exhibited. 1 hat very niorning, fully three days after the battle, 
tile unfortunate snllerer was discovered in a neighboring thicket, whither 
ho had crawled after being disabled. Iain informed that a coiinle of 
Ilia men remained with him, attended to his wounds and brought him 
water, the only retresliiuent they could procure. This is a deed of hero- 
ism worthy of being recorded; for why should we not recognize the 
virtues oven of aii ommiy? ® 

I had some desultory' i-onvorsatiou with the wounded ooloiiol, wlio 
appeared so gentlemanly and amialjlc tliat I am not astonished that ho 
slumld have boon a gr<‘at lavorite with his command. “How miioli 
better, I observed, “that the unibrtunato contest which now wages 
between both sections of this country had been averted by mutual con- 
cessions— by anything in fact short of bloodshed?” “Iiufced, yes, sir,” 
he rejoined m a weak, tremulous voice, “seeing tliat the same results 
niust ultimately onstie, then how much more politic to have realized 
them without war than witli it.” Colonel Wood scomed overpowered 
hy the kindness and ho.spitallty shown to him by an enemy, from whoso 
hands ho was led to expect no favor and from whose heart no compas- 
Sion. I am credibly informed that the wounded Federalists in our hos- 
pitals froqiieiitly weep owing to the uniformly kind manner in which 
Cicy are treated. It seems 1 fear a prevalent idea with the oiiemy that 
Southern soldiers are destitute of the common feoliiiga and amenities 
ol liuinamty, and that no (garter need ho expected should the fortunes 
of war place them at their morijy. “Kill me, if you like,” observed a 
wounded man to oneof onr soldiers who approached him as ho was 
lying helpless on the Hold; “kill me, if you like. I am a true citizen 
and Southeriior, but was forced into the thing. Kill mo, if you like”

Treated as our pri.soner.s now are 
captivity has neither sacrilice nor sufl'ering to a largo pro]»ortion of them. 
Tlioy are as well or better fed and cared for generally fclian if they 
wore in their own ranks or even in their own homes. 1 am i)] ej)arcd to 
believe that the greater ]»ortion of the Arm 5 ' of our enemy are men who 
iaro better as soldiers than as citizens and who enter the ranks for tliat 
reason. If so the iiicrea.sing distress and stai-vation of the lower classes 
of the Northern population will eoutiime to swell their ranks unless 
some' counter policy on our part can evade its iiifiuence.

No. If it is 
proposed to disehargo iho on parole Avill my Government consent to it? 
No. Will the (Jonfedorato States feed and clothe inoV No. Will my 
own Government do so if consented to by the (Jonfedorato States? No. 
Will tlie Confederate Stales then discharge inc uncoiulitionally ? Never. 
Then of course if captured 1 must starve? Certainly. Tlmt such a 
state of alfaii's would tend to cripple if not crush all Jittemi)t8 at roci’uit- 
ing I cannot doubt.

Djqar Sir: Happening a few days since to montiou the mattoi of 
the scarcity of .shoos to J. Bandolph Tucker, esq. (our State attorney), 
mid asking him of the chances or probability of being able through the 
authorities to obtain the sonices of siicli of the prisoners now conllnod 
here, lie referred me to the quartermaster, Coufedorato forces. On 
seeing him ho referred mo to General Winder, Ho, acknowledging his 
Avillingness to theplan I proposed, referred me to Your Excellency before 
deciding for your opinion on the matter. The plan I propose or the 
terms on which I apply for their services is to ascertain how many of 
N them would voluntarily agree to work in prison at such prices as 
would oiiabhi me to re.serve to the Confederacy such sum as would feed 
^ them during their coiilimmiont or give them the full bouolitof their 
labor, as the decision of officials might be. This would I have no doubt 
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be an agreeable relief to them, might be of some little revenue to the 
Confederacy and fill ni) to some extent at least a luucli-nceded supply 
of an article imlisi)en8able to the comfort of our troops, many of whom 
arc even now but poorly supplied with suitable shoes from the fact that 
they cannot be obtained. It may not bo known to Your hlxcollency 
that this groat scarcity of shoes does exist, but with this inatter I am 
familiar, having been for many years engaged in the manufacturing and 
dealing in shoes in this city. Tlie impossibility of obtaining the serv- 
ices of shoemakers who are amongst us and of us arises from the fact 
that every man or boy who can make or thread is now and has been for 
several months engaged in military work at such advanced prices and 
wages that none can bo induced to work on shoos. Tliis scarcity of 
hands is still further increased from the second fjuit tliat about ono-lialf 
of those formerly employed in that way were Northern men who naught 
the Bull Bun fever and left us for homos more congenial to their feel- 
ings. Slionld tins matter bo or seem to Your lilxcolloncy one which 
might be carried through on the tonus I propose without detriment in 
any sense 1 would bo pleased to receive a permit (after satisfying you 
who and what 1 am) to visit the prisons and see what I might do or 
wimt iniglit bo done in tins way. In tlio moantimo slioukl you chance 
to SCO or moot with James Lyons, esq., at .Fos, Mayo’s, osip, city mayor, 
they can inform you of my character with regard to the propriety of 
my visiting your pri.sons.

Doctor Il[omi8toii] came to this place in coiniiaiiy with 
a Oolouel Wood, of a Brooklyn regiment, who was very severely 
wounded. Tins oflicer I have learned made a very favorable iinin'es- 
siou upon Colonel Withers and others who had the custody of him for 
one or two weeks after the battle, when lie was sent to a private house 
111 Charlottesville. I further learn that his medical attendant, Doctor 
-I loinistoii, has behaved in a manner to win the commendation of observ- 
ers, although it is apparent that he is not a person of any cousidornblo 
refinement or of large professional attaiimionts.

Sir: 1 did myaolf the lionor to address Your Excellency on the 2i)th 
ultimo with roferouco to the alleged refusal on the part of a so-called 
committee of safety at Wilmington of pevinission of a British vessel, 
tlio H(jlioouer Carrie Saudford, to take in a cargo and proceed to a neu- 
tral port. In my letter I pointed out the extreme irrognlarity of the 
proceedings of this committee and requested yon interpose your author- 
ity withouD delay that the vessel should suffer no wrong at the hands of 
citizeiia of North Carolina. A fortnight has elapsed withf)ut any reply 
from Your Excellency, and ns time is of the greatest conse(]uenee to the 
interest involved in this question I take leave to call your attention to 
it and to solicit your speedy action upon it. Other British vessels have 
as I am informed arrived at Wilmington since the Oarrio Saudford, and 
it is absolutely necessary that I sliould be informed of the course wliicli 
Your Excellency intends to a<1opt. If you in-oiirose to sanction the pro- 
ceedings of the self constituted authorities of Wilmington I should at 
least wish to bo acquainted with the fact. If us I cannot doubt you 
shall see fit to reprobate them it is only fair that the masters of the 
vesst'ls should not be unnecessarily delayed. The blockade of tlie port of 
'Wilmington is and has been totally inelfcetive from its oommeueement. 
Of this the best proof is furnislied by the mimcrons arrivals and depart- 
ures of vessels.

She can only carry out such a preten- 
sion by incurring a heavy responsibility toward those with whoselawfnl 
commerce she interferes. Your Excellency is doubtles.s aware that tlio 
Congress of the Confedci’ate States has opened all the i)orts along the 
coast to neutral vessels, thus inviting the very trade which the citizens 
of Wilmington seem disposed to reject.

Sir: I am instructed to state hi reply to your inquiry of the 14th 
instant that the prepayment of letters from Lineolnito prisoners is 
uunecossary as this responsibility will rest upon the authorities at Port 
Monroe, with regard to Southern prisoners our postage lau' approved 
July 29, lyui, appears to cover the case. That law provides that —

upon dollvery, &o. 

This law also contains a proviso requiring all letters so sent to be 
Indorsed with tho name, and that they .shall bo on account of the indi- 
vidual sending thoin. Such iudorseuients must also contain a descrip- 
tion of tho party sending the same by stating his military title if an 
odlcor, or if a private or musician, his company and regiment. Tho 
letters you have received are in-obably unsealed and the requirements 
of this proviso may bo supplied under your direction.

The iiroperly of Oraigen, Uio chief of tlic band and as a traitor to 
the Commonwealth, by our laws lias been (jotidscatcd. A.s an offuier I 
have felt it my duty to assist in the execution of a law made for the 
protection of our citizens by taking possession of his iiropeity. This 
hms been the authority for the act. If Oraigen shows himself not a 
traitor his i)rnpert.y (an inventory of which has been carefully taken) 
will be returned to him.

inont for 810,000, payable in Oonfederato bonds. Tliove was some 
difllculty about the immediate possession of onoof tholionsos. A high 
plank inclosure will have to be erected around it and some preparation 
for the guards or servants wbich may cost some $2,000 or $3,000 inovo, 
and will thou I suppose xirovide ibr 400 or 501) in-isonors, but outaule ol. 
the factory houses acconifnodatlon could be made lor as nniiiy more, . 
depending upon the extent of ground inclosed and the heiglit and 
security of the inclosuro (tlio ground iseatimated at seven acres). Ihe 
aiiumnt of land privilege (seven acres) would enable you to make the 
most extensive accoinmodatjons. . 

I liad no State troops to appropriate for a guard and no provision 
was made to enable mo to keep up siudi an establislunoiit, and upon 
notifying Mr. Walker of it the further negotiation of it (leased, iho 
iiicrcaso of your xirisoners of war may render a renewal ol this negotia- 
tion dosirahle. If so 1. tender you my assistance or refer you immedi-

I have some forty prisoners hove that were sim t mo by yonr predoeessor 
who gave ino no notice whatever until they wore brought here aiul no 
further preparation has been made for them than guarding them in the 
Fair <Irounds, which requires all the time of a full company of volnu- 
tcers to bo detailed for that duty and they have been fed and clobluHl. 
If there is no prosiiect of their excdiango or discharge by iiarole 1 must 
ask for some winter quarters for them.

Tlie Kentuckians wo of course regard as pris- 
oners of war but can the Tounossocaiis bo looked upon in the same 
light? The general comiminding desires to bo informed as to the dispo-' 
sition ho shall make of both classes of those prisoners.

As these measures are intended to repress the infamous attempt now 
made by the enemy to (;ommit.ju«li(5ial murder on pri.soiiers of war you 
will execute them strictly as the mode bc.st culenlated to ])revent the 
commission of so heinous a crime.

island lifteen minutes or more I was lorried in

tlio bank to the island to cross to Marylaiul 1 liad scarcely attriiotcd 
any attention, but at this i>oiiit when about to enter tlie boat a cai)- 
tain, whoseemcil to be superintending the embarkation of tlie wounded, 
when being told that .1 was a prisoner, excluinicd, <‘ Iiang him.’’ Heino' 
told again that ! was a pri.souer he repeated the exelainaiion. TJiis 
appeal was not seconded by any voice that I heard. From the Mai y- 
laiid shove I was conducted to the camp of the Oalifoniia Itegiinent 
nnd pbKicd near a lire. Shortly after I was handcuCfed and talceii to a 
Hinall tent, Avhen the InindcuHs were removed. At dayliglit on tlie Idl- 
lowing 'rnesday moiming the men of the bi’igade in large minibeis 
assembled around my tent ami for three hours abused me with the 
vilest im]>reeatious. Some of the brigade ollllcers visited mo afterwards, 
when there was a partial <5essatiou of the abase. In tlie afternoon near 
sundown a captain of cavalry and a lientenaut came to me and said 
that I was to be taken to Poolcsville and that in obedience to orders 
they would be eomijolled to pinion my arms. I reiilied tliat I lind seen 
a number ot their ollicers prisimors in oiir camps and never saw one of 
tliem ollei'od such aai indignity and that I pi-otested against the ti'eat- 
niont. My elbows were then pinioned together and umb'i’ guard of a 
lieutenant and four men I wascomludod to Jiieutcnant Oolonel Wistar, 
on tlio road to Poolcsville. I (lallcd his attention to my ariiiH being 
innioned. lie said that if 1 would imomiso not to atteinpt an escape 
my arms should bo loosed. I gave the proinuso and my arms were 
untied. Arriving at Poolcsville I was taken to the eamj) of the Massa- 
chusetts I'diteimth. The next morning, Wc(lm?.sday, for a few lionrsl 
was iiiHiiltiHl both by ollicers and men. After breakfast I was sent in a 
wagon down to (lenerul »Stono on tho'rivm*. 1 1<^ aslced mo wlial; treat- 
jiieiit .1 had received, and upon being jii(brmed(‘xpressed regret. After 
rmnaiiiing here a f(5W hours I was sent back to tlie .Massaeliusetts 
Fiftooiitli and during tbe remainder of my stay in their (jiinii) had no 
cause to comjiiaiii of my treatment, owing I suppose to (leneral Stone’s ’ 
orders, (leneral Stone afterwards visited im*, making inquiries eon- 
eorniiig my comfort which he seemed doeirons to promote. Tlie next 
Monday .1 was sent under a strong es(!ort to Washington and there 
imprisoned in (ho Old Oapitol building. I elVec.led my escape IVom that 
prison Tuesday, November 5, arriving liere. yesterday. I have miubj 
this dota-lled statement, my treatment being in the eases i: have stated 
HO niueh at variance with what 1 had expected wildi usage and our 
tvoatiiient of tlieir prisonors.

From it it appears that the pa.pci“ inill which was rented by the agent 
appointed by you as a suitable place for the <5ustody and aceoinnioda- 
tion of the prisoners of war sent to Tuscaloosa is in every repeet 
unsuitable Ibr that purpose. It is roprcaonted that this building is 
utterly untenabloj that there is no ilooiing in tho first story and in a 
largo room in tho roar no silKs upon which flooring can belaid; thiittho 
grouiuls are low and damp, the walls moldy; tlnifc tlioro are no win- 
dows and that there are largo apertures in the brick- work. It is also 
i'e])rosohted that there is no water convonloiitly near; that there are no 
chinuioya and no appointments for heating tiie building or cooking tlio 
food of tho prisoners. In short, it appears that with referoneo to tlie 
numbor of prisoners to be accommodated tho necessary arrangonienta 
for their custody and reasonable comfort, and tho degree of expendi- 
turo noces.sary and essential to render this building even approximately 
suitable for tlie purpose for wliich it was designed the conduct of the 
agent has been such as to merit tho severest aiiimadvorsion. The con- 
tract whi(;h lui has made therefore is, not approved, and the Do])art- 
inoiit disclaims any roponsibility on tho part of tho Government arising 
out of it. Your agent therefore will take ineasuros to have tho con- 
tract which ho has made abrogated, or if that cannot bo done ho must 
meet the rosponsibility it entails iiersonally. The Goveriimont will not 
rocognizo or be bound by it,

Sui: I rospuetl'ully ask your attention to tiie following case and its 
Javorablo (ionsideratlon : Bomo time in August last, I believe, a young 
man in the Loudoun Cavalry, Arthur Dawson, was witli ilvo others 
suiTounded and captured by the enemy. The tender years aiulosti- 
niablo character of this young man induced many persons at tlio time 
10 interest thoinselvo.s to procure his oxchaiigo. Ho was one of throe 
sons ol a widow lady (all of whom were in our service), and his mother 
who residoil lininodiatoly between the lines of the two armies near 
Leesburg excited by her boreaVod and distro-ssod condition the sympa- 
thy of the ofdcors of botli. Colonel Geary, commanding a Ponnsylva- 
nia regiment opposite Leesburg, had boon in former years when an 
ollicer on the Baltimore and Ohio Kailroad a guest at the house of this 
lady and soomod to retain some, recollection of licr former kindness to 
him, Ho ollored at the time to secure the exchange of young Ilawson 
for one Henry .lolinson, of Hew Hampsbire, a prisoner of Bull Pun. 
On the other hand Oolonol Huntoii, of the Highth Virginia Eoglmcnt 
(near Leesburg), endeavored to obtain the consent of this Department 
to the exchange. The letter* of Colonel Hunton (on iile) and another* 
irom Lieutenant Pcarco on tho same subject are herein inclosed, The 
answers to tlio same are on our lottor books.

My J3EAR Slit: Two lmiulr(«l and (Ifty of tins llatteras iirisoners 
have boon reksased as I am informed upon p:iro!o not to light against 
the United States until an ocpial number of Yanliee prisoni'i's are 
released by our (lovernment. Some of the i)i‘iHoners reaehed here 
to day and wo are greatly rejoiced at their return. Many ol'thein look 
ns if tiioy had fared quite roughly, but our gonoral iiifoi'ination is that 
they have been treated as avoU as could be expeclijd under the c-irenm- 
staiicoH. 

They'feel coniklont if onr Government sends an oijual number of 
Yankee prisoners that the residue of <jnr prisoners at Fort Warnm, as 
prisoners of war, will be released. Several of onr single young men 
after being selcc.tml for rislcase voluntarily eoiisoiitod to remain in the 
])liu;e of married men, thus manifesting a aelf-sacrillce highly commend- 
able. You will recollect that soon after their capture 1 wrote to you a 
reiinestif it was at all practicable to ollect an exchange. I am sure 
now the President will not stiiiid upon a punctilio in regard to the form 
of oxehange, although the coiiduet of the United States Goyeriiment

I cannot give np a regular for a volunteer onicer. Lieutenant Hurt 
l)ring\s ino tlie iiujloRed list* of prisoners hold by the enemy at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, with a verbal statement from General lio.secriins that if wo 
will seiul a like number of oflicers and men captured from his com- 
mand ho will give u)> the prisoners on the list in exchange. Lieuten- 
ant Hurt’s parole is from General McOlelhiii through his Adjutant- 
General, Thomas. A number of other exchanged prisoners came to us 
on like ])arolo. 

1 juit you in possession of these facts as a preface to a request that 
you send an oflicer with a flag of truce to General McClellan i)ropo8ing 
to him to establish some general system of exchange by which details 
equally annoying to him and to ns will be avoided. We cannot con- 
sent to continue a system so partial in its operation, so cumbersome iu 
detail and sodifllcultof execution; nor do we seeany.jnst ground for 
distinguishing between priaoiior.s taken atdifleront points or belonging 
to dillercnb commands. Tliis Is one general war between the two 
opposing forces and as its fortunes vary prisoners are taken by each 
side in dinbrent localities. 

The usages of oiviltzed warfare require that the eommanding gen- 
erals on each aide should agree on a< cartel of exchange. General 
McClellan is commandcr-in cliief of all tlio armies of the United States, 
but wo liavono siuih odiccr in our service. As you, however, are of tlio 
highest grade known to us I now intrust yon witli the pi)W(!v of enter- 
ing into negotiations with General McOlollan by dag of truce for agon- 
oral ox(5]iango for our whole forces. You are thci’ofore requested to 
send to him tlio propo.sitlon to enter into arrangements for a general 
cxoliungo of prisoners on fair terms and on sornedolinito basis to bo 
agreed on, and to inform him that if the proposition bo unaeeoptablo 
we regret to bo forced to docHno making any furtljor excliangoa on the 
anomalous system whi<‘.h now exists and whi(5h oxporionee Inis sativsfied 
us must prove impracticable.

Wo can force them on tliat point by retain- 
ing the hostages and refusing to exchange them. Gonornl Wool had 
tlio hardihood to ]n’oi)oao to exchange the privateer Smith, condotnnod 
to death, for Colonel Corcoran. So impudent and unbluslung an 
attempt was of course treated with contempt.

Bisho]) Amos, of the Metlio* 
diat Epia(!()pal Ciuireh in tlm IJnitod States, has accepted tlui ap]»oin(;- 
iiioiit aa one of tlte pro|>osc(l visitors and inspectors of Rielnnond pris- 
oners of w’ar and tlieir prisons. 1 know not whether tliey ivill Ini 
allowed to enter our lines ami prosecute their mission or not. I do, 
however, know Rishop Amos. JBi has been for many years a shrewd 
and i)otent politician. 1. am myself a Methodist prcaidier and haVo 
been for iiiiieteen years. I have been a mombor of the Baltimore Oon- 
fereiieo, stationed for some years past in Baltimore and Wasliingtou 
cities. 1 was in (diargo of a congregation in Baltimore w’heu our pres- 
ent troubles burst forth iijion us. I resigned my congregation in June 
and came to my native Virginia to do whatever I might for her and 
the South. I was immediately called into the activities of the present 
sti'uggle — first as a lieutenant in a company of mounted riilonion, then 
ilii'migli Col. J. E. B. Stuart’s solicitations and roeoinmondation you 
gave inetho apiiointinciit of chaplain to the First Virginia Cavalry, 
and siibseiiuently my ])reseiit ])osition upon Oonoral J. 10. B. Stuart’s 
staff as imiijor ami chief of staif to his hrigado. Excuse this apparent

The delay in answering yours of tlio 4th' of .Tanuui" 
arose ft-om tlie difllculty in IliHling a proper agent iimlcr General Bragg’ 
instructions to proceed P) the reported disalfectcd diati’ict to obtaii 
the infonnation he roquiros. It was necesaaiy to procure an intelligen 
and reliable man acquainted with the Inibits of that i)Ooj)le. There are 
I ilml, but few such men here who have oaon visited and are familia 
with the people in that neighborhood. After considorablo necessan 
delay I found that a Mr. John Winston, of Entaw, rtsprosented as I 
reliable and oompotont person, was going to that vicinity on business 
As directed by General Jh-agg 1 gave him verbal instrnotioiiH to ascor 
tain if the rumored encampment existed, its extent and inirposo, ant 
the general sentiment of the people in that part of the conutry, anc 
particularly whether any open or latent hostile vienvs likely todoinjmu 
to our cfimsc existed tlioro. Immediately after hi.s return and report, 1 
was obliged to go to Montgomery to raise money upon a sanctionoc 
estimate to proouro supplies for the iirisonors, it being impo.ssible t( 
procure funds hero. Tlio report of this agent was of sueh a nature tha1 
I ditl not deem it important to require them to put it in writing. H( 
reports that there liad boon a. gathering in a eamp ])rofcsBodly for hunt 
ing; that none now existed; that while a largo number of the people arc 
Union men ovorytliing was quiet and no hostile sentiment likely to be 
iniurious existed. In regard to that portion of your communioatiou o] 
the 4th ultimo mstructing mo to make a montlily report, &c., I referred 
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it to heaiUiuartors at Itiohinoiul, and have as yet receivotl :io reply. 
General Bragg will do me the justice to believe that my solo ambition 
in tho service is to do my duty, and that J. recognize the highest 
duty of a soldier to be to obey orders, and I should feel it an honor 
to servo under his orders, at the same time I would most rospectlully 
submit to him tho consideration that I was sent hero by order of 
Brigiulier-Goneral Winder, commanding prisoners of war, and witli- 
out any instructions to report to the commandant of this military 
district. I have been acting under General Winder’s orders and it is 
possible that from want of concert I might receive contradictory or 
inconsistent orders from Jiichmoud and tho headquarters of this mili- 
tary department. This would place me, without any fault of mine, in 
a most embarrassing situation. For these reasons I referred that por- 
tion of your eomniuuicatiou to Bichinond, and not from want of respect 
to Major-General Bragg or want of disposition to obey his orders. In 
tho meantime that I may bo entirely right I inclose a return* of 
all prisoners coniined under my charge, and monthly report'' of tho 
guard, &c.

Colonel: I am Uircetod by tho conimaiuUiig’ general to acknowl- 
edge tliG receipt of your letter of the ll tli inataut. Ah regarda that 
portion wliorcin you state that tho xiriaon now occupied by tlie prisonevH 
of war “is totally unfitted lor their safe-keeping, health or eomCort,” 
ho desiroa to be informed if you can suggest any nieana by M’hich their 
security and comfort can be improved where they now are, or whetlier 
there is anyplace where better arrangements can bo had than in Colum- 
bia. The causes stated by you as impairing tho ofilciem^y of the guard 
now on duty at tho Jail might bo overcome by organizing another com- 
jiany at some point removed IVoin Columbia for this service, and lot it 
take the place of Captain Shiver’s, which could then be disbanded.

Sir: You have boon selected to perform tho duty of arranging with 
GonornI Wool the details necessary for (jarrying out an oxcliaiige of 
prisoners witli tlio enemy. Foryonr full comprehension of tho matters 
intrusted to you I inclose herewith the following papers: 

1. Copy of a letter addressed by me to Messrs. .Tamos A. Soddon 
and Oharloa M. Conrad under date of the Otli instant, of whichiettor a 
copy was forwarded to General Wool tlirongh General ILugor, now com- 
inaiuling at Norfolk. 

2. A copy of tho letter of General Wool to General Hugor under 
date of the 13bh instant, informing the latter that Gonorai Wool was 
alone “clothed with full power for the purpose of arrangiiig for tho 
exchange of puiaonors.” In this letter you will perceive that General 
Wool accepts substaiitiiilly and indeed almost in words tho propositions 
submitted by me in tho nature of instructions to Messrs, aoddoii and 
Conrad, and declares “that ho is ready to confer with them or any 
other person appearing for that imriioso.” As there remain to ho 
arranged only the necessary military details for oxociitiiig tlie inirposo 
common to both parties it has boon doomed ncces.sary to send commis- 
sioners, and you are as a brigadier-general in our service authorized 
and instructed to xiroccod via Norfolk and to confor with General Wool 
on tho subject, and to enter into writtoii stipulations with liim lor car- 
rying out tho proposed exchange on tho principles involved in our 
proposals and tlie acceptance of them by tho enemy. 

For your guidance in tho matter I give tho folloAving instructions: 

1. That all prisoners delivered up on parole by either party sliall 
bo so delivered on the frontier at tho expoiiBO of the captors, tho pris- 
oners to pay no part of the cost of their delivery. 

2. Faoh party to have tho right of selecting such of its own paroled 
citizens as it chooses to have released against an equal number of 
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equal grade. Tliufi for example if tbo enemy having 1,000 of liis citi- 
zens under parole at home slioukl liiive sent to ii.s only 500 of our 
citizens release<l on ])arolo the enemy would have tlio right to select 
which of his own citizens he ]>rcfeiTed to release against the 500 sent 
lus of equal grades, and so if the luimbcrs were reversed wo would have 
tlie liUe light. 

3. 1 know ol' no rule generally established for equalizing excliangea 
wliere the iirisoiiers are of unequal grades or for assimilating rank 
between ol'licers of the army ami navy. I’erhaps as fair a guide as 
any other i.s the relative pay allowed by each .servuio to iis own 
ol'lieers and men. Thus I'or example in our sci-vii^c the pay of a lieu- 
teiiaiit (!olonel of infantry is $170 a month, that of a fir.st lienteiuiut 
$!)() and tliat of a second lieutenant $80. If then wo de.sired to got 
back a lieutenant-colonel and had no olllcer of like grade to olT'cr wo 
would under the proiuised rule bo compelled to give a lir.st and second 
lientonaiit. This rule is merely suggested. It would woi’k equally 
wlu^tlier a good rule or not, but any other fair and eipuil rule would be 
aeceqitahle. 1 furnish you a table of the rates of jiay in our service for 
your guide in case tins rule sliouhl bo accepted by the enemy. In giv- 
ing you these instructions it is by no means my intention to confine 
you to a strict adoption of them. They are an indication simidy of 
what seems to bo fair and equal. Any fair and equal rulewill be satis- 
factory, lu'ovidoii you can see your way <dear as regards its iiractieal 
working. 1. desire only to impress on you the necessity of e.\.treino 
cautioii'in avoiding any rule or any arrangement which could jiossibly 
give rise to dispute or controversy in its practi<5al operation. Let the 
arrangement be e(iu!il and let it bo simple, plain and clear j all else is 
left to yourdiserotioii. 

In (ioiiclusiou [ desire to aay that the aasuranco contaijied in the let- 
ter of General Wool that our privateers (jnptured on the high seas will 
ill the future bo considered in the same Hghi as prisoners taken in arms 
on land and will be cousoquently exchanged like otliev prisniiora is 
entirc.ly satisfactory, and you arc requested to inform General Wool 
tiuit as soon as this assurainu) was re(ailvcd orders were issued placing 
the o(licersliitluM-to held as hostages for tliese privateers on the same 
footing a.s all other prisoners ami they will at once bo sent homo on 
parole under tlie proposed aiTaugomciits for exchange.

Sill! I have the honor to ask tlie good ofllces of His Excelloney the 
Governor of Gibraltar in a matter purely my own. On Wednesday last 
I dispatcjhed from this port in a Prcncli passenger steamer for Gadiz, on 
business couiiected with this ship, my Henry MycM, 

and Mr. T. T. Tunstall, a citizen of the Confederate States and ex-U. S. 
consul at Cadiz. Tho steamer having stopjicd on her way at Tangier 
and these gentlemen liaving gone on shore for a -walk during her tem- 
porary delay there they wore seized by tho authorities at the iiisiiga- 
tion of tho U. S. consul and imprisoned. A note from I’ayniaster 
Myers informs mo they are both heavily ironed and otherwise treated 

in a barbarous manner. , « , ,• 

I loavii furtliev that tho pretence upon winch the unlawml proceoaing 
was had is ihat it is authorized by treaty stiinilation with the United 
States, Unfortunately I have not a copy of this treaty in my po.ssos- 
sion but I presume it provides in tho nsual form for tlie oxlTaditloii oL 
criuiinals and nothing more. I need not say to His Excellency that 
treaties of tliis description are never applied to political otleiHlers, 
which I, presume is tho only category in which tho TJ. S. consul pretends 
to place those two gentlemen. An occiuTonco of this kind could not 
have happened of course in a civilized community. Tho politiciil igno- 
raiuio of tho Moorish Govorninont has been shanioftilly iiractieed upon 
by tho unscrupulous consul. 

I uudorstaud that tho British Govorninont has a diplomatic agent 
resident at Tangier, and a word from that gentloman womd no doubt 
sot tho matter right and insure tho release of the uul'ortuiiato prisoners. 
And it is to interest tills gontlomaii in this humane task that i address 
myself to His Excellency. May I not ask tho favor oi Hib Excellency 
under the peculiar circumstances of tho case to addrosH Mr. Hay a note 
on tho subject oxiilainiiig to him tho facts and requesting lus luteriio- 
sitioii'S ndk'.ial scrnides nresont thomselvoB the thing migiit bo

It mn.st of conr 
be Iciiown to Your Excellency that the Confederate States have bei 
acdcnowledged by the princii)al ))owor8 of Eiu’opo as bellig(}reiits in tl 
war in which they are engaged with the United States, and that (;oiis 
quontly the paymaster of tin's ship iu any ai!t of war in which ho iiu 
have participated can have bc(m guilty of no oiVenso, political or othc 
wise, of which any neutral power can take cognizance. Indeed nsbefo 
stated the neutral powers of lOiiropo have cxi>i’e8sly recognized tl 
right of the Confederate States to make war against the U nited State 
1^0 extradition treaty therefore can apply to Paymaster Myers. 

Mr. Tunatall not being in the military or naval 8Grvi(5eof the Goni'o 
erato States can no more bo brought witinu the terms of any Hindi troai 
than Paymaster Myers. 1 liavo thorefoj'o resDiH^tfiilly to demand :

S. consul, aided by the Moorish 
aiUhoritiGs, to the commander of the U. 9. sloop of war Ino, and that 
they are now prisoners on board that sliip. Tlicro was considerable 
indignation expressed by tlie European rcshh nts in Tangier at this 
high-handed proceeding. Tliey gathered in crowds in the streets and 
it is said would have made an elfort to resene tlio prisoners had not 
their agitation been calmed by tlio advice of their respective consuls 
and by an address of Mr. Hay, who advised tliom that the aifair was 
one exclusively between the parties ({oncerned in it.

I liad supposed that tlio Trout alfair of so rec.e.nt oec.urrmuKi Iuk' 
settled not only the ri^hb but the duty of the eivili/.ed nations of tin 
earth to “interfere” in a IViondly manner to prevent wiira betW{‘oi 
nations. It cannot escape your ob.servatiou that tho course pnrsiun 
by Europe in that alfair is jireclscly analogous to that which 1 lniv( 
requested of you. Xii that affair a quarrel arose l)otw<*{ui the Uiiitet 
States, one of tho beJIigerouts in tho existing war, and (Sreat Hritain, { 
iieiitval ill that war, and instead of refraining from olforing ndvico al 
Europe made liasto to volunteer it to both parties. Tho llnitod Statoj 
were told by Prance, by Jtnssia, by Spain that tlicii* act was illoga' 
and that they could without a sacrifice of honor grant tho roiiaratior 
demanded by (Ireat Britain. Neither the nation giving tho advice iioi 
tlio nation advised supposed for a moment that there was n,ny broad 
of noutrality in this ]m)ceodiiig; on tho contrary it wn.s the' goiioral 
verdict of mankind that tho course was nob only Uigiil but eiiiineiitl,\ 
limuano and iiropor as toiiding to allay excitement and prevent tli'( 
effusion of blood. 

If you will run a parallel between tho Trout onso and tho luiso ii 
hand you will iiiid it diillcult I think to sustain tho reasons you liavi 
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assift'iied for yorir forbearniice. In tliafc cfiso the quarrel arose between 
a neutral aiul a belli«'croiit; so in tjiis case. In tiuit case citizens of a 
belliyei eiit 8tat.o were unlawfully arrested on the high seas in a neutral 
sliij) i)y the o|)i)osilo belligerent ami ijnprisoiicd. In this case citizens 
of a Ixilligereiit State have been unlawfully arrested by a neutral in 
neutral t(!rritory and imprisoned. Boos the fact that the offense was 
coiiiniitted in the fornnu* case by a belligerent agaiiist a neutral and in 
the latter case by a neutral against a belligerent make any tliCCerence 
in the application of the principle M'c are considering^^ And if so in 
what does the dilleronco consist? If A strikes J> i.s it lawl'ul to inter- 
fere to prevent a battle? And if B strikes A is it. iinlawl'nl to interl'erc 
for tlie same purpose? Can the circuin.stanco that the prisoners seized 
by one b(‘lligei-<nit in the '.frent a(Tair were citizens of the other bellig- 
erent alter the ap])lication of the principle? The difference if any is 
ill fa vor of the jirescnt case, Jbr whilst the belligerent inthoibriucr case 
was compelled to release its cneinies whom under ])roi)er conditions it 
would have had the right to capture, in the latter case a neutral is to 
be advised to release xnisoners who mo not its enemies and whom it 
would have no riglit to ca]>turo under any circumstances. 

111)011 i'lu'thcr inquiry I learn that my (irst supposition that the two 
gentlemen in fjuestion had been arrested under some claim of extradi- 
tion (unfortunately I have not a copy of the treaty between Morocco 
and llie United States) was not oxac.tly correct. It seems that they 
were arrested by Moorish soldiers upon the requisition of the IJ. 8. con- 
sul, who elaiined to exorci.se JnrisdicI ion over them as citizens of tlio 
United States umlor a xirovision of a treaty common between what ai’O 
called the non-oivllizod and tlio civilized nations. This state of facts 
does not alter in any degree tlio reasoning applicable to the case. If 
Morocco adopts the status given the Confederate States by JCnvopo 
she must remain neutral between the two belligerents, not unaertaldng 
to judge of the nablonalit/ of the citizens of either of the belligerenta, 
or to decide any other question growing out of 1;ho war wliicli does not 
(joncGi'ii her own interests. 8lie has no right therefore to nd,iiidgo a 
citizen of the Oonfedorato States to he a citizen of the United States, 
and not having tliis right herself she cannot transfer it by treaty to 
the U. S. consul. 

1 trust you will not understand that I have wu'itton iu a tone of 
remon.straiice or complaint. I have no gj'omid on whieh to demand 
anything of you. The friendly olllces of nations like those of individ- 
uals must bo s})oiitmi6ous; and If in the present iustaiico you have not 
deemed yourself at lilnu-ty to olfer a word of friendly advice to a bar- 
barian govoi nnient which has evidoiitly eri’od througii ig;n()raneo of its 
I'iglita and duties in Ibvor of uiifortumite citizens of a friondly Govern- 
incut connected with the (iovernmeut wliicli you represent by many 
ties of coiKsaiiguinity and interest, I have no word of roinonatraiice to 
offer. You are the liest judge of your own actions.

Dear Sir: I was appointed by the Executive of Virginia a colonel 
of voluntcor.s on the Otli of May last and ordered by General Leo to 
report to Ool. George A. Porterfield at Grafton, Va., for duty. I wa.s 
assigned to tlio command of the Thirty-first MiUtiaEegiment on the 28th 
of M ay. I was taken .sick of typhoid fever at Philipiii and in that con- 
dition X was captured on the 3d of Juno last. I was then talcen from 
Philippi to Grafton by the enemy and placed under medical treatment. 

On the loth of Se])tember I avus turned over to tlio civil authority 
and sent to Wlieoling to await the action of the grand jury of the 
Federal court then in session at that place. The jury foinul aii imliot* 
ment against mo for treason, but the court declined trying me at that 
term and .1, remained in jail until the27tli of January, when I proposed 
to the civil and military unfliorifics of the district that if they would 
rolcaso mo from jirisou for sixty days and give mo safe conduc.t through 
their lines I would give them my imrolc of Junior that I would proceed 
to Xticbmoiid and jirocure thorolcasoof Colonel WoodrulL of the Second 
ICoiituelcy lloglment, who was caiitnrcd at the battle of Scary and was 
them confined as a lu’isonor of war in the Sontbern Confederacy, in 
oxchniigo for myself, and in the event 1 failed I would return and 
deliver myself into the custody of the jailer of Ohio County witliiii 
sixty days. 

I tliou Hipiposed that tlio Confederate Govornmont would not hesitate 
to inalco the exchange agreed ni>on, as it has done in tlie Hon. Oliarlea 
James FaulkiioPs case, and as it lias since done in Colonel Pegrani’s 
caao. I have made tlio above .statement of the facts in my case hoping 
they Avill enable you to make the oxcbaiigo so luucli desired by me.

-DearSir: laifcdownto address you as the Peprosontativo of our 
distriot ill the 0. S, Congress in behalf of my cousin, Mr. lliclmrd B. 
Washington, and also of Mr. Bushrod \V. Cooke, son of Mr. Ed. S. 
Oooko, of Joil'orson. These gentlemen happened unfortunately oii 
Iluu’sday to bo below Oharlostowii at the rOvsidenoo of the late Dr 
William F. Alexander. On attempting to return to Oharlestown! 
unconscious doubtless of the presoiioe of the enemy, tlioy wore met by 
a party of Yanlceo cavalry whicli was roturiiiug from Cliarlestowii to 
Harper’s Ferry and were made prisoners. I appeal to you, air, to apply 
to the Seorotaryof War to have their names mentioned in tlio first 
oxoliango of prisoners between the Covornineiits. You are acquainted 
with both gentlemen and tlicir antecodonts. Uncle Dick (.so I have 
been accustomed to call him) entered the army in April and served 
iaithfully in Hie ranks till October, when on account of erysipelas ho 
was discharged, but I have hoard him lately express his determination 
to ro-cnlist as soon ns tlie spring opened, although ho has now the oare 
of three families upon him, mo.st of them fomalos.

The two former 
said they had no poAver to exchange and the latter neglected from the 
press of dntio.s to attend to it. I am anxious to Join the army and 
Avould haA'e been in the Held long since if the exchange had been made. 
My object in addressing you is to ask yon us a subject of the Coni'ed- 
oralo States and a citizen of the State of Texas to ^iresont my name 
for auoxuhango. My circle of acquaintances and friends j.s large. Tliey * 
can be found in Maryland, Tennessee, Louisiana and all over this State. 
If necessary .1 can give thoir names. A.s to my character, several 
aifairs ,T have been in for the South since the Avar.

Our rcasoim for presenting this 
petition arc that lie i.s an oHicer of iinatirpa.ssed bravery and more than 
ordimiry capacity, in Avhom wo have every confidence on the field. Wo 
respect and love him as an olticor and udmiro him ns a man ami avo do 
so eaciiestly long for his restoration to ua. It may lie avoU to state the 
circum.stanees of his capture. On the morning of Sunday, the 9th 
instant, the niomorable day of our retreat, a battalion of the Maryland 
regiment Avas sent on picket under Licutcnanb-Ooloiiel Johnson. Wo 
ai'i'ived at the post about midday, and scarcely wore the men posted 
Avlicn tlio enemy aiipearcd in largo force of infantry and cavalry. As 
soon a.s apprised of the enemy’s iM*esenco Colonel Jolmsoii ordered us 
to fall back and dispatched a courier to order up the reserve company 
to cover our retreat, but the’ courier caiTyiiig the Avrong order a\'0 Avore 
left to imiko our retreat unprotected. The enemy charged Avith Ids 
cavalry as wo Avero crossing a Held. We did our best to reach a fence 
(avc liave no bayonets) behind Avhich to make a stand and Avero conao- 
qnontly much scattered. The enoinj^, at a distance of twenty paces, 
oi’dcrcd us to throw down our arms, Avhoroupon wo turned and deliv- 
ered a desultory Arc, killing from (> to 10 men and 4 horses. They were 
noAv in the midst of ns cutting iu every direction, our men kneeling 
and firing, taking their chances of escape. Three of the cavalry Avore 
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nroiiiid LieutGiiaiifc Stewart striking' at liiiii, but \vit1i iHlitiiifiblo cool.

E. Tlio answer of General Wool to General Hii^or, dalc-d at l''ort 
Monroe on tlie l.'Jth of Febriniiy, stating tliat lio alone was clot, lied with 
lull iJowei's for the exehaiige of prisoners, * * * that h(5 was “iiro- 

pared to avrango for the restoration of all the prisoners to l.lieir iioines 
on fair terms of ex<5haiige, man for man and olUeei" for odiem' of cijnal 
grade, assimilating the grade of o/lh*.ers of the army and navy when 
necessary, and agreiung upon e(niitable terms for the niiinbcn’ ol’ men 
or oliicers of inferior grade to be exehanged for any of liiglier grade 
when the occasion shall arise.” Also “that alltho surplus prisoners on 
either side bo disc.harged on jiarolc, with the agreeinciit that any pris- 
oners of Avar taken by the other i>arty shall bo returmsl hi exeliange 
as fast sia captured, and this system to bo continued while hostilities 
contiiiuG.” (loneral Wool further gave assiiraiieo “tliattho prisoners 
taken on board of ves.sels or otherwise in maritime (lonllict by the 
forces of the United States have been put and are now held only in 
military custody and on the same looting as other prisoners taken in 
arms.” Finally (ioueral Wool dcehired hiinseir r<mdy to eoulcr for tlie 
purpose of arranging the exchange eltiior with flenora) Unger or with 
Messrs. Soddon and Conrad, or any other person appearing for that 
purpose. 

Before proceeding witli my narrative I bog to <5all your sjioeial atten- 
tion to tlio fact tliat the letter of instnmtlon to Messrs, yeddoii and 
Conrad, a copy of wbieh was inclosed to General Wool, contained the 
Identical proiiositlona just qiiotcd from his letter; that onr |)i'oposal to 
the enemy was thus accepted in tlie fullost and most e\i)li(jit manner, 
and L place prominently in view the fnrtlier fact that at the time when 
the proposal was made by this Government that all surplus jirisoners 
hold by either party should bo delivered up ami iillowc'd to go liomo till 
exchanged, and tliat this system shouhl continue in force during the 
war, the Coiifodorato States held in their possession a large surplus of 
prisoners who were to bo restored to the enemy under this stiiiulabion. 

The principles and terms tor a general exchange of prisomu’s having 
been thus finally agreed on there remained iiotiung to bo dom^ but to 
settle tlio details of the time, place and manner of il,H exoeitlion. (''or 
this purpose civil commissioners wore not necessary; a military olHcer 
had been properly selected by the enemy for executing mere mililary 
details, and in aceonlanee with their oxamtde I»rig. Gen. Howell Cobb 
was selected to meet General Wool ami execute the contraefi. 

h\ Letter of instnietions dated February 18 to Gonm-al Gobi) suggest- 
ing details of oxeention deemed fair and equal but adding:

In the same letter General Cobb was told — 

That Iho nsHuranoo oontainod in tho lottor of Oonural Wool tiiiit our privatoora 
captured on tho liijrh soat) will in tho (iitiiru hoconaidoml in tlm hhiiiii liglit a.Hpriaon- 
oi'H takoii in aniiN on land and will ho oonauiinontly oxolniuKiid Ilku utiior pri8om5i'n 
iH ontli'cly Hatisfaotory, ami yon aro roqncstod to iiifbrin (Icnoral VVool that aa hoou 
ns this nsBuranco Avns rocoived ordors wore issuud plnulug tho olllouru liithurto hold 
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ns lioHl iifiGS foi' tliGHo priviitooi’B on tlio aamo footing na all otlier prisonois, anil thoy 
will at on.‘o ho acnt homo on p.irolo under the proposed an-angomoiits lor oxcliango. 

General Cobb proeeeded on his mission and iivi'angccl with General 
Wool all the details of the exchange on the basis of the agreement 
above stated. Two of the details suggested in the instructions of tins 
Denartineut to General Cobb were not acceiited by General Wool. For 
Olio of the two he proposed a substitute which was promptly accepted. 
For the other, admitted by him to be worthy of appi-oval, ho oJlered no 
substitute but asked time to obtain authority from his Government, as 
he declared himself to be without instructions. This authority was not 
granted to him, whereupon General Cobb waived his proposition, thus 
leaving complete and perfect all the details requisite for the execution 
of the previous ooiiti'aet. 

But pending these arrangeinents our anus had heeii niitortunate; 
the enemy had captured a number of prisoners at Koanoke Island and 
Fort ]:)onelson 5 the condition of the partie.s was reversed; the UiutecL 
States now held a surplus of prisoners, and the execution of the agree- 
iTieiit was for the moment disadvantageous to thorn. Under these cir- 
cumstances the Government of the United States did not hesitate to 
violate an engagement uiuvefsally considerod to 
sanctity. General Wool after writing on February 13 that ho had ‘full 
powers,” and after agreemg “that all surplus prisoners on either side be 
diseharged on parole, with the agreomont that any prisoners ol; war 
taken by the other party shall bo returned in exchange as fast as 
captured, and this system to bo continued wbilo hostilities continue, 
was compelled by his Government to write on the2i th of the same 
month that “it is proper to say that my powers are exclusively limited 
to the oxohaiigo of prisoners as presented to Major-Geiioral Hiigor on 
the 13th of February, 1802,” and then propose certain special excluinges 

of individual ofllcors. • , . j. 

In the meantime not distrusting for a moment that an engagement 
of so sacred a character would bo executed with lidolity the prisoners 
hold by us as hostages for the safety and jiroper treatment of the priva; 
tCGi's wore disohargi^d from close condneiiicnt and ordered to bo sent 
homo. Colonels Lee, Oogawoli and Wood and Major Revere were sent 
to their own country: the remaining hostages were brought on parole 
from distant points to lliclimond on their way to be delivered up at the 
expense of this Government, and their Rurrender was only siispendod 
on receipt of intelligence from General Cobb that he saw reason to 

suspect bad faith on'tho part of the enemy. 

VViiilo this proinjifc and loyal execution of the agreement was in 
progress on the part of thus Govoriiinent the enemy was conveying (lie 
prisoners captured at Fort Uonehson to Obicag^ fSi’info 

distant from their homes, and was parading 

their power through the entire breadth of the land, from Western Ten- 
nessee to Fort Warren, in Boston Harbor, where they arc now 
ated, and np to the present moment not a single oflicer taken at i'oit 
Doiielsoii nor a single captive privateer has bcen restored to 
wliile the United States have kept iiosseasion of the hostages given up

I was made a prisoner by the Finlcral troops on tlie 2ljth olMiily hist, 
a few days after the capture of Col. ,7e.sse S. Noi-ton, of (lie 'l.’wonty-ilrst 
Oliio Koglment of Federal troops. ,l was present when (hdonel Norton 
was captured ami aided in bearing him I’rom the Held in a wounded 
coudltioii. Shortly after my coiillnoment at Camp Chase, Oliio, I 
loarnod through the public jn-inta that Colonel Norton Imd been 
removed to liis home at Porrysbnrg, Ohio, and tlnit lie proimsed to 
reorganize Ida regiment. Immediately upon Ids recovery Ids rogimont 
M-aa reorganized near Cincinnati, Ohio, ami entered the service in Ken- 
tiiek'y. I learned through the.press and from olllcers in Gamp Oimso 
that Colonel Norton was in the servieo and in comnmml of an exiiedi- 
tioii from Paris through Eastern Kentucky, and i saw ^nilillc notices 
of his raovemeiita frequently. At one lime I learned tliropgli tlie 
steward of our prison tliat the active service of Colonel Norton had 
ailected his wound bororo its entire recovery and it was at one time 
reported that he had died from its e/feeta. I have lieard from other 
sonrcoa Juit I deem reliable of Colonel Norton’s conduct at the battle 
of Ivy Moiiiitain. After the 13th of Doconiber last (tlie date of my 
ixjninval to Wheeling) I heard through like sources of tlu^ removal (d' 
Colonel Norton and In's regiment from I'lastorn Kentucky to iJowliim' 
Green, in the brigade of Ceneral Nelson. ^

Sir: Delay in the departiiro of the steamer Daoilic; enables mo to 
send a Iiirther dispsiteb. 1 tvaiisinit with this reports fi’tnii Ciiptain 
Semmos,* of the Snmtci', at Gibraltar to the Secretary oi the Navy. 
Tliey wore sent to me open for perusal and contain {intoy alia) details 
of the late arrest and imprisonment of Paymaster ftiyers of that ship 
and of Mr. Tunstall, a (jitizen of the Confederate States who was with 
liiin, by the IJ. S. conaul at Tangier with the aid of the IVEoorish authori- 
ties, and of the ilnal delivery of these gentlemen as prisoners on board 
of tlie U. S. sloop of war Ino. I had all tlie pajicrs I’elatlng to their 
arrest copied and sent them to Karl linssell with a note stating tliat I 
did so after observing that tliis transaction had been made the subject 
of inquiry in the House of Oomnioiis. In my note to Karl llnasoU I did 
not ask l{)i’ any action of or intervention by this Govornnieiifc. 

I inclose also with tins a slijd from the London Herald of this niorn- 
iiig, eontaining a like iminiry by a question pat last night in the 
House of Coinmons to Mr. Layaid, one of tlfo under secretaries, with 
his answer. Tlie subject was dropped afler llio answer of Mr. Layard, 
who as will he observed did not respond to the query in. the closing 
paragraph of the (iuostion. , , 

In a late note to Mr. Slidell I suggested that these gontlemon being 
passengers on board a Kronch packet steamer and having landed only 
for a walk on shore (au-imo raveytcinU) while the ahip roinained at Tan- 
gier might be considered u.s reinainiiig under the protection of the 
bh'dich ilng, and thus tlie Rmperor bo disiiosed to take up tlie quarrel. 
A letter d’orn him which crossed mine cii route showed that he had 
antieijiated the view I suggested, but did hot say whether ho would 
present it to Mr, 'Tliouvoncl. It is certainly a gross oulrago on the 
feebleness of the Moorish (lovonimcnt, and although neitlier England 
nor Praneo may intorfero yet it brings the Government of thoUnited 
States uiulor the grave condeinnalion of all Kurope, T should have 
stated above that soon after tlie oecuiTonce was known here a question 
was put by a inoinber of the Hoiuso of Commons to the under Seovotary 
of State inquiring whether the .Government had any information cou- 
eorning it, when the reply briefly was that the (ilovornnienl; had been 
Infornicd by telegraph but accompanied by a statement that the priaoii- 
ors had been Rubsequently released.

On the (Ibh of March slu^ appeared olf 
Cadiz, and after having communicated with the (T. S. consul at tliat 
port transferred the prisoners (six miles outside of Cadiz Light) to the

by the time this roaches you the gontleiueu will bo In li'ort Warren. 
The h'reiicli coimul-goncral at Tangier must have kept bis Government 
badly informed on the subject, since the latter Hnpp().sod as late as the 
8tli instant that the prisoners had boon liberated.

It 
is QUO ill which all the Oliristiaii powers it seems to mo are interested. 
If this precedent is to .stand a French or aii English .subject maybe 
seized to-morrow upon the simple requisition of a consul and handed 
over to his (memy. And then as I remarked to you in my first letter 
is not the honor of the Eronch flag involved? It i.s admitted Unit as 
between civilized ytates tins question of the ting would not arise- — the 
parties having disembarked tbongli only for a time— but a. dill'ereiit 
set of rules has been applied in the dealing.sof (Jhristiau imwers with 
the non-Christian or non-civilized powers, as is .shown by this very 
arrest under a claim of jurisdiction by a consul. 

A Frenchman in Moroeim is by treaty under the jn'otection of the 
French consular flag. If he eommiU an olb-nse ho is tried and pun- 
ished by his consul regardless of the fact that lie is literally within the 
jurisdiction of Moroccoj and these eoneessioiis have been dcnuiiuled 
by the Christian nations for the seenrity of their subjects. Should a 
French citizen vi.siting ]\Iorocco, having lauded only hi ilincvdf be the 
leas entitled (u the protection of his flag because his flag flies from the 
masthead of his slnj> instead of from the consular residence, siqqiosing 
the consul to he tempovarlly absent? And if a Frenchman would be 
])roteeted under these cinaunstaiices our citizens embarked under the 
French flag are entitled to similar iirotectioii. 

But what appear.s lo me most extraordinary in this ca.so is the apathy, 
or rather the fear of their own (loveriiments manifestcil by the repre- 
simtative.s of the ClivisUan powers in-escmt. A friend of mine, the cap- 
tain of an English frigate hero, visited Tangier soon lifter the occurrence 
and lie informs mo that the Moorish authorities were sorely perplexed 
during the pendenc.y of the aflalr and that tliey implored advice IVom 
the Christians present but that no one diplomatic or consular ofllcev 
would volunteer a word. As yon liavcalreadybcen informed, Mr. ])ruin. 
mond-IIay, the British c/wr/y/f, to whom I made a special appeal not 
only preserved a dignillcd reticence but took pains to inlorin the Gov- 
ernment that lie did not mean to give tliem any advice. 

To add to the embarrassment of tlic Ignorani: Moors the truculent 
Yankee (consul threatened to haul down his flag ami leave the country 
if his demand was not complied with,. And to give force to this throat 
the Iiio which had come to receive the prisoners landed forty ot Insr ci’ow 
well armed. My informant further states that the Moors are in great 
ti-ouble at what they have done and would give anything to undo it if 


it were possible. , ^ . 

1 have read the accounts of onv recent defeats in the West with iiiiicU 
anxiety, not of course as to the ultimate results but I fear the suceessesof 
the eiioiny will eiieourago him to prbloiig the war, notwithstaiuliiig tlio 
}:^uinter has “carried tlie war into Africa-.” * Bo you see no gleam of day- 
light ill Parks? For 1 am convinced the light must come from that 
(luarter. The JSnglish iieople notwitlistamling the Trent* affair have 
been .so thoroughly bullied by the Yankees that it is not to bo hoped 
they will regain tlieir courage during the war. Lord Bussell’s conduct 
reminds mo of that of a imwardly fellow who under pressure has sent a 
challenge which ho secretly hopes will not bo accepted, and having got- 
ten well out of the scrape is iirofiiso of affeetiou for his late adversary. 
I think England, however, will timidly follow the lead of Louis Napoleon 
if lie will take the initiative. And if England and France will act

“boarding and lodging of prisoners of war” at $1. per (biy— In one 
instance as high as 61.30 per day. Tlieso prisoners were represented 
to bo officers of the G. S. Army. Yon approved the vouchers and the 
amount was passed to tlio cre<Ut of the officer.

inent. I have rospectfiilly to request your decision whether 22 cents is 
the value of the ration as fixed by the Department, and whether the 
allowance for board and. lodging of prisoners is limited to lliat or any 
other specific sum per day.

Report of 8. 8. Baxter of prisoners examined by him. 

i have exaiiiiuert a number of persons, fugitives from Koekiugliam 
and Augusta Counties, who were arrested at Petersburg, in Hardy 
County. These men are all regular members in good standing iu the 
Tunker [Duiikardj and Mennonito Churches. One of the tenets of 
those cluirches Lsthat the law of God forbids shedding liunian blood 
in battle and this doctrine is uniformly taught to all their people. As 
all these persons are mcmbei's in good standing in these churches and 
bear good characters as citizens and Christians I cannot doubt the sin* 
cerity of their declaration that they left home to avoid the draft of the 
militia and under the belief that by the draft they would be placed in 
a situation iu which they would bo compelled to violate their con- 
sciences. They all declare they had no intention to go to the enemy or 
remain with them. They all intended to return home as soon as the 
draft was over. Some of them had made exertions to procure substi- 
tutes. One man had sent the money to Eichmond lo hire a substitute. 
Otbors bad done much to support the families of volunteers. Some 
had furnished horses to the cavalry. All of thorn arc friciuUy to the 
South and tliey express a willingness to contribute all their property 
if necessary to ostablisli our liberties. I am informed a law will proba- 
bly pass exempting llieso persons from military duty on payment of 
a ])e( 5 uniai'y (iompensation. These parties assure me all who are able 
will cheerfully pay this cotnpensation. Those who are unable to make 
the payment will cheerfully go into service as teamsters or in any 
oniployment iu which they are not required to shed blood. 1 recom- 
mend all tlie persons in tlio aiuioxcd list* be discharged on taking the 
oath of allegiance and agreeing to submit to the laws of Virginia and 
the Oonfedorato States in all things except takijig arjns in war.

Ill addition to those cases I report the case of Peter L. Goode, a 
broken-logged man, whom t believe to bo incapable of military duty, 
and of John Saijgcr, a youth of sixteen years. Both these persons 
wore arrostod. They seem to have partaken in the Tunker fpimkardj 
panic and fled with the others. I believe both of them are faithful and 
loyal to Virginia and the Confederate States. I recommend they also 
bo discharged from iirison hero on taking the oath of allegiance and 
reporting themselves to the proper ollicer of the rogimout of Virginia 
militia to have their claims to exemption acted on.

Sir : I bog leave to urge upon your considerntion the speedy exchange 
of the officers and men captured at lioanolte Island. The corps cap- 
tured were as follows: Six companies of the Forty-sixth Regiment Vir- 
ginia Volunteers, part of the First Regiment of the infantry of my 
legion, eight coinpanies of tho Fifty-ninth Regiment Virginia Volun- 
teers, part of the Second Rogiinontof tho infantry of my legion, five com- 
panies of the battalion of my legion under Lieutenant-Oolonol Green, 
three companies of tho Seventeenth Regiment of North Carolina Vol- 
unteers, the Eightli Regiment of North Carolina Voluntoera under 
Colonel Shaw, the Thirty-first Regiment of North Carolina Volunteers 
under Colonel Jordan. Tho first fourteen companies of my legion arc 
all seasoned soldiers who have been repeatedly under fire for nearly 
twelve months. Tho other five companies are prime troops who have 
been drilled for some six months and are far superior to now recruits. 
Of the North Carolina volunteers many are line troops and have seen 
some service. It is very desirable to have these officers and men all 
back again in tho service. The nineteen coinpanies of iny legion would 
largely contribute to make up my new brigade and they are anxious to 
return to service. I know of no obstruction to their exchange. General 
Burnside proposed terms which wore perfectly fair and liberal. Our 
men wore paroled at once on but two conditions : first, they wore not to 
servo until regularly exchanged^ second, they are to be exchanged for 
prisoners of the enemy who have been longest captured. ^ These terms 
were accepted promptly and unconditionally before any misunderstand- 
ing about negotiations between Generals Wool and Cobb, and are 
wholly independent of any other arrangements whatever. I earnestly

ladega. I went a part of the way and was present during a conversa- 
tion between General Prentiss and one of our citizens. The general 
was quite talkative and spoke freely and apparently very frankly in 
relation to the battle in which he was taken and of the plans and 
resources of the Federals. Ho says he was surprised, which seems evi- 
dent enough. He says they, the Federals, have greatly the advantage 
in strength and numbers, and it is not their policy to incur risks by 
attacking you where you are stroug, but to go around you and attack 
wliere formidable resisfaince cannot bo made. He says General Buell 
has a reserve of 76,000 and that tlie North has 260,000 men in camps 
ot instruction; that all ojiposition would soon bo overcome; that the 
Federals would in a short time have Memphis and very soon thereafter 
Neiy Orleans. 1 give the aub.stauce of his statements, without under- 
taking to state the exact words. He was quite civil and polite, but 
spoke in a confident and rather boastful air, predicting that the South 
would be overruu in ninety days. I believe ho stated that Decatur was 
one of tlie points they designed to attack. If you find anything of 
importance or value in the above I shall bo reiiaid for the little trouble 
I have had in writing it; otherwise your loss will bo the little time 
required to road this.

Colonel: In reply to dispatch iboin General Beauregard inquiring 
if any prisoners escaped I have the honor to say that the train convoy- 
ing the prisoners arrived hero about C p. m. It was impracticable to 
transfer the same train to the Alississippi and Teimesaco Railroad, and 
before the prisoners could bo transferred from the train to the depots 
provided for their safe-keeping a heavy storm occurred. In the rain 
and darkness, although there wore about 400 men on duty as a guard, 
it was impossible to thoroughly and efficiently guard the prisoners. 
Ijealdos the guard labored nndor the disadvantage of having a largo 
crowd of citizens pressing on thorn. The guard that came hero with 
tlie prisoners had no roll of them and the officer in charge did not know 
how many prhoiiors ho had. Under these circumstances it was impos- 
sible to ascertain if any prisoners escaped. I have since ascertained 
that one did escape, aud I found this out by his being apprehended and 
brought back. I do not think any others got away, nor do I think 
there was any culpability on the part of the guard. While the pris- 
oners were eu route ft-oin this place for Jackson, Miss., the train started

Maj. Geoti(?e G. Garner, Aasislant AdjuUmt-CUincml : 

Upon the inorniiig of the 17th instant 1 was detailed as a bearer of a 
flag of truce to the ejieiny by order of Lioiitenaiit-Oolouel Marrast, 
commanding First Brigade, General Withers^ division. According to 
instructions I reported inunediately to Oolonol Marrast at the hospital 
known as Mickey’s and there received dispatches from General lleaiuo- 
gard to General Buell. A Federal surgeon, Doctor Uumbaiigh, of the' 
TAVOiity-flftli Missouri Regiment, accompanied mo by Colonel Marrast’s 
order. I found the line of the enemy’s pickets to run not parallel witli 
but at right angles to ours about Inilf a mile northeast from the neu- 
tral hospital. As 1 approached the linos my escort was halted and I 
rode to tlie pickets. Lieutenant WicklilVo, Second ICentiudcy Cavalry, 
was present, lie asked mo for my dispatcdies and I replied tluit my 
orders Avero to deliver them either to General Buell or to ono of his 
stnlf. Upon that ho took an oilicor in fatigue uniform aside and con- 
Ibrred Avith him about live minutes, when ho returned and said that lie 
would send I'or General Buell and dispatched a sergeant Avithin tlie 
linos. Ill about half an hour the mossongor returned with General 
McCook and stall' avIio asked for the dispatclioH. I told him my orders, 
Avhon ho told me that no (lag of truce could be admi(>tcd Avitliin llie 
lines, but said that he would send them to General Buell. I tlion asked 
Avho Avas the tanking olllcor present aiidAvas informed that General 
McCook was and 1 placed thoi)a(5kagoiu Ills hands. He sen tit in imme- 
diately by a sorgcaiit of his escort, remarking that if 1 had boon there 
a little Kooiior I could have seen General Biiol! himself. 

During the absence of the messenger much convorsatiou avus hold 
beCAveon the various ofileors prosont and myself, tlio main jmlnts of 
Avhich I will detail. General McCook asked mo if wo had imssosslon of 
the body of GoueralA.S. Johimtim. I told liim avc (iertainly had. Ho 
thou said that au ofllcov was found dcMvd on the Held who Avas said by 
many to bo General Johnston. Ho know said olUcor to have boon of 
high rank because he had a star ou the collar of his coat. 1 reassured 
him that avc certainly had the body of General JoliUHton, but did not 
correct his mistake in regard to the insignia of rank of tlio olllcor found 
except so far as to assure him that the body of no olllcor of oven cou- 
siderablo rank in our army luul been loit in their posaossiou. Itc 
seemed satiaflod Avith the candor of my replies. He then asked me 
Avliero and Iioav avus General Prentiss and remarked Avith much pro- 
fanity that ho hoped wo AvouUl keep him and his brigade* and that they 
had many generals of the same kind whom ho Avisliecl avo had. Ho 
expressed great surprise at the manuor in Avhioh our army Avaa armed, 
saying that he expected to meet flint-lock muskets ami found instead 
the finest minie rifles and European Enfleld riflos Avith far flnor ord- 
naiico than they had. Ui>on his suggestion that the Nashville had 
brought those in 1 replied that the Nashville had not, but tliafc many 
other vessels had. He asked Avliei'o the Nashville was now. I ropliod 
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tluit I did not know. Me then said, that a large portion of the army of 
Manassas niuat have been present at the battle of Shiloh. Upon my 
assuring him that none of it was there he wished to know where “iiiidor 
heaven” our troops that were in the battle of Shiloh had been drilled, 
remarking that the attack on Sunday, the fith, was most brilliantly 
planned and splendidly executed and that we came near gaining a 
complete victory. He was exceedingly severe in his remarks upon 
many Ohio and Iowa regiments, remarking to me that ho supposed wo 
considered them the greatest cowards in tUo world. 

Ho spoke in the highest terms of our otticors and said that our Gov- 
ernment had made its appointments much more discreetly than his. 
He asked me how far it was to Oorinth. I told him I did not Ictiow. 
He said that they would bo down in a few days and ought to have been 
there before this. I told liim I thought his delay a wise one as if ho 
came ho would certainly have to travel the road twice and that it was 
improving daily. 

During the Avholo conversation I was treated pleasantly and cour- 
teously. A Virginian, captain of artillery (Federal), Terrill by name, 
expressed a desire to see General Bragg to get his opinion as to how 
his battery was served during the recentfighfc. He also wished to send 
two bottles of brandy by me to General Hardee whom ho knew at 
West Point, but which 1 x'efuscd to take. General McCook expressed 
surprise ns to why General Beauregard had addressed his dispatches 
to General Buell instead of General Grant, saying that General Grant 
was in command. 

About a half hour after the messenger had been sent to General 
BuoU ho returned. I was then informed by General McCook that Gen- 
eral Buell was absent from his hoadfjiuirters just then but tliat an 
answer would bo sent to our lines under a Hag of truce that evening 
or the next morning. I was then dismissed and rode away, General 
McCook said tliat during the recent fight our army was so well sup- 
plied with ambulances and assistants that nearly all our wounded wore 
removed by ourselves. He learned the purport of the dispatches I 
brought from Doctor limnbaugh and told mo lie did not doubt that an 
oxchaiigo of wounded prisoners would be agreed to, but that they had 
scut almost all our wounded to Saint Louis or Paducah or Cincinnati to 
be beUor cared for. 

I I'onieraber nothing else that is of enough moment to relate, iho 
Federal surgeon returned to our lines with me. I reported to Colonel 
Marrast upon my return who immediately began dispatches to General 
Bragg, detailing mo to bring them. Meanwhile information was brought 
that a Hag of truce from the enemy was at our linos and Lieutenant 
Reese, First Regiment -Alabama Cavalry, was sent to receive it. He 
came back and in my ixrescnce reported the following which Colonel 
Smith and Colonel Marrast instructed me to communicate verbally to 
General Bragg: He said that ho found the Hag to protect a Federal 
surgeon and another oHicer, having with them an aiiibulanco of medi- 
cal stores for our wounded at the Mickey Hospital. He was refused 
admission ui)on the ground that wo liad ouougb of our own. 

After they hiul gone one of our pickets told, him that before he came 
and while the other picket had been sent in the officer m\der the flag 
endeavored to induce him to desert, pointing out the difl'erenco between 
his clothing and that of the escort. The picket replied with proper 
spirit and indignation. These last facts are given as I heard them. I 
was tbcii ordered to bring dispatches immediately from Colonel Mar- 
rast to General Bragg and arrived at his headquarters about 11 last 
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iiig’lit, when T delivered them to Maj. (x. G. (lavner to whom tliey won 
addressed. I waa by Major Oariior instructed to report to Genera 
Bragg’ this morning and at the order of General Bragg I have proparec 
this report.

Sir; Among the members of this regiment who have not joined it 
since the battle of Pea Vino llidgo on the 7th and 8th instant are Oap-i 
tain I'lelds, of Company F, and the surgeon, Dr, James P. Evans, and; 
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liis son, Walter, a member of Ooinpany H, commanded by Oaiit. E. E. 
Hicks. No information has been had of Captain Fields and it is not 
known wlietlier lie was killed in the engagement or captured by the 
Federal troops. Doctor Evans with hia son is said to have been made 
lirisonui', and it is reported is held in consequence of being attached to 
an Iiidiau regiment for the supposed purpose of trial under the late 
law regulating trade and intei'course between the United States and 
the . Indians. 

The object of this letter is to solicit yonr interest in behalf or the 
ofii(;ers named and of any other members of this regiment who may 
have been made prisoners by the U. S. forces. If Surgeon Evans has 
been captured while in the discharge of hia professional duties on the 
battle-lield and is held contrary to the usages of war it is important 
that the fact should ho known and understood. Surgeon Evans is a 
member of the Cherokee Nation by marriage. His services are greatly 
needed by this regiment. 

It may be proper to remark here that seven Federal troops stirreu- 
dered to this regiment near Smith’s Mills oii the Gth and were delivered 
to the Oonfederato authorities. lu any exchange of prisoners that may 
be made botwcou the United States and Confederate States Govern- 
inouts this regiment should bo entitled to any beuollts resulting from

General: Iu reply to yours* of the 13th instant in regard to the 
attention paid Brigadier-General Prentiss, his conduct iu Memphis, &c., 
I have the honor to report thus: I had previous to the reception of 
your letter commenced an investigation of the matter and had discov- 
ered that rumor had very much exaggerated what I of course would not 
have iiermittcd had I not been out of the city that night. I h^yo since 
caused the parties implicated to file a written statement ol the tacts 
over their own signatures iu this ofiicc. With this and other evidence 
corroborating the statements of my officers having the prisoner m 
charge the facts are briefly as follows : On the arrival of the triiiii iib 
thedepot General Prentiss was put in a carriage in charge of the assist- 
ant provost-marshal of Colonel Mousarrat, of the 0. &. artillery, aud 
one or two others, private citizens. On their arrival at the Jjixcliauge 
Building General Prentiss comiflained very much of hunger; that he 
had had nothing to eat for forty-eight hours, &c., and r^id a letter to 
the gentlemen present purporting to be from General Beaiiregard or 
some of his staff officers asking for General Prentiss kind treatment 
from our autliorities and citizens; that some of the party procured tor 
him a ham and some crackers. A bottle of wine was brought in, but 
none of it drunk by General Prentiss, and was taken out as soon as 
discovered by the assistant provost-mai’shal-genoral. 

General Prentiss attempted or essayed to make a speech or speeches 
to his own men, but was invariably checked in this as in everything

Sir: You no doubt learned bof(H'o this time of my bad fortune in 
being captured by the enemy on Monday, the 7th iiiatanl:, aboutl. ]). in, 
I had ])rovioualy liad twohoraos shot under mo and was so much injured 
by falling from them that I was unablo to walk and consequently c.ap' 
tured. On the following Wednesday I aaw General Grant, lliou com* 
inandiiig the Federal forces at Pittsburg, and bo readily cunaonted to 
oxclmngG mo for an olllcor of equal rank or onioers of inferior rank, in 
accordance with an arrangeinent entered into by the oontondiiig ])ar- 
ties, captured by our forces during the engagement, I iininodiatoly 
addressed a note to General A. S. tlohuKton whicdi lie, Gonoral Grant, 
promised to send to our lines under a flag of trnm*, allowing me to 
remain on board this boat on parole until the arrangement conld be 
consuininatcd. 

Allow ino to say that t cannot doubt that my friends will consent to 
the exchange. I feel assured if they conld ap))reciato my anxiety to 
return to my command and i)la(5(i any value on my])oor sorViocs 1 s^iall 
soon bo allowed to return to my duty and to my JViondH. Fj’om tlie 
readiness with [wUioli] General Grant agreed to my proposal I cannot 
doubt his sincoidty. It may bo, however, that tlio change which lias 
since taken place (General nnllcck having asHumc.d commiMid) may 
prevent the arrangeinent. I nslc you and other i’rlends to nse every 
en'ortformy immediate restoration. If all fails 1 then submit to my 
I'ate like a good soldier and wait futiiro events.

Sir: There are considerations connected with the govornment and 
maintenance of the prison depot at Salisbury that are certainly worthy 
of attention and I respectfully ask to lay them before you. Vithoiit 
questioning or even knowing the policy of the Government about an 
exchange I must saythat it is strongly recommended by the increasing 
difficulties in that country of providing supplies for them. There are 
from l.nOO to 2,000 consuming what I fear from present representations 
will soon become necessary for the army, and 400 guards not onlyto be 
supported but abstracting that many muskets from their proper and 
luucb needed position in the army. If Lincoln will not exchange fairly 
and in good faith lie certainly is entitled to the credit of releasing on 
parole 2,000 prisoners at Roanoke. Wliy not imitate the example and 
even exceed Ida generosity by paroling a larger inimber'? (vVo cer- 
tainly might keep oven.) If their parole was observed we would be 
great gainers. If any portion proved false wo would only have to whip 
them again, and General Taylor said ho had rather light than feed the 
prisoners. It would bo a grcatrelicf to be rid of them, as the blockade 
confines us to our own supplies ami tlie consumors are now becoming 
more numerous than the producers. , ^ 

It is further represented to mo that the government of the prisoners 
and discipline of the guard arc both somowhat demoralized. J-iie 
guards were composed of local companies enlisted for that puiqiosej 
but Major Gibbs having received authority from Confederates to raise 
a regiment for tliewar has succeeded iu enlisting his guard lor Ins reg- 
iment and ill doing so iierhaiis relaxed his attention and discipline, it 
were well that some attention should bo given to safety, proper man- 
agement and support of tbe prisoners. If you can dispose ot the 
prisoners we can feed more men and fight more men.

My Dear Sir: I luid the misfortune to be taken a prisoner of war 
at Itoaiiokc Island on the 8tli of b’obrnary last. Since luy release upon 
pni'ole 1 have visited Iticlimond three times for the purpose of endeiiv- 
oring to efCcot an exchange between myself and a Northern prisoner of 
like grade. When last in liicliniond the Secretary of War agreed to 
send a U. S. ofiicer of my grade to Portress Monroe with tiio iinder- 
standiiig that he was to return to Iticlinioiid in a spccllied time in the 
event of a failure on his part to procure uu exchange for myself. Before 
sending this ofiicer, however, lierefen'ed the matter to X’our Excellency, 
and I afterwards understood from him tliat you disapproved of the 
arrangement for the reason thatnegotiationsAvoretheii pending between 
the two Governinentfl relative to a general exchange of prisoners. In 
an interview which I subsequently had with Your Excellency I mider- 
stood that ill all probability there, would bo a general exchange of pris- 
oners in a few days. Since that time I have anxiously awaited the 
reception of intelligence that would have more than illled my inmost 
soul with joy. But no such intcliigeiico have 1 received, I am still 
hound by tlie conditions of my parole. Iain still siuToimdcd by the 
enemy on all sides without the privilege of striking a blow in defense 
of my homo and my country. My object in writing now is to ask you 
if it bo possible have ino roloased from iny i>arolo at onco. I will give 
you some of my reasons for desiring an immediate exchange : Pirst, I 
am anxious to do all I can toward the acliiovoincnt of Southern incle- 
])OiKlcii(ie. Second, I desire temporarily at least to raise a guerrilla 
(joinpimy to ojiorate in this (Albemarle) region where the enemy iiro 
prowling about in small marauding parties gveatlj’- to the annoyance of 
the oitixens of this community. I am thoroughly acquainted with the 
geography of this whole section of country and am perfectly familiar 
witli the political sontimonts of its citizens. I think therefore I should 
possess facilities not only for moving with certainty and to advantage 
h’oni point to iiolnt, but for detecting and bringing to justice those of 
the citizens who are guilty of disloyalty. I could in comparatively a 
short time raise in this iminediate vicinity from 200 to 30l> men who are 
anxious Ibr mo to lead them in the giieriilla service. If it were possi- 
ble to get my entire company oxchaiiged at onco I Bhould have ninety 
men, all of whom have been raised in this comimuiity and are nil well 
acquainted with the country. May I not in view of the above state- 
ment ask Your Exeelloney to propose to the Govcrinnent of the United 
States an immediate exchange for myself and company'? I promise if 
released to do service of which my country Avill not be ashamed. I beg 
leave to refer Your Excellency to letters from the mombors of Congress 
of my State left by me on fllo in the oflico of the Secretary of War. 
Will you be so kind as to let mo hoar from you at your earliest convon- 
ienco*'?

Sir: The garrison of prisoners at Salisbui’y, N. 0., demands your 
immediate attention, as tho citizens of that place have appealed to me 
for protection. The garrison was put in charge of Major Gibbs with 
four companies raised for that purjioso (special). Since then the num- 
ber of prisoners has been greatly increased and Mnjor Gibbs has 
received authority from the lato Secretary of War to raise a regiment 
Ibr the war, and ho forthwith proceeded to enlist his guard companies 
into his rogimont, and I understand he is now ordered to take his regi* 
ment into camp, leaving tho prison to bo guarded by the portion of three 
artillery companies that are now being raised near that locality. These 
arc not provi ded with arms and are insufiiciont, and under the manage- 
ineiit formerly kept over the iirisonera there was much disorder and 
want of discipline.

Major: D’or tlio inlbrmation of the major-general and by his order 
lhave the honor to submit tlKUbllowiiig statement: On Sundny, the 
htli ultimo. I. Gstablishcd a liosidtal in the Hold Jbr the earo of those of 
the First Army Oorps who might be wounded in tlie then pending bat- 
tle betwixt the OoiUbdorato forces and those of the Podorals. To this 
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liosintal I liad removed swell of the more severely wounded as were 
injured in the engagements of the 6th and 7tb, numbering with sur- 
geons, infirmary corps, itc., some 320 Confederates. As your medical 
director I felt it my duty to remain wdtU the party on the field. In 
addition to our own people we had some sixty-five Federals who were 
prisoners, many of whom were wounded. These were attended by Fed- 
eral surgeons. I extended to them every courtesy and assistance in 
my power and freely shared with them every comfort I could procure 
for our own men. On the 8th, in the afternoon, and subsequent to the 
skirmish with the enemy and Colonel Forreat’s cavalry, my attention 
was directed to a pistol-shot said to be directed at my hospital by some 
li'ederal cavalry. I went out and met the ofiieer who bad fired the 
shot as I then ascertained. I remonstrated against so inbiimaii an out- 
rage and refused to surrender to him. He left, and iu about an hour 
Colonel Dickey, of the Federal Army, came up with a cavalry force and 
demanded my surrender. I was powerless and reluctantly yielded 
myself and the party of unfortunate prisoners. Colonel Dickey drew 
dxj ill pencil something like a parole by which wo agreed to remain and 
report to General Grant. I expressly refused to sign the doeument 
unless it was understood that we wore subject to recapture by our own 
forces. Ooloucl Dickey assured mo that of course that was always 
understood but be would take caro wo were not retaken, and left us 
with the promise to send for us the next morning. This, however, bo 
fortunately for us failed to do as we were rescued on the evening of the 
9th by a dotacliineut of ouv own cavalry. 

By orders received from Brigadier-General Breckinridge many of our 
wounded and some few of the enemy who could bo removed were for- 
warded to Corinth early on the morning of the 10th instant. It was 
here the promptings of liumauity induced me to ofi’er to tlie ranking 
surgeon in charge of tlio Federal wounded terms which I felt assured 
would bo ratified by the military authorities of my Govornmeut. Iu 
the hour of triumph I felt that I could afford to be generous to a fallen 
and bleeding ouomy. With no other motive or xiurjiose, in good faith 
and with a clear conscience, I concluded with Surgeon Berghoff^ of the 
Federal Army, the convention or agreement of which I have the honor 
to inclose youaeopy* withindorsoracntofGenernlBreclduridgo, After 
this was done 1 made my way to Corinth to look after the wounded 
Avho had boon sent forward from the battlo-fiold. 

The enemy in pursuance of the terms of agreement were permitted 
to remove their wounded from the hospital when they desired to do so. 
Owing to the distance and condition of the road to say nothing of the 
wounded it was utterly out of the question to remove our suffering sol- 
diers immediately. Imade every proper exertion to do so with all the dis- 
patch consistent with the principles of humanity, It is to be regretted 
I could not move all of our inoii immediately, as I am now advised 
that I am now denied that iirivilego and that the surgeons, hospital 
attendants and patients are held by the enemy as prisoners. It is 
needless to make any comment on this unfortunate affair. I still enter- 
tain the hope that when it is properly understood all difficulty iu regard 
to it will vanish. Certainly some steps should be taken for the relief 
of tlie surgeons and the few iiatieuts yet remaining on the field in hos- 
ifital.

James River to-morrow, and that wo wore prevented ftoni sending 
them last Monday by the movements of the armies. This should bo 
done immediately so that he may send steamers to receive them. 
There will bo j)i’obably 800 sent. Ask him to what point we sliall send 
the prisoners in North Carolina, 

Take up the railroad tracks on both roads oast of Suifolk as far as 
possible and send tlio iron of the Seaboard and Roanoke road to 
Clarksville, and that of the Norfolk and Petersburg road to the jimc- 
tiou of the South Side and Riclunond and Danville roads. When the 
troops return from Suffolk continue the same thing westward, letting 
the last train take up the iron behind it. Itemove the rolling-stock of 
the flrst road to Weldon or west of it, and that of the other to Peters- 
burg when the troops retire.

Oil the 1st of May, 1862 (2), General Halleck ^yrites from Monterey to 
Bviuadier-General Ketchum ordering him to have “ the agreomoiit 
betweeu Generals Curtis and Price carried out without delay orders 
the prisoners to be conveyed by steamer down the Mississippi l^iycr 
and turned over to Commodore Foote, who will have them landed 
within [the] Confederate lines; ample subsistence being fLirnislicd. It 
those iiiuned on list cannot befiiniislied others are to bo substituted. 

On the lilth of May (3) Flag-Officer C. H. Davis,* U. S. N■a^'y, writes 
to Brigadier-General Villopiguo requesting him to remove from stoamor 
Keniiett 200 jn'isouers sent into the Confederate lines by order of Gen- 
eral Halleck in obedience to an agreement entered into by Generals 
Price and Curtis lor oxchango of pri.soners. Captain Davis also asks 
for rceeijit of same written on the list sent for that purpose. 

General Villopiguo writes Captain Davis March 20 that whilst tem-’ 
jiorai'ily absent from his headquarters on the 19tU (4) Col. Andrew 
Jackson, Jr., second in command, through inadvertence or caicless- 
ness, received 202 Confederate prisoncr.s of war just from an infected, 
lu'ison at Alton, ill., with two cases of smallpox among tlioin in 
exclmngo for same number of Federal prisoners free from any con- 
tagions disease. General Villci>igue demands the enemy disavow so 
bai'bai'on.s an act by receiving tliem again in their own lines and curing 
for them until cured of smallpox. 

Captain Davis rc])lie.s to this letter 2l8t of May (6) that ho hii.s not 
a sufficient knowledge of all the cironnistanoes in tlio case, such us the 
eonditiouof the building occupied by pri.soners in Alton, their liealtU 
at the tiuio released, &c., to enter into the details of the subject. But 
to remove ground for complaint he proposes a temporary neutral hos- 
pital be established for the use of the infected. The location he loaves 
to Captain Dove and General Villopiguo to determine. 

General Villepiguereplies {0)M5iy 21thatheconBtrnos the above letter 
into a refusal to take back the prisoners and declines the proposition 
of Captain Davis. The two i>risonei‘8 already broken out with sina.l Ipox 
would be exposed to unnecessary risk and discomfort to bo again 
removed. 


Paper numbered 7 is a letter from General Villepigue to General «Ior- 
(laii stating the facts in the case and coininoiithig severely upon tho ‘‘bar- 
barous” eoiuluct of the enemy iu the affair. He holds Captain [Flag- 
Ollicer] Davis personally blameless, a.s the prisoners Avero sent directly 
through from Alton, but from what lie learns from tho prisoners bUem- 
sel VGS ho regards the transaction as a deliberate attempt of our eii omies 
to Spread the most loathsome disease among u.s. This ho 1ms surrunontly 
guarded again.st. Colonel Jackson i.s stated to have been ignoruiit of 
the prisonens’ condition when ho received them. 

Paper marked 8 is a letter! from General Price, dated Van Bureii, 
March 20, addimsed to General Halleck. Ho calls Geiiei-iil Hal lock’s 
attention to the fact that after the battle of Lexington ho forthwith 
liberated more than 3,600 prisoners whilst he holds a large number of

This letter though not bearuig immediately on the snbjecit nuitter in 
these papers i.s yet intere.sting as illustrating the wide dilforenco in the 
bearing and action of our own and the Yankee commanding generals 
in the whole history of this war.

Dear Sir: This short ejiistle is to get information from you for the 
purpose of getting my discharge from the 0. S. service. When the 
■war first broke out I joined Capt. William H. .Dulaiiy’s company from 
Fairfax County, Va., and served up to the time that Alexandria was 
taken, and I was taken prisoner by the Federals who kept me one 
month and in prison. When Captain Ball and all liis men took the 
oath I refused to take it, but I found out that 1 could not get out with- 
out taking it, and not knowing the consequences of such a thing I toolc 
it and came down in Virginia to get employmentj but when the con- 
script bill passed they all told me it would take hold on me.

If iiiy exchange is not soon completed I shall bo compellod 
in justice to niy.self to resign the commission I hold, as it was given me 
niuler false impressions, liad I been supposed to be a prisoner I have 
no idea I would have been re-elected. Under those circumstances, sir, 
I think I have a right at least to know what answer has been received 
from General Wool and whether ho has accepted the proposed exchange 
for Colonel Wood or not, and I am sure that you will inform me on the 
subject.

1 have tho honor respectfully to report that for a few days 
alter tho arj'ival at this place of a largo number of Union men, bridge- 
burners, spies, and (lomoatio traitors wlio had been forwarded liero from 
Eichmond for safo-koopiitg, it was in my opinion expedient and neces- 
sary to separate thorn ftoiu some 1,600 Federal prisoners who ■jvore 
shortly to be paroled and sent homo in order that there might be no 
oommuuicatioii between thorn. To do this ( tho accommodations of tho 
place being limited) 1 was compelled for a short time to confine the 
political prisoners in rather contracted apartments. Since the depart- 
ure of tho prisoners of war much more comfortable quarters have been 
assigned them with a large area for fresh air ami exercise.

I 
have assured them that 1 do not contemplate for a moment any suoh 
proceeding on the part of the (lovernmont. But to satisfy these gen- 
tlomon I have promised to write to you on the subject. .It has boon 
suggested whether it might not be expedient to warn the enemy that 
slaves taken in aims would bo summarily dealt with, as well as all 
whites aiding aud abetting them in open insurrection. It does not 
scorn to mo necessary to make any such proclamation in advance, but 
military commandors might bo instructed how to proceed in the cases 
of such captured nogroos. As our people liavo naturally much feeling 
on this subject I trust it may bo my excuse Cor troubling you with this 
letter.
